et having ſome liberty of Religion from his Majeſly out of the affluence of 
his Princely love to us Wee weighing not corporall loſle in reſpeR of th 
great immunity of the ſoule , arc inviolably cefolved to infix 'oar ſelves in 
2A immutable and pure allegiance for ever to his Royall Majety and Succebo 
fours. 

Now it is that the Parliament of England, maligning and envying ahy 
graces received from his Majeſty #i our Nation, and knowing none fo deſt- 
red of us as that of Religion, and likewiſe perceiving his Majelty to be incli- 
ned to give us the liberty of the tame , drew his Majelties Prerogative out of 
his hands thereby largly pretending the generall good of his Mayelties King- 
domes, But wee the {aid Catholicks and loyall Subjeets to his Majeſty doe 
probably find as well by ſome Acts to paſſe by them the ſaid Parliament 
touching vur Religion, in which the Catholicks of England and Scotland did 
fuffer. As alſo by threats to ſend oyer the Scottiſh Army with the Sword 
and Bible in hand againſt us, That their whole and ſtudied plet both was and 
i5,-not only to extinguiſh Religion (by which we only live happily) bur alſo 
likewiſe to ſupplant us and raze the name of Catholicks and Iriſh our of the 
whole Kingdome. And ſeeing this ſurprize ſo dangerous , tending abſolute= 
ly to the overthrovw of the liberty of our conſciences, and Countrey,” and alſo 
our gracious Kings power forced from him, in which and in whofe prudent 
care of us our ſole quict and comfort confifted , and without which the feare 
of our preſent runes did preſcribe opinion , and premoniſh us, to ſayeour 
{clvcs. 

We therefore 2s well to regain his Majeſties faid Prerogative being only ' 
dueto him and his ſucceſſours , and being the eiſence and lif: of Monarchy, 
hoping thereby to continue a ſtrong and invincible unity, berween his Royalll 
and ever happy love tous, and our faithful duty and loyalty to his incompa= 
rable Majeſty,have taken Arms and {ne our {elves of the beſt and iron- 
gelt Forts of this Kingdome » to enadle us rb ſcrye his Majelty and defend us 
from the tyrannous reſolution of our Enemies. 

This in our conſciences as wee wiſh the peace of the ſame to our ſelyes and = 
our poſterity is the pretence and true caule of our preſcnt riſing in Arms , by 
which we are reſolved to perfeR the advancement of truth, and ſafety of our 
King and Countrey» -Thus much we thought fit in genera]lto publiſh ro the 

world, to ſet forth our innocent and juſtcauſe , the particulars whereof ſhal

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Aker the Souldiers in ſome good order were quartered|Sir Henry Tichburne 
our Governour took a diligent view of the Wals: Conſultations were had for 
the berter torritying of them , The Mill- Mounm conceived a very Cefenhve 
place, for the ouard of Aeath-/ide, the weaker part of the Town , and to ac- 
cordingly were mounted foure peeces of Ordnance, and there foone appeared 
Good cauſe tor this p reparation, The whole County ot Lonth ( tcarce a Gen- 
tleman that was a Papilt excepted) were drawn into this Conſpiracie, ſothat 
we were beſet on that de Northward with five thoutand , or as their owne 
[!1t reported it eighe rhoutand. The infegtion did fo tpread , that it not only 
tainted . but broke ot in the faces ar] lips of fome of our Aldermen, one 
Staley (ihe was a Town Burgeſle for the Parliament) took himtelt highly 
promoted tybe a Captaine with them ; others who not long before ſcemcd to 
doc goo! ſervice in the di{\covery of the like (whotec Lertcrs I had tecne deeply 
exclayming againlt thoic courles) now ranthe fame w ay allo; Nay, the very 
Sheriffe of the County (who had beene lo favourcd as to continue Knight of 
the Shire alſo) was a Leader in that Rebellion too, He with Stanley came in 
hither often upon protection as joynt Commiſſioners from the Rebels upon 
ilome pretended Treaties, whom howloever for tome reatons according to 
a Commiſſion for that purpole, it was not thought amiſle to protra t things 
by tuch like parleys, yer we pave little heed ro any thing they faid , being 
periwaded which way fo evcr they looked they rowed another. The ſubjeX 
of much of their diſcourſe was a defire to doe the Town good {ervice which 
might be the more credible in regard of ſome eſtates they had in it, Their 
extraordinary aﬀe tion to my Lord More and his Family, nvitmg him for 
his ſafety to retreat to Meliifort againe , or if that were not ſure enough, a 
ſtronger Caflle was offered him, as divers letters to that purpoſe I have often 
teen from many., remembring him ofthe ſecurity his Father liv:d in at that 
ſame place during all Tyron's Rebellion, 1nd therefore his fonne who had de- 
ſerved better of them, could not but be confident of the fame, Nay, proffe- 
red ro maxe hum Gencrall, at leaft of all Merhb and Lowth , That what 
evcr loſics hunſclfe s OT tcnantrs had ſuſtained ſ ovld Il bee repaid to 1 
peny, which was « ren leconded by divers other Agents , But the depth 
of all (as the fqllowing fruits declare) was bur to have made a prey of 
him , and his-, and fo to have yweakned the Towne of an ative and 
zealous ſupporter , who fill as before was very forward to give the life 
ro every deligne for its "preparation *, which had appeared in giving 4 
ſtop to many of their crafty Ploxs by the way here, Before this Regiment 
Came to us, at the carneſt requeſt of the ſaid Sheriffe of Lowth, the Stare was

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fo farre moved as to ſend down three hundred Aris , for the defence of thar 
County ( who had not then declared themſelves ) with abour fo':rry more 
for the Guard of Dwndalke, but the ſufpition of their treachery ſenting ftron- 
ger her ten pothbly It might 20.iniles further were by myLord Aoore flop- 
ped in their paſſage. TheLords Juſtices having likewiſe about a fortnight be- 
fore ſent tive hundred Armes to the Lord Gormanſ/tonres houſe. about five 
miles from us, at his Petition for the arming of Afeath, upon whoſe fidelity 
they All preſumed, according to the patrerne of their Anceſtors, yet now res 
cc1ving an intirnation of ſonic plot of the Rebels ts ſurpriſe them, were under 
the care of Lord Colonel] //urman ſafely conveyed hicher, with whom there 
came alſo a Fortnights Pay for the Regiment, bur was nor ſupplyed with any 
more money in twenty two weexcs after, which as the former offer of the 
tate aggravares the falſhoo! of the Redels:fo this later advanceth the honour 
of this {ervice here, in their ſo zealous continuing their unanimous defence of 
this Towne, notwithſtanding ſo little encouragement. 
ſhe Parhament time now drawin® on, my Lord Afoore was neceſſitated 
:0 a ſecond journey to D1bliz, where as he was not backward in a free and 
:ull declaring himielfe againſt ſome Excuters of this Rebellion, ſo was he not 
uninindfull of this Towne, ad Countrey asjoyning ; But propounded a ſe- 
cond wmonuon, exceeding the former. VIRK « that ſeeing Sir Henry Tichbaurne s 
Regiment confilting but of one thouſand Foet. and one hundred Horle, was 
not of that number and firength, as to ſecure the Towne, and to iſſue farte 
out for the prevention of any further approach of the Enemy ; Hee offered ts 
ruſe re hundred men more at his OWNne cha ves, Fo cloath them and grve them 
p49 tall 2 ſupply of moneys (hould be ſent out of England, conditionally that the foure 
( mp wes in the Towne. over and above the former, and not yet affixed to any Ree 
piment mght be added to his Command to make up a thouſand. By which Du:- 
dalke, Atherdee, and the whole County of Lowth might poſſibly have beene 
ſecured. But it was not fo readily accepted as it mecited. . Thus by this- for- 
ward and Noble offer, his affe tion to the caule being fully diſcovered, and 
being ( as T have been enformed ) the only Lord in the Pale ( excepting the 
Farle of K:/de, and the Lord of Hoxth ) who was a Proteſtant, the malice 
of the Rebels was fucther inraged, and preſently rooke the advantage of his 
abſence, to draw up to his houte of Mellifont, to the utter ſpoyling and pil- 
aging, of it, as will appeare by the Relation following, which diſaſter hee 
hath beene fnce aſſured by them, was the fruit of his former motions, as be- 
ing done the next day after his returne,

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Of the Rebel: Plundering the Honſe of Mellifonr, wid their cruel 
Barbarejts dralings there, Novemb.25. 1641. 


Pon the one and rwenticth of Novem. being Sunday,as we were gd- 
ing to Church in the morning,there came a rumour to our Governour 
of the Rebcls intention to belet Aſeli:forr, about three miles from us ; 
Whereupon he preſently was ſending out to the fortner ſtrength there a fur« 
ther ſupply of two hundred Foot, and a troope of Horſe ; Burt as the Drums 
were beating. there marched downe the hill of Talhaſest, about ewo miles 
from us Northward a thouſand mens ( as they ſeemed ) giving many ſhot as 
they came ; This gave a {top to the iſſuing out of the former torces, as inter» 
preting by that and other Circumſtances their aime was rather to {urpriteche 
Towne, bur by the iſſue it appearcd the plot was only to divert us, there be- 
Ing at that ſame inſtant about Fifteene hundred from other parts drawing to- 
wards Aellifont. The force left there ro defend it againſt ſome Pilferers, 
beſides a few ſervants of the houſe, was only ewenty fouce Muſquerttiers, and 
Hittecne Horſe, rwo Scouts they had abroad, one of whom was cur off, the 
other purſued to the very Gates ; about an houre before their comming Mac= 
Afaghon ſent a note ( which I faw) tothe Warders of the hauſe ( as hee ſtile 
chem ) that if they would give it up, they ſhould have quarter, and withall 2 
Bullet for a token, | 
The quarter-maſter of the Troope returned a ſhort anſwer, they would 
all dye rather then yeeld, and a bold Scotch-man ſtanding by,bid the ineſlen- 
vcr to adviſc his Maſter to make his Bullets bigger. Many meſſengers WCere 
with all expedition ditpatched hither with letters towed up in their cloathes, 
tor the ſater conveyance, but we heard not of them. All wayes being thus 
ſtopped, and finding no hope of any further reliefe, they prepared them{elves 
for their owne defence, for any promiſe of quarter, by the expericnce of their 
talſhoods to others they gave little credit ro; They accounted themſclves but 
dead men, and fo were relolved to (cl! their lives at as deare a rate as they 
could, ſhooke hands, and incouraged one another. The/Enemics Horſe and 
Pike were placed upon thc top of the hill. amongſt whom is confeſſed were 
lomc, who not many daycs before profeſſed the quite contrary. Their Foote 
matched over the Garden fides in multitudes. whom theſe few of ours fo re- 
ceived, rhat they tell all backe about fourty yards, and fo accordingly retrea- 
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<d foure or five times 3 In briefe, they killed ſeyenſcore of them; and hid 
made them up ſo many hundreds, butfor want of Powder, having at the moſt 
but Sixe ſhot, ſome but Foure; not a man of them was hurt till all was ſpent, 
they had cur their Bullets into halfes, and ro make even with their Powder, 
they rammed 1n five or fixe together, whereby each ſhot was thedeath of ma= 
ny, and in conclution when all was ſpent, they broke as many 'Muskers as 
they could againſt the walls. The Serzcant who had the command of the 
Foot behaved himfelfe very vayantly, by the Confeſſion of the Enemy, and at 
theirentrance ſ)ue many with his Halbert, Halfe a dozen placed in a line 
ourward Caſtle killed lome ot them. as they were marching downe the hill, 
amongſt whom was one of the chiefe Caprtaines, in rich ftolne cloathes, ar 
whoſe fall there was a great cry. Theſe at laſt being promiſed quarter, and 
yeelding, yet they wounded, and threw them our ar the windowes., 

The Horſe who could doe but little good within, when they ſaw them 
preſſing fo thicke to the very Gates, opened them, and gave them a deſperate 
Charge, and toimade their way through them, though by their. purſuers 
ſcattered divers wayes before _- came hither. The number of the (laine in 
all of our fide were thirteene (whom a Fryer (for none of our Clergie durſt 
venture _ was fo forward for a deed of Charity, as to procure thera 
buriall in the Church adjoyning, and one man finding life in hin ( noewith= 
ſtanding art leaſt fourry wounds) brought hun home on a Carre ; The courle 
they rooke with him was the fame they did with others. they firit ſicipt him, 
left he ſhould bloudy his cloathes, and then a dozen of them together rut” 
him through,and hacked him with their Skeenes, leaving him for dead. But 
the molt barbarous aA was the killing of a -_ comely old Gentleman, of 
above foureſcore yeares of age, who afcer he had opencd the Wine-leller, and 
was giving them all poſſible courteobs entertainment, and _ wine to 
them, of a ſudden run him through. A poore old blind nran that had beene 
the Porter ( who could make no refiftance ) thy knockt downe ; another as 
old 2s he they cur his throar, fo inraged, that they (Jew the very dogs they 
feund, broke the windowes, tooke up divers of the Plankes in the Cham- 
bers to ſeeke for moneys, ſearched the peoples mouthes for it, ripe the Fea- 
therbeds to take away the Tikes, carried away the Hangings, and other fur- 
niture that was portable, cut in peeces all the Coverings of the Chaires and 
Srooles, ( many of which were very rich ) broke with their Clubs a Cloſer 
of Glaſſes, and Gallipors full of ſuch Ingredicars as they were incapable of, 
tooke away abundance of proviſion in the houſe, cf Carell and Horſes a« 


broagl, and what they could nut carry they deftroyed;to the lofle of my Lord

[ron bar inthe windowes; And fo of a molt plca "les abiratic DIR ons n.ght. 


became a molt ratnous defolate place. By all which ma y caſ1] ly bc judged the 
ruth of their former pr: niſes. if the ewners had bcea fo perl vaded. as to 
avctraſtcd their owne pertons there alto, who las we have had late credi- 
ble intormation \ were entered in the _ Liſt among {uch as ſhould have 
bin Prize { but tuch as weoretruſted with it had not theCourage ro attemp: 
it. a5 the like care was t: hy | of this Towne allo; And yet one merry paſſage 
CCr w1r'Wy this Tragedy by 2 Basket + Tulips, and other ſuch like rootes, 
which theſe Rebels finding ſo carck. lly laid up, tooke them. for ſome rare 
daintics. and to fell trocat ing them w ith butter, \ wr had ya pre: ſent CPC- 
ration, that for a weeke aficr molt of them deemed themſelves povicned, and 
curſed the Heretiques. as if that bait had been laid there of purpoſe. 
Aiter this they yer defhifted not to multiply their pacleys daily, and 
n regard my Loxd Aﬀoore was one of the Lords authoriſed by Par- 
liament to treat with them, they more thick. than before applicd theme 
ſelves ro hims,, renuing ſtill thc: former proteſtations. of love to him 
and hi;s, wiſhed him to leave the Towne. for his owne faferic , prcls 
{ed their rmer honourable offer to nake him their Gencrall, that full fatiſ- 
tation ſhould be given him for his lofles at IMelbfort, ( though I belecve 
mauy of their cſtares could ſcarce have compaſſed it.) And to cleere them- 
jelves of that harefull aſpertion, of Rebellion aſſured him to ſhow thar good 
warrant for what they did, which ſhould give all ghe world ſarisfa tion, im- 
portuned him very earneſtly for a meeting. The place and time agreed upon 
his Lordſhip with tome few adventured. out of the Gates. but in Read of 
them tound forme fra: glu 14 tellovwes gather ng, Winch Pave him juſt Caulc to 
iu{pe t {ome tre achery: and lo retreated, Cwhi ich hnce he hath been aſſured 
\ Yer that ni 7:4 it t hey came to the Gares toexcuſc un, and upon promitc ol 
Spin ercd, b:1t neithcs =_ nor ſhewed any thing to the purpoſe, (till 
confirming out opinig! 15 of them to be f.1//e accuſers, and ſpeakers evill of dig- 
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nitier,utterers of great ſwelling words of vannie, atd Inventors of tes me hype- 
criſie, according to which wee eyer found their continuance. And yer ro 

1r 20 end to thote ſhadowy pretences, a motion was made of ceflition of 
Aries-till a Meſſenger were ſent from each withall expedition mto Srot- 
{md , and fo to procced according ty the return of the Kings pleaſure, but 
they could not heare of that care neither, thovgh ſome anſwered they had 
ſent one of their own already for the ſame end, which yer wee weighed In 
a5 light a behef as the other. 

Some icatrered {peeches have I heard fall from them , ſcarce worth the 
eathering up,they talked a little confuſedly of rhe Kings Prerogative,of an 
Act paſſing in England , that every Papi ſhould be _— hanged, 
Thar they would have the Lord Depury be always of the Iriſh birth, of 
their former heavy preſſures, freedome of their Religion and the like, the 
later of which they very pretumptuouſly and confidently ayouched. 

Often have I heard them acknowledge ( which wee knew very well 
ou: ſelves)that many of the Priefls and Friers haye been the chiete movers 
of them , Our Alderman Capraine faycd a Fryer lately came from Spaine, 
thcearned him, if be did not readily joyne with them, hee ſhould pretently 
have his head itruck off and hanged behind him , whom yer, wee knews 
needed no ſvch ſpur to put him forward. Nay, hee acknowledged that a 
titulir Popiſh Biſhop of theirs made a large Oration anto them by way 
of incouragment in this Rebellion, aſſuring them they ſhould all be ſaved 
an1 reputed as Martyrs that dicd in that quarrell , One Dowaat of Kit- 
lalee confeſſed that when his Brother went firſt our,his own mother upon 
her knees difſwaded him bur a Prieft urged him to ut and ptcyailed, whoſe 
example himſelfe not long after followed. | 

Afeer this wee had a rumour of O Ketyes advancing this way wards, 
from the County of Cavan, The day before whole comming to Plarten (a 
Caſtle within rwo miles of us) one Darcy, che Maſterof it, was fo our 

teous 25 with great proteſtations of welcome ſolemnly to rnyite nfo our 
Cavtains toa Feaſt thither, which if obtained , they had beene all hand.

after a long expectation ſent it downe , but unforrunatly the foot milears 


cied by the Way as followe th. 1a 
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Of the defeat of (ix hundred foot, with therr Ammunition at the 
Bridge of Gillingfione , within three miles : 
of. Droheda., 


N Saturday the two and rwentieth of November, fix hutdued Foo 

and fifry Horſe fet out of Dwbl;n, bur fo late that they marched but 

fx miles, to Swords which as ſoone as wee underſtood , a Polt 
ras feat ſrom hence to warn thenvto mend their pace and notto faileof 
xeaching hither, the next day; both for their own fafery and ours, and in 
expetarion of them accordingly our Governour iſſ'»*d out with a Come 
perent force of Foot, and Horſe to meet them , but the Souldiers mutt 
ned againſt their Commanders , and would nur march any further then 
Bairudhery (which was but 1x miles more) though they were offered dou- 
ble pay to invite them through. The nextday being the rwenty third 
of November, alictle on this tide the Bridge of Gelling/tone, ( when 7 
thought all danger was paſt) in a great tubble field they Were met W! 
by at leaſt 2000 of the Enemy , who (being a mighty fog ) were within 
Musket ſhot before they were diſcryed. 

The Captains pzeſently began to draw up their men into a Battalia,and 
entred the field , The Souldicrs ſcemed at firſt to be over-joyed to meet® 
them, The Rebels making a tand,they did fo alſo,Bur it fo fell out as they 
were ready to give fire, one of the Officers (who dying in the place pre- 
vented. the like puniſhment for it) commanded a Counter-mazch », in 
which they being compelled to take a Ditch weredifſordered, and the Enee 
my judging it a flight gave ſuch a ſhout that frighted chem into a further 
ronfuſion, and to preſently charging them were routed, moſt were ſlain) 
many eſcaped hither with their Armes but more without , two of the Cape 
rains were killed, the other eſcaped rvith one Enfigne. The fifry Horſe (who 
were my Lord of Ormend:) made their way through them without the 
hurt of one man. -The cauſes of this diGſter are diverſly pleaded by the 
Souldiers and Commanders, which I vill not take UpGn Mmce to derere 

mine.. 

This accident was our greateſt Iofſe, and our Enemies oaine * by. the 
large portion of powder, match, armes, and moneys, which were made 


3 prey of, yer ſome geod was produced our of this ey.ll, being the ocraſt

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en whereby our foes were diſcerned from frennngfriends, tor till aow the 
Lords of the Pale were Neuters , but upon this ſcceſſe they all infantly 
dr{covercd themſelves of what ttamp they were of, atter whoſe Coppy our 
Townfmen began to improve their hands allo, 

Aſſosn as Wh that morning brought us the news of the Enennes 
arching chat way, our yaltane Governour made out preſerely with fix 
lundred foot and two troops of horſe, bur before he could reacty the place, 
the Rebels were fled with the carriages.as being the mayne thing they ay- 
med at.but that talſhood of our Ne1ghbours on the Northſide of us appes- 
red evidently, two of their Commuſſroners (the Sheri and ouc Alderman) 
were at that inſtant in parley with us, trom them , and as fuone as 
the certainty of the ill news came, joy might be diſcerned in their limiles, 
who, by much of their diſcourſe ro me that morning , it was cleere they 
were ot the Plot : feares they preſently multiplyed upon ſuch as were apt 
tor them, what bloudy tellows they were , and deſperate , giving allo an 
aſſurance of a preſccurion that night and the ike , which in reaton being 
probable enovgh, the whale Regiment ltood rotheir Armes, and were ap- 
pointed their ſeverall Guards upon the firtt Alarme , but they had northe 
hcarrs to proceed, 

Not long after this, the Rebels rook che opportunity ot another advan+ 
tage allo in the ſurprizall of a Cheſter Barke at the Shervier whoſe owner 
upon great preſumprtions is believed to have becne corrupted'to it by three 
or foure of our Popſh Merchants aboard her , who againſt the defire of 
the-reft of the Engliſh (which was to have been for Dublin , or any ether» 
Port) would put it no where but there, and ran her aground alſo, which 
in regard of the open Harbour , and the fairneſſe of the weather ircoule 
not be but a voluntary a&t. And it further appeared bythe mirth cf rhe 
Merchants as ſoone as ſhe was ſtuck, their preſent violent rifling the Eng- 
Ih who had toe good ſumimes of moneys , before any Boatcame our 


. from the Rebels, That Barke was fraught with tome extraotdinary pro- 


viſion of Powder and Ammunition for them, amongſt which there was 2 
Harquebuſh made of purpoſe at Cheſter, at the charge and direRion of 
one of our Town, The Papiſts in her, were welcomed by the Kind grecting 
of the Rebels bur the poore Proteſtant Engliſh robd of allzhop had; their 
Letters out of England imercepted and detained. As4foonc as they were 
landed defiring a {afe condu# hither , the Lord Nether field owe of 2 pre- 
tence of favour would not ſuffer them, but ſent them. to Dublin, affuring 
them he would not fail to take this Town v thin two days, and then they 

D v;ould 
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would be priſoners again, of which he bad ſo ſtrong a perſwaſon that the 
rumour was confidently E1ven out, and believed in Dublin, before the at- 
tempt. So ſure did a fmple Alderman of ours,who was with them expe& 
it, that to mediate for the {aving ot one of their lives, and yiving hun 2 
fuilng to carry hum to Dxb/:a, hc compelled thc POOIre man to IT over 
his houſe and what elſe hee had here, thinking to have taken poſſeſſion of 
it in{tantly, in duc {>rme of Law. Nay their boaſts then were to this pur» 
pole,” hat they might caftly ſee the cauſe was of God, it had fo proſpered; 
thar Gods ſpeciall hand was im itn ſo tudden g1ving up the Kingdony into 
the hands of the Catholicks. Which {:nce by the contrary event on our ſide, 
hath been rctoned unto them otherwiſe, in our wondcrtull delivery from 
them, 

Now were wee tully bel:eged on all tides , blockt up af{well by Sea as 
Land, al! ways of entercouric towards Dxt{n ſtopped, Sentinels placed ſo 
thick night and &y, that none could paſle unkcarched : divers wayes vere 
daily trycd for the {ate CONVEY ance ot I.ct crsS, tomnc fowed up m the Col- 
lers of their doublers folcs of Boots. Buttons , in Scarcloaths clapt upon 
faine foarcs, but ſeldom did any icape their (crutiny above once. And now 
upon this confederacy berwixt Afeuh.and the County of Lonth , they be- 
gan to ſtyle themſelves the Catholick Army. 

This proved it high tine to adde what elſe could be effeRed for our 
Arengthening the Town. Breſtworks were made before every Gate, Plat» 
forms 1n tuch places where the walls were defective, tome for Sentinels to 
tand on, others for pecces to play upon, abundance of Morning-ſtars (as 
they call them) terrible weapons upon a wall, a world of Creſcets ; to 
give light in a dark night round about the Towne, an Iron chaine crolled 
the River, and which had beene vur chieteſt improvidence ) a command 
to all neer hand todraw in their corn and hay, but was prevented by the 
Rebels, who about one aclock at nigl1t before that refolution, fired at leaft 
a thouſand pounds worth of feyerall corne at once , a horrid fight by the 
grain deſtroyed, horrible by the ſcafon. but more lamentable as being, lot 
by the negligence and meere dulneflc of the Owners, who had been com- 
manded to reduce it, and accordingly all hclps offered them for the ſame 
end, before. By this a& which redounded to the loſſe of the whole Town, 
might eahily be interpreted their intentions , for the prevention of which 
(rhough a little too late) the Souldiers adventured out at ſeverall P&rts, 
and drought in the reſidue that had eſcaped them, And by their example 
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we rroceeded our (elves to burn many houſes neer the walls , which th 
ferred only to ſhelter themtelyes in their approaches from the ſhot.

Lawrence Gate and #eſt Gate,there ifſued out about 350 foot; and 
two troops of horle for the lecuring ſome Carriages » lent out for 
Corn at the Green-hils about halt a nule of, yet it ſo fell out that by ſome 
10tICe gLVEN to the Enemy by a party of their owne within , a multitude 
met them unexpectedly halte way, who (being 2 mighty fog) were all in 
Battalia, and within Musker-ſhot betore they were deſcryed , The report 
of their number by ſuch as had taket a dack view was zooo (yer fome- 
what miſtaken) who inftan ly gave ſuch a ſhout that they were judged 
not much below 1t , fore Othcers adviled to a retreat, many of the Horſe 
(which were Papilts) in the Reare ran backe with confuſed erycs to di- 
{turbe thoſe that were at the Cares drawing out , reporting as if wee had 
been bearca already, The carriages were returned , and for haſt ofcrowd- 
ing in, filled up the Gate, In the tnid(t of this confuſton our men being 
a:nazed, our reſolute Governour (who muſt have the hunour of that days 
ſervice) preſently light off his Horſe,and led the Foot hinfelfe by the equal 
hazard of whom all were revivcd and encouraged, Commanded the Mul- 
keticrs up the Hill,and the Pikes in that narrow paſſage of the lane to open 
for the Horſe, and4o with all expedition made ready. 

The Rebels by this had charged us rwice.yer hurt not a 11an. but aſſovon 
as our Horſe and Foot came up , they gave thein at once fo full and Garit- 
factory an antwer that withour any further reply they gave up the held 
and fo betook themſelves to their hecls , their cryes being now of another 
tine, and fo in our hoht from the walls were they chaſcd a mile , or two, 
(the ſudden breaking up of the miſt being their farther diſcovery) to the 
loſſe of above two hundred of them, but not one man of ours. The Horle 
who in this caſe muſt needs doe the chiet ſervice, were by the ditches com 
pelled to divide themſelves , and each tooke a leverall path , according as 
the {ſcattered rout led them. Amonglt the flaine there was one Prieſt and 
three Captains, of whom one was neere a kin to-the Earle of Tyrone, ſome

reach hither, ( wholtc 1:9 S they lad reſerved only to exchan#c, tor as many 
of theirs with us) their cnrertainment of them was a crowdmg No 4 dark 
[),noen, and feeding then with nothing but Garbage and Offalls, of 
{ich Alcſh as their Dt OS Could frarce cat » allowing them neither falt nor 
re to broyle it, and once a day threv them in a ſheatc of Beans , or ſome 
(*abbage (talkes. the returne of whotn was a lamentable {petacle , many 
bxing 16 far pincd, proved irrecoverable, and died the next day,howſoever 
£:1C likc numb. r here of theirs thar Vere releatcd , returned mn a better hue 
thear faccs declaring they wanted no victuals and for other neceffarics they 
vere to fully fupplyed, by many of their Town-fiſters, as if they had been 
Marry cs. 

Thoſe of our Souldicrs which were Papiſts, were fo poyſoned dailywith 
-1e Councell of luch, a5 had a dominion over their Conſciences. that they 
ole over the walls by dozens 1n a night to the Enemy , ſome tairly asked 
lexve to be ditmiſled , as being againlt the ſafety of heir fouls, ro be fo 
11h as defenſive 1n this quarrell, every night wee had allarms by forme 
peals of ſhot: at one corner, or other, But at lengch finding the intent eo be 
rather to diftuirbe our reſt, then furprize the Towne, they were {1 ſlighred 
that we ſuftercd them to ſpend their powder againſt the walls. without fo 
much as taking any notice of it, unleſſe any approached {o nivh as wee 
were fire of the concluſion, how oever wee were aſſured by all that came 
om them tatin tas darke of the Moon , wee ſhould feele their utmoR; 

which 
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which accarding to their threaming, we were not backward to prepaze 
them an cneertainment. 

At length they fent an extraordinary Embaſſage, w hich for the bertcr 
lucke camc by a Fryer one tather Darcy, who not long agone had bore 
Prior of the Dominicans here ; He accompanied by a Caprtaine of his 
OWne naine, with a Drum beat a Parley upon the hill, and being adnuc- 
ted to the Gare delivered his Commuthon to the Capraine of the Port, the 
ſumme of which was to this purpole. viz. T hat the General and Captaines 
of the Catholigue Army had ſent this F.uher Darcy with others to treate watls 
the Covernonr and ( aptames of the T awne of Droheda, ro whom they were 

ee credit. as 18 theiy wawes, provided firſt that they might have aflit- 
rancc of ſafe conduct and returne, undcr the hands of the Governour, bc- 
fore their entrance, While this was contidering of, and a protection {ends 
ns them accordingly, The Fryer longing till he was delivered of his cr» 
rand, ftaid not for an aniwer, butupon the bare word. of an Officer cn.- 
215, and without any farther ſecurity preſents humſelte. At his ſuchlcu 
unexpected approach the Governour made hm ſenh6ble of his crrour, 
which ( being out of his element ) he had runne into, that being camc in 
without any Obligation from hun, hee was at his mercy, whether hee 
would difmiſſe him or no, yet notwithſtanding was plcaſed to paſſe it 
by only as an inconfiderate at, and not taking that advantage whiclethe 
Law of Armes wou!d juflihe, granted him audience, and aflurance. of. 
laterie, as if he had had it wore formally under his hand, as it was bath 
conditioned and preparing, and the Drum that came with him was as 
nordinate as himfelte, being one of our owne Souldicrs, not long, beforc 
run away from us, whoſe doome by right was to have bin hanged. 

The ſumme of his demand was, The abſolute ſurrender of the T anne for 
hi: Majeſties uſe and ſervice, aſſuring us of ſuch deepe projets and migh 
ty forces, that it would be impoſſible (noe expreſly excepting Gods pow- 
er it ſelfe ) ever to be relieved cither by Landor Sca, 

The Governour with the Captaines anſwer, was as ſhort; chat they 
had a Commitfion from his Majeſtic bearing ſuch a date for the defence 
of this Taxvne avain(t them, but could they produce a Countermand. of 
a Later date, cicher from his Majeſty. or the Lords Juſtices for to give it 
up, they were ready to obey ; In the meane time they thought themſciyes 
more able to kcepe it, then the Countrey was to keepethem. Thar.as Y.C2 
they had been put to no ſuch diftrefſe. as ro admit of any ſuch me:ne 
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thoughts. Thar if they attempred ir by the Sword, they ſhould be ſureto 
have moſt of their lives ficlt ; or if by Faminegthcy ſhould heare they cate 
their horles hides. 

Having this anſwer, the Fryer was as weary of his lay in Towne, a« 
he was hafly of entring, only gave us a ( opie of the Oath, lately taken b

the Lords of the Pale, and ( as he ſaid ) bythe teſt of the Pretended Ca- 
tholLques neece us, Which the next day itcame to my hands, 1 thought it 
not unhrt to returne it with the intereſt of a ſhort olofle, and a diſſyafive 
appendix tothe raking of it,

ate was inftantly fo well anfwered by the dolefull Echo of a Cannon 
Fam the Mou, that we foon heard them quite of another rune, as being 
the (laughter of multitudes of them: for three or foure houres was this muy- 
feall difcord continued, till by the mrlake of the clork , rhe day breaking 
luddenly before they were aware they took themſelyes to flight, and eve! 
one invited the other 19 all poſſible freed , after whom (being now tiilly 
difcovered) were poſted all forts of ſhot from all quarters , which cauſcd 
many (who by mining their backs had no mind to ice their own deaths) 
to drop by the way : lowe of then by ther clothes and farce horſes were 
deemed Commanders , ſcaling Ladders were multiplyed in the rwnour 
Which came often to olr carcs;before , but wee faw none now, neither 
was indeed the tune come: ror their. ute. The numbers of their Aline ts not

ſolne clathes md linnen proved a better booty to their Rrippers then was 
expeRcd, many being the very provant Clotues taken from ours at the 
Bridge, as wich one of them {whoſe head was brought in), was found the 
Very arimoiir of one of our Officers JEW? there...

Kings Traytors, "4h ours the Queens, ſome of our Popiſh Souldiers who

One Dowdells Trooper (bringas it fees of the Conn- 
celt) and accicentally flaine by his fellow? they were ſoinconfiderate 25to 
obicrve it awa-yuft judgement of God «5 007 Ms 4 w__— had 
diſcovered it, Bur he revealiugrnothenp ob ir; trhecomrarys was rather ob» 
ſerved by-us, for his knowledge of it; and concealing uw  * 
Manyofthe Troopers , as thefoor whowore:Papilts werefound (me 
nights within doores when they ſhould have anfweredthe Alarms which 
with other cutcunftances confirmed our belicke; they had beene timpered 
with that way. [1 Os 
By this timcly repulſe of this long threamed anſer, we were in the grea« 
ter hope of having the quicter Chriftnas. when the Moon began to favour 
us with her light. Many Feltivals in which, we ſolemnly kept as days of 
Thankſgiving to God. for uur many-delivarances. When (with whar due 
[I_—_ by the afſiftance of the Chaplaine and vthers of my Brethren 
could be —_— whole Regnnent recerved the Communion;who 
with the Town-Inhabirants , and other ſtrangers, made-up ſuch 2 conflue 
ence of Communicantsfor two or threedayts, that for many there 
hath not-been'ſeen the.like, ro the envy and regrating of our Neighbours: 
By this a rumour was raiſed amengft the Rebels, as ifall our Connnan« 
ders with their Companies had taken the Sacrament never to give up the 
Town, which ſomewhat daunted them , and as wee heard moved themto 
thelike indeed, ia therr ſuperſtitious binding one another ; by the.ſacred 
linke never to leave the hiege till they trad it. Nay, ſome had prefixed the 
very day, bur the event according to their fond beliefe in that particular, 
proved a meer deluhon. On Chriſtmas Eve we had a care of. preventing 
their then cuſtomary frequent mectings; leaſt under their prerence of Con- 
feffions, or hearing To many Afaſſes, 'foime -other fruu ſhould have: iflued 
from thoſe-afſemblies. 
On Chriſtmas day a Captaine of theirs ſending his ſervane with a ſmall 
wild preſent to nry Lord Afoore, in exchange for a pottle of -Wine, theſe 
following pretended Moxives were received; which.Ithougitt fit to inſert 
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The Motroes moving the (atholiques of Ireland 


ro take Armes, 


Ur Royall King and: Queene are. by the Furitanes curbed and abuſed, 

and thcir Prerogatives reltrained, diminiſhed, and almoſt wholly abo- 
liſhed,contrary to the Rights and Power of all Monarchall Authority, and 
alſo the Duty, Allegiance and Conſciences of all loyall Subjez&ts, which 
with gricfe we take to heart, as faithfull and loyall Subj<&s ought to doe. 
Th: Catholique Religion ſuppreſſed and put downe in England, and the 
Catholiques perſecuted with all rigorous cruz1ty,cven to death ; the like the 
Puritancs of this Kiagdome threatencd to haye brought hither. 

That there is a Law againſt Catholiques in this Countrey, whereby the 
Kinzdome hath been often impaired and ruined with perſecutions , by 
meanes whereof the Catholiques are made uncapable of any Office, or 
Place of Commodity or profit,to the great and extraordinary decay of the 
Catholiques in their eſtates,education and learning. 

That the Government of the Kingdome is wholly in the hands of ſtran- 
gers, who 1n their beginnings are generally poore of birth and meanes, and 
very quickly become Noble- men, and men of great cltates, by oppreſſing 
and ruinating the poore Natives. 

That there hath been of late great threatenings of ſcnding great Scot- 
tiſh forces, with the Bible in one hand,and Sword in the other, to force our 
Conſcicnces or end our Lives, befides aprivate report of a ſudden furprifall 
and cutting the Catholiques throats, intending which way we know not, 
but it hath been both written and ſpoka by ſeverall Protcftants and Puri- 
tanes, | 

That the Catholiques were not allewed to have any Armzs,or Munition 
(a5 Proteſtants and Puritanes were) but ſtood like dead men not able to de- 
cnd themfclves in ſuch deſperate dangers, 

All which being by them conlidered,they did ſce no way but to attempt 
to ſcizeupon Armes, where they could get them, to ſave their Lives, main» 
taine the King and Queene, their Religion and Countrey, ; 

To theſe, ſome conceiving they might carry a ſpecious ſhew with the 
vulgar, I thought it not amiſle to returne an anſwer in the ſpeedy unmas.. 
king of them, which with the gloſſe upon the confaſed Oath have it ſeemy 


been made more publicke thea they deſerved, and fo 1 leave —_— ar 
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their birth it was not ſafe here to father them. 

The impudencic of the Sheriff: of the County of Loath, with our Alder- 
man Captaine,when they came in upon parleycs, intheir bold aſſertions and 
prelumptuous hopes in matter of Religion, was unfufferable, which I will 
not now run thee fo far out of the way as to relate them, though what they 
faid, we tcoke as from the mouth of the Catholique Camp, whoke Legates 
they were, they ſo tovke upon them, that a contradi&ion of them in argu» 
ing their Religion to be Idclatry, and their cauſe Rebellion, which in ltory 
1 not found ever to have proſpered I ng, procured meno ſmall threatenings 
tf the day ſhould prove theirs, Each Sunday they reckoned to have Matle 
in our Church, as theu (rener als /1mo,S1r Philim 6 Neil (1 have been told oy 
ſuch as have been eye and care- witneſſes) hath often clapt his hands with 
a joyfull a{lgrance to his I ryers, that ſhortly they ſhould ſay him a Maſſe in 
Chriſt Charch in Dublin: But their ambitious thoughts were put to a ltand 
by the way here, 

After this about the end of December was there a great Ice, fo that our 
River of the Boyne was in anight or two fo hard frozen, that it could icar(e 
be broken with Mallets; Horſes and men might lafcly pafſe over, which gi- 
ring ſome advantage to thoſe of the Enemics quarters that lay below the 
Bridge, made ours allo the more vigilant in their watch, and they wan 
ted no information and invitation from hence to take the preſent oportus 
nity. 

Decemlerthelaſt, Boy was taken in the morning very carly upon the 
Tce, after a courſe or two by the ſouldiers comming from the Rebels, and 
being charged with ſaſpition of ſome meſflage,at firſt with execrable oathes 
denycd it : But one threatening to hang hiin, and witha peece of match 
about his necke beginning to hoiſe him, whereby he found he was in ear- 
neſt,he crycd out, that if they world ſpare hrs life he World tell the truth, and fo 
confeſſed, foure Aldermens wives 1:at him out to the Rebels, with an affu- 
rance of their fate walke over the Ice that night, that many Horſes cafnally 
had run upon it and continued a long time without danger, that they had 
given him ſome moncy, and had promiſed him more ; That the anſwer re- 
turned was,that they wondred they had it not from the men, whoſe jadge- 
ment maſt nceds have prevailed more with them ;. That they doubted of 
lome trap laid for them by the Governour unknowne tothe women, and 
prayed to givethem ſome ſurer notice, with a token of ſowe Soape and a 
white d;ſþ to drinkea cup of Alc in. The women were cxamiacd, but had 
good caulc to deny it, Hew diligent our fouldicrs were night and day in 

preventing 
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preventing any ſuch ſurpriſall, by breaking the Tee, my caſily be imagined, 
which they had no ſooner done bur it thawed of its owne accord. 

Lipon New-je-rer day, about foure of the clocke in the morning, foure 
Companies and a treop of Horſe invited themſclres toa viſit of {ome of 
thole quarters North-ward; but the dclay they had ir opening the Port, 
which the late froſt had unexpeAedly hardened, hindered much of ther 
deliane, only Captaine 4ſartin with his Company, who Fate over the wall 
with ropes, killed ſome 1 5, with a Sentinell, whereas if the reſt could have 
followed in time, they had multiplyed them near to as many hundreds,fo 
ſecure were they of our not daring fo much as to approach near them, we 
put them to fit - bs burnt that Village and another and fſoretreated, 

January the 7 Þ, by breake of day,about 300.foot, and foureſcore horſe 
were pleaſed to take the aire out at S-,Fobns Port, killed a 100, forced a 100. 
more to the River, many were drowned (amongſt whom was fonnd caſt 
up by the water (ide 02e Art Roe Mac- Maghen a great Commander with 
them) tooke 50.Armes, Cowes, and other booty, to the valuc of a hundred 
pcund worth, burnt their lodgings, and after a purſuite of a mile or two by 
the horſe, retrea:cd, which they did very ſlowly, of purpoſe to have invt» 
ted another Body of them, not far oft, to a preſent revenge of their fel- 
lowes : But they had ſcene cnough of their bloud for one morning, ſome 
made an overture, but as our men faced abou!, they turned their backs, 
whom a Drake of ours over-reached, to the dropping of fome of them, In 
this skirmiſh, howſoever they wanted not ſhowers of ſhot from the other 
fide of the River alſo, yet there was not a man of onrs hurt,excepting one, 
who (againſt command) continuing pillaging after all the reſt were gone, 
was taken tardy, and received ſome wounds according to his deſert, but c{- 
caped with life. 

Accidentally many were fl1iine among our ſelves inthe ſtreets, and more 
inthe like hazard ſtrangely preſerved. A Corporall gf a troop once upon a 
nights alarum, riding in haſte towards the water (ide,a Sentinell apprehen» 
ding his intent (by his not anſwering what he was) to have niade over the 
River to the Enemy, ſhot him quite through the back, of which he dycd ; 
The next night another received his deaths wound by his next fellow as 
they fate on horſebacke.One(being drtnke) diſcharging kis Musket killed 
2 man and a woman not far from him. A woman inthe twilight carrying a 
paile of water upon her head, aſhot from the wals at randome ftrucke 
through the very bottome, and hurt her not, the bullet being found in the 
Water, divers calually hot a the crowne of the Hat, —_- 
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Collers of their Dublets, and yet had ns other hurt theh ſometimes razing 
of the skin,and the bullet hanging im their cloathes. 

Now victuals began to be very ſcarſe, the: belt fort were confined to one 
mceale a day, the common fſouldicrs food was altogether herrings and was 
ter, and nobread at all with it, This put every one to a narrow ſearch 
through their quarters; what was found was put intoa ſtore-houſe, that 
Corne that was (till in ſtacks, was threſhed out immediately : But yet by 
reaſon of the want of Mills (molt of which were without th: Towne) 
little Corne could be grouad but by Quernes, too flow a proviſion for fo 
many thouſunds of fouldizrs and Inhabitants, The Milch Cowes through- 
out the Towne were intaatly killed, and divided, and as foone gone as g1- 
ven. Coales grew fo fcrrle, that for the Guards, as all the partitions of pales 
in b2ckſides had been plucked up,fo all the Orchards were cut downe with» 
inthe wals as without, whereby the Towne ſzemed very naked, and like 
the poore people comming in to us, ſtript to it's thaine, of it's choie 
ſ:{t O-naments. The want of Hay and Oates cauſ:d the Horſes to droope, 
and to be unfit for ſervice, who in ſtead, were faine to take to l[traw and 
graines, ſickne(ſ: and death began to reigne every where, many famiſhed, 
others with a dyct not uſed to betore, tell into ſuch diſcaſes which brought 
them to the ſame end, 

In the mid{t of this extremity hearing nothing from the State (who in» 
deed now conceived our caſe to be too deſperate to be ſapplyed) our Go- 
verhour thought fit to trim up a ſmall veſſcll, which being loaded with 
ſome ſmall Peeccs, and manned with forty Musketcers, was reſolved to ad- 
venture her through the En<mics ſhot, with alittle Friggot attending her, 
who in the tight ſhould have ſlipped through to D«4/in, When they were 
ready, the Towne ſtill declared their hearts in hiding the Pilots, ſo that af» 
tcr much ſearch none could be found, till at length my Lord Moore was 
faine to threaten 10 ſend halfo a dozen of the Alierm# in them, who 
ſhould be placed ſo,Qhat they (hould be ſure to be ſhot fir, and fo accor- 
dingly apprehended two or three of them, by this ſcare, they who before 
pleaded 1gnorance,in the ſoace of an houre becxme ſuch knowing men, that 
they found out foure or five of the chief, to redeem: them(:lves;for Sailors, 
we were yet comp?*lled to mak= Proclamation, that if ſac!) as were deſired 
camo not at ſuch an houre they ſhould be declared traytors, and their wives 
and children turned out of the Gates, and by this courſe we were pretently 
ſupplyed, notwithſtanding when we had them, little truſt could we repoſc 
in them being Papilts, doubts we HJ of the latety of our little flect alfo, 
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conſidering the ſtrength of the Enemies preparations againſt their com» 
ming at the hartours mouth, where beſides their Land-forces,three Barques 
were manned in expeRation of them,

1't God, whoſe uſuall time is then tohelp when all other help and hope 

faileth, Jan.the 11h, relieved us with the ſafe comming of the Pt- 
nace,a Friggot,a(3abbard, with two Shallops,and another veſſel] loden with 
Bisket,powder & other Ammunition,of both which,an extremity of want 
was drawing on, the ſhowers of Musket ſhot which to little purpoſe was 
powred upon them, from zachſideof the River by the Enemy, and the ct- 
teuall anſwers given by our great Peeces, which made ſuch breaches 
through the bodies of thewrr Companies, as fit Land-markes for thew, was 
worth our glad attention, which was given with great alacrity by the 
whole Towne round about the wals. O the ſhouts of joy that ecchoed 
from all ſides at their fafe arrivall within the Key ! Teares were in molt 
mens eyes for gladnefſe, all with one conſent in the very fireet acknow- 
ledging it tobe Gods handy-worke, and the very fruit of our prayers, only 
many of the Towneſ-men ſeemed to be dejeRed, and at their firſt en- 
trance within the harbour, enCeavourcd to dancke our expeRation, by in- 
timating they might be ſome of the Enemies friznds from Spaine or 
elſewhere, and that the ſhot was but a colour to blinde us till they were 
entred within our bowels. In this blefling the handy-worke of God hoth 
been diſcerned in divers particul-1s, they had ſunke .Barque in the Chan- 
nell, but a great freſh with aftrong Weſt wind had not long before thrown 
her out to Sea, they had two Barques on cach ide, by which they had 
with other Boates as ſupporters, fixed 2n Iron chaine with a Cable, croſle 
the Channel}, but it proved no let to their paſhge over, without ſo much 
es touching it, The Pinnace had put in by the way at Skirries, about twelve 
miles c&, and burnt the Encmics lod2ings, with all their Corne, and what 
was ht tor kooty they carried aboard, Now that which was obſcrved as a 
ſpeciall Providence by the very Papilts, was, thatin one tyd? they (hould 
come from thence quite up to our Key, without ſo much as caſting Anckor 
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at the barr in ſtaying for the next, and being a low-ebb-tyde alſo, the like 
of which is acknowledged not to have been knowne here above once un 
the memory of the eldet Alderman, And it pafſed not without ſome 
notice,that this relief ſhould come upon one of our Church-dayes, when 
no ſooner Sermon was done,and we departed, where we had been begging 
that bleſſing, but evcry one was welcommed home with the nzwes of it, 
The very dclayesof our two little veſſ:1s (though againſt our minds) was 
a bl-fling, who if they had gone out, had run an 1minent hazard by the 
Enz:ny,whole {urprifall muſt have been their great advantage. Thus winde 
and tyde, and all things wrought fur our good, for which as we gave God 
thanks in his owac houſe, ſo outward tokens of joy were not omitted 
that Evening 1n the ſtreets, by bon-hres, vollics of thot, ringing of Bels, 
and thelike. Howfſoever for the prevention of any treachery,in the midlt 
of this joy, the Governour had all the watches twice or thriſz roanded, 
and was carefullin the Evening, leaſt the fruits of ours and the D win ſoul- 
dicrs greetings (who brought money with them) were not that vice of 
drunkenneſſe, But all his watchtulnslz could not prevent that diſtemper 


in many, which had like to have turned the next day into as great a La» 
mentation,

AR now we arc torelate our greateſt preſervation, whercin the ſpe» 
; clall hand of God mult be confeſſed indeed. This night (though never 
betore):oo much ſecurity had poſi:fled us, and notwithſtanding our Govcr- 
nours Yigilancy, moſt of eur ſonldiers were drunke,nay our very watches, 
two parts were in the ſame condition alſo, occafioned by the falſheod of 
the Popiſlh Towneſ-men, who for that cnd privately off:red them Alc of 
free-colt, which poore men haviag been ſo long ſtrangers too,theygeecived 
too liberally ; Nay, the very Frycrsdrew in the Sentinels frm their guards 
to drinke ; while the major part by this were bound faſt in a ſleep, the Re- 
bels by the help and treacherous intimation of their owne within, about 
fourc of the clocke in the Morning made a breach in the wall, and were en- 
ered of their be!t ſouldiers and chicke Com manders five hundred (as in their 
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Letters I have ſeen acknowledged by themſelves) who as they came in 
unheard (it being a mighty bluftring ſtorme) fo centinued an houre undif- 
cryed ( having for their watch-werd, Klan Parrick (ie,) S', Pairickes 
childe) cill having marched as far as the Key, they gave a ſhoute, whether 
in afſurarce of victory, or tegivenoticetothe Towne, from whom (by 
their confeſſions) they cxpeacd ailiftance, it matters not. But this was 
our firſt Alarum, which our voliapt Governour hearing. ivitantly ran cowne 
unarmed, only with his Piſtols in his hand, and was the firſt that cautcd a 
Drum to beat, and finding the watches fothin, was compelled to take the 
wine Guard (which tell our tobe his owne Company) with the gleanings 
cf fume other bic Guards as all his preſent Itrength, cauſed his Enhgne to 
draw downe with them to the Bridge, while tome from other Ports could 
be cot together, where he met them jult entring, and finding their Pikes 
to be ſhort of ours by a y ard, charged home, and forced them to retreat z yet 
they had fo faire proceeded. as toorerturne a Drake that lay there of his car« 
rlage, 

Our Governour by this time having gathered up a competent numberot 
Masketcers, fuccoured him ſcone, where the firſt Company he met with 
(being yer darke) he tooke by their anſwer to be fome of his owne, and fo 
made aftand. But one of the Rebels knowing him by his voice ſhot at 
him, but miſicd him, only hit him that ſtood next to him, through the brim 
of his Hat. 

Upon which diſcovery, ours inſtantly gave fire, which proved ſo ce» 
Ruall that they preſently ran backe, leaving their bodies for ſtumblin 
blocks in our way after them. My Lord Moore himiclte, with 15, Horſe 
(all that could of a ſudden be got ready) came fuit to his aſſiſtance, and 
chaſed them up the Hill to the dropping of many of them, and not long 
after cach Captaine getting what number he could together, every Lane 
was beſet, that they trod them downe with cate, many crying out for 
quarter had it, whom ſome pretending to have been my ſervants gate the 
like favour, others crept into by-curners and backtides, and thus found) 
ſome hunting worke for the ſouldicrs meſt of the day after, fo that there 
was (ine within and without the Towne, and taken prifeners, about 
two hundred, amongft whom one way to be a Prielt by his gilt 
Breviary found in his pocket, and brought to me by his ſtripper. And (if 
we may give credence to a Letter which I have tcen of their owne (who 
uſually in theſe relations, ſhoot rather (hort then over) ſome of the beſt of 
their Captaines were (laine,hurt,and lamed. A dreadtull fight,me thoughe 
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it {zemed to ſee the bodies of ſo many dead men lying naked up and downe 
the (treets, but more horrid to thinke whither their ſoules were poſt 
even to a ſecond death alſo, and yet it could not be beheld without 
thanks to God, who had returned their Deligne for us n1pon themſclves, 
In whom we might view the draught of our owne condition if the day 
had bin theirs. For the breach in the wall it was in ſuch an-obſcure place 


(inan Orchard between Saint James his Gate and the water) that it could 
not be found out till the purſued dircRed us to it by their tight thither, 
through which about two hundred fled, who (if knowne in time) had 
bin prevented : Such miſtakes were thzre in this darke confuſion, that a 
Captaine meeting ſome twenty of them tooke them for his owne, encou- 
raged them, and was leading them very conhdently up to the Mill-mount, 
til] caſually by laying his hand upon one or two of them, and finding them 
wet,and diſcerning a troule, apprehended his ecrour, and made his way by 
his ſword through ſeme of them, and ſo gate backe againe ; yet they pro- 
ceeded fo farre as to knocke downe the two Centinels in their way, and 
were come jalt up tothe Mownt-Bridge before they were diſpatched, one 
of whom was killed upon the very Mount it ſclte. The Captaine who had 
then the command of the Mourit miſtocke one of our Companics for the 
Rebels, who (vy their making haſte up to the Hill, being breathleſ(: and 
ſpcechleſſe, in not anſwering what they were) was jult giving fire to a 
peece of Ordnance upon them, had not one man being beſt winded, by a 
timely anſwer ſaved thereſt. 

Without the Towne were many thouſands at ſ:verall corners ſtill con- 
fidently expeRing the opening of a Port, by their owne party within, 
wheſtayed in ſight an houre or two after day-lizht «: Which errour of 
theirs when ours apprehended, they thought good to nouriſh, and having 
taken a Baggepiper of theirs, cauſed him upon one of the Gates to daunce 
and play very merrily, and call tothem to make haſte in, that the Towne 
was theirs ; Ihe like was confirmed at other Gates by holding up their 
Caps, and uſing all other ſignes of triumph, 

by this it wasa mirth to ſee Companies of ſtragling fellowes leaping 
ditches for the therter way, and running out of breath for haſte to the 
Gates, like birds tothe ſnarc,or fiſhes to the net, who ſhould be firſt raken, 
and fo were brought in by dozens in aſtring, till our priſons were glutted 
with them. Burt at length, fecing all going, and nene returning, they 
jad2e it but tobe but like beaſts to the Lyons dennes, and ſo that ſport was 
ended, and yet foſtrong were they of that belicfe that they Rill kept their 
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ſtandings, till a Peece or two from the Mill-Mount, ſhewed them their 
miltakes, by ſweeping away abuut thirty of them, and fo by 
t':at diſcourtcous uſage, the reſt of them tooke their leaves of us very 
bovmly, many were thine at the ſeverall Ports by the Musket-ſhot 

; the wals, divers found out by the fouldiers within, where 
thy had been by their good brethren harboured , ſome were men 
of go0d quality by their clothes, who when they were [tripped , 
were t-1md douvic fuitcd, a faire $kxarlct difzuiſ:d by a frize, kees 
pin? it(1 beleeve) ciean for the more gloricus trwmphing ſhow after we 
hat vin all cut oft, bas bleſſed be God who made ms not 4 prey wnto their 


I his deliverance was acknowledged by the worlt of men to be Gods 
{eciall handy-worke, in their heartleſſe delayes at their entrance, the 
contalion in their proccedings, the mfatuating of their Councels, for 
had they but either cut oft the Guard at the Port near which they were 
entred, who were moſt allcep, and ſo opened the Gate to thouſands of 
their owne Party there attending, or made up to the Mill-Mount,where 
foure or tive Feeces Were commanding the wliole Towne (and where 
a « ,unner was not to be found) or marched but to the Bridge, and with 
the two Drakes there cntred into the Body of the Towne, and ſo cut 
of themaine Guard, we had bin undone, and ſlaine in our beds, and in- 
deod true and rs! hteows had bin Goas Jnagement for that dcluge of drun- 
kenneſſ,, wherein moſt were drowned. But he ſhewed himfelfe rather 
to delight in mercy in ſparing us, It was not unobſerved neither, 
that their ſhout of victory being our firſt Alarum, (ſhould be our only 
preſervation, and that in this great hazard of us all, and Naughter of fo 
nany of them, there ſhould be in fight, but three of our men faine mn 
the place, was moſt wonderfull in our eyes, indeed ſome few walking 
in the {treets unarmed, and ignorant of their entrance, were butche- 
red Ly them (as a foctman, a horſeman, and a Sentinel] or two) for 
the preventing their diſcovery, as others, by ſome other accidents af- 
terwards, but 1a fight no conliderable number, 

One of our ſouldiers that had run away, being taken now and han- 
ged,conf:f{:d upon the Gibbet, that a Fryer had laid the plot.and others 
of that Fraternity had a hand in the proſecution, as accordingly about 
th: time of the ſhout there was ſeen halte a dozen Muskets ſhot out of 
ons Fryery, at ſuch as paſſed on the other (ide upon the Key. Upon 
this, inquiſtion was made unto _ of their Cloyiters, where — 
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Match and Armes were found little becomming any of thoſz Orderg, 

except the Loyalliſts, whoſe Father hal Din 1Jce1 a lame ſmldicr. Un» 

der this pretence of ſcarchin2 fr Reb:1s, ſome pillage was commit» 

ted in the Towne againt the will of the Governour, who afterwards 

by P:oclumatioo had reitored to the owners what could be gotten, 

and on Pan? ot death that Mmizlem tanor reltrained , thouzh many 

of th:ir Ations ia this bulinefſe , had deſerved a greater forfet 

ture. 

This errour overpaſt without any dammage, as it deſerved of usa 
ſ;ccrll day of thanksgiving toGod ( «hich accordingly was obſzrved) 
ſo 1: doubled the vigulancy of our watchever ater, 

T be former continu:ll duty of the fouldiers was very great, each 
Comnny with their Captaine and Officers, by an equall diviſion 
w atch:4 every other night, braAydics rwo Captaines of the watch in 
this turn*s fr each ſide the Bridge. Now to this was added the 
alliitance of forty Ho-{-, who by ſ:rerall diviſions walked the Rounds 
all might, fo that a Sentinell by their often viſiting had fcarſe time to 
winke. My Lord CAMoore, and the Governour, in their owne per» 
ſons, cach might walked the Rounds alſo, as furperviſors of the whole, 
The wals were narrowly reviewed within, as without, and ſome ſuf 
p<R-d places ttrengthened ; the Pioners imployed 1n ſlitting the wall» 
dike, and clearing the Orcharis without, of ſuch Trees that yet fhel- 
tered the Enemy trom the (hot ; the top of the Mill-Mount round be» 
ſet with Barrcls fill:d with carth, and fo every one being enconraged 
with the little rehcte by the Pintuace, and the great deliverance from 
the Invahon, looked the more narrowly to their charge tor the preven» 
tion cf the 1:ke againe, 

A faire winde within two daves inviting the Pinace, with her t- 
tendance to a returne, gave the Fncmy many a faire warning pecce on 
ea.h fide as ſhe paſſ-4, but fzw from cither replyed, only n> :nalircle 
Fiihzr Boat of our owne, ſtaying inthe r-arc, fome ſhot were beſtow- 
ed, through the Furres, bur hurt Fer not : But at length, by the un- 
$kiltalneſſs, or the drunkemn:(ſ: « f the Steert-man, ran aground, and 
being lett dry was taken by the R-bzls, and in her about thirty pound of 
Po +der, two Slings, and one Harq i-bu'h, and fourteen Priſoners, 
whom the next day they f:nt us upon the like exchange of therr owne, 
The Pinace was for want of water, and forme inconſideratio \, runae 
aground al{>, The Revels upon this advantage played thicke upon 
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her from both ſides the River,-to their great expence of Powder, and 
co as little purpoſe, till at length at an Etbe, as ſhe lay dry, a hundred 
of them under the ſhelter cf {me Carr loades of Furres, deſperately 
approached her, and no: withltanding the lofſe of ſome of thera ran way 
der her very Stearne, and there with their Pick-axes and Crowes © 
Iron, began to buldge ber, who being thus got now ,not only out of the 
f-are of the Cannon, but of any hurt by Musket or Pike, was our grees 
ec{t hazard. Captaine Stwrfield (who hath much dcſerved of us wn twice 
adventuring to relicve us) preſent:y threw ſome Granado's among 
them, which killed many of them, they abid fix, but at the teventh 
with one conſent they all ran away, whom rhe Musket and Cannon 
proſecuted, and cauſed many to lole their breath up the Hill, an+ after 
that never dared te adventure the like againe : The number cf rheir 
ſlaine is uncertaine, but by the mighty {treame of bloud it was co: je- 
Aured to be at the leaſt threeſcore ; for the Pinace ſome few w:re 
hurt , but none killed, except a Lieutenant accidentally ſhot in the 
Head by one of their lat, as they vvcre ready to vveigh Amv 
kor. 

Whileft we ſaw her in this danger, the apprehenſion of our owne 
loſe in her, was cauſe ſufficient to move us publickely, as privately, to 
pray for her reſtoring, and it was anſwered : for that might, by the help 
of a freſh, and lightening her Ballace, with the change of a fit winds, 
the got off, and lanced into the Poole, where reſting her ſclfe two 
dayes, the third, with a fairc vvinde rode out in triumph, and bad us far- 
yell, 

The Shallops and the reſt moſt fallly left the Pinace in her diſtreſſe, 
and mounted over the Barr to Dublin, or clf{c the foure Barques ly vg 
by her, had cither bin reduced vr fired, only a Frigget ict: vwith us, 
carrying foure peeccs of Ordnance, and going to aſliſt, as farre as the 
barre mouth ſtucke to'her,but had the misfortune of running aground 
on the other ſide alſo, vyhere the Rebels in the darke made a breſt-1 vork, 
and with tvyo flings taken from the other, played on her all the night,bur 
paycd dearly for their preſuinption, inthe loſſe of many o? their lives, 
And it vvas here obſerved,that thoſc of ours vvho covvardly dares no! be 
ſeen above hatches, and vvould not fight, vvere only vvounded (the 
Decke being not Mus ket provfc aiid thoſe vyho appeared and cOuragts 
ouſly diſcharged, vvere por hurt at all, but came uf untouched. But not 
long after ſhe vvas freed allo of o_ danger, and cams fate un you 
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And it vvas obſervel as a rare thinz, thit in the ſans Tydz there 
was one vvinde to bring the Frig7ot hither, and within ons houre 
or two after, another vvinde a$ n:ceflhiry for the Pinaces reitoring, 
Thus winde an1 vvaves, and all accidents turn:4 to vur good, and 
ruine of the Rebcls. 

After this waſte of Powler, with much loſſ: of th:ir owne bloug, 
we were quiet a Weeke after, without ſo much as one (hot to dis 
ſturbs us, onely they fired many Townes upon my Lord CAores 
Lands, ſtill perſwaling him as b:fore, that their making his cltate 
thus a burnt cf-ring , proceeded from their religious , zcalous atte« 
Aion to him, 

After theſe diſaſters, many Drum- Parlies had we daily from them; 
The firſt Dram ( or rather Agent with a Drum at his backe) was 
{-nt for little c}{z but to raile and curls, by which impaticncy we 
felt their ditempered pulle, and diſcerned whece it pinched them, 
fome Letters we-reccived, vvere fo tranſcendent, that they ſoared 
beyond all tznce ; ſome fo vaporous, that thzy vaniſhed iato meere 
non-ſeace, two of which I hare bin d:ſired to blot a little paper 
with , ons from Sir Phi/im © Neile, and the other from Colonel 
Plunkett (as he tiled himſclfe) by which, being the top of their 


braines, thou mayelt the caſier conjeFure what might be expeRed 
from their underlings-

7 Lord Moore, and Sir Henry Tichburne , wpon the word of 
your Drum-major, 1 delivered fourteene priſoners yeſterday, for 
Which we expetted this CAlorning at tm of the clocke as many of 0u71, 
Thi Buller Was taken out of the body of a certaine Gentleman on on 
fide, and aſter giving quarter to theſe priſoners which we ſent of your!, 
we found many of the like faſmion about them ;, for the firſt time I wa 
contented to Winke thereat, grving them a favour mm paring their lroes, till 
firſt I bad arquainted you of your ſouldiers proceedings, heping thereby that 
their ancivill beginning! may be by your dne carefulneſſe hereafter amen- 
ded, For the better ſort of our ſide, we deſire nothing more then a ſouldier« 
like, and honourable kind of way, If by your anſ\Wver; herein we finds 
you intend the comrary, then ſhall is be the mtrermoſd of my endeavonrt, 
and with all expedxtion to publiſh unto the world, that neither will we groe 
tar , or *, Let this my Letter remaine as a teſtimony 
of our noble Proceedings, bring written by the hands of an Engliſh-nan.

to be but fubſcon ent to his, For the Paſſe, what tile could bz more

After the Pinace had taken her leave of them, ſome of their 
owne Barquts followed her to Sea alſo, by fom 0 rumoured to be 
fraught with their flyinz Commanders, others to be diſpatched tor 
France, or for Dmnkir he for 2 {op} ly of Armes us. Powder, their 
ſtore of cach having bcen lately much woſted (as I have ſeen ſome 
of their Letters intimating to that purpoſe,) Their former bluſtring 
ltrange Letters were abated of a ſadden, they fcll into calme, and 
milde expreſſions, my ſelfe wanted not ſome reſpective remem- 
brance from the chicfe of the R-tves, whom miced I had knowne 
with little ſaſpition of the poſlivilitic of any ſuch enterpriſe, one, 
whom the Engliſh had ſhewne ſo much love too, aswhen he was 
proſecuted for his Litz, at the Kings Bench ty great ones. A Jury 
of the En2lih Proteſtant Gentlemen , aff:Qionatcly cleered him, 
with, the iflae of the hazard of their owne eſtates, who for that 
verdict were queltioned in the Starre-chamoe r afterwards ; yet ſome 
of thei: men hath he uſcd mo ſt barbarouſly, an4 kept them under 
a mercileſls bondage , upon their owns Lat nds, £11! lately by an Cxs- 
change of ſome of their priſoners here, we received, 


When they had -»f marc priſoners of ours ncar hand , they cf;- 
red ly two or three Prummes to ranſome theirs. Our Governours

lodgings, that what meate they would ſend them, ſhould be 


ducly yu them, and indecd they wanted not by the cha- 


rity of the popith Merchants wives, who ſent them Cad- 
dowes, Night-Caps, Meale, and Cloathes, fach as they 
were never Maſters of before, ſo that if the Commanders 
could ſpare them, the men we found indifferent, whether 
they were releaſed, or no, And yet for any of our prifoncrs 
returned at any time from the Rebels naked and ſtarved, not 
a cram of Charity could be wrung from therm, were it to 
the preſent ſaving of their lives : Charity which in it felfc is 
ever commendable, yet with this diſtinAtion is muſtaken, and 
loſeth it's reputation , evidently declaring the hearts of the 


Lonetrs, 


Often were we threatened with Alarams, men ſeeming 
te gather out towards Evening , as if there had beene tome 
reality in it : Houſes near the Towne upon Hils were fired, 
which were their uſuall Signals for an union of furces on 
both lidzs ; but they proved but bravadoes, their enly retuge 
we fcund now, was ſtarving us : As ſometimes they would 
approach ſo near us as to aske our Centinels if they had yet 
eaten their Cabbage-ſtalkes, or wanted Horſe-fleſh. Multi- 
tudes indeed dycd of the famine, many of the fouldiers who 
had been men of good cltates, by the falt dyct never uſed 
to bcfore, fell into thoſe difcaſes which made them unfit 
for ſervice, ſo that every Company grew very defeRive in 
their number, a continuall watching in thoſe cold Winter 
Nights ( the Centinels Randing without any ſhelter) many 
without ſhooes or ſtockings ( which by the Merchants ht 
ding their Leather and Cloath, could not be fupplycd ) des 
ſtirute of neceſſiry firing upon their Guards, in reaſon muſt 
needs produce ſome ill ef:&s with ſuch as had been other- 
wiſe bread z but by degrces the poore men learned con- 
tentedneſſe, patiently waiting upon him , who when wee 


were brought to an extremity , failed us not ; yet let it be 
H ever 
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ever remembre#, to the honour of the Lon © Core, 
and GovERNOVR, and the Captaines of the Horſe and 
loot, to kerp fo naked a Towne fo long, againſt ſich a 
multitude , in that want both of Men, Meate, Money, 
Cloathes, and firing ; yet duely keepurz their watches eve- 
ry Night, wet or trot, behdes the conumnll Alarums, and 
often Sallies, whereby they had ſcar(2 any time toreſt. 


Within a Fortnight, what quantity of Bisket and Mzale, 
we received by the Pinace, was by fo many mouthey ca- 
fily ſpent; Yamine and Fluxcs, with other dii:aſecs, returned 
againe to their former dominion over 'us ; death began to 
looke more terrible within the wals then without ; the Bels 
reſted nct from paſſing toales, the ſtreets frequented' dayly 
and hourely with dolcfull beatzs of Deummes, and fad Fus 
nerall Marches ; the Church-yard continually ringing with 
Vollics of ſhot at their Burials ; multitudes of the Engh'v 
Inhabitants (to my no {mall griefe) waſted away alſo, fo 
that what by thoſe that Icfe the Towne at firſt , and thoſe 


that now Ictt the world, by this, my owne Congregation was 
reduced to a {mall number. 


The Towne was put to a narrow Seruteny, Scllers were 
ſearched with fpits, as well as lofts, in each of which, much 
proviſion wat found againt the oathes of the owners, In 
the Fryerics, againſt their vow of poverty, were found 
Trunkes of Plate and Money , with other Treafare, which 
howſoever they owned them not ; yet being the goods of 


Rebels, it was their little praiſe to be the recepractes of 


them, 

I his worke was mide ſome. mens daily imployment , and 
tor 2 wh:le paſſ:d tew dayes without reaping forms truit, and 
yet all that could be gotten, was no 153oner eomlly diſtri» 
vated, but by 1o may Cravers was preſently diſpxches,

In this extrefnity ſome mutinies were broached 2 

the ſouldiers, but wiſcly ſtopped againe : The very Engliſh 
2s well as the Iriſh for want fled to the enemy, Now 
f-ares were daily rumeured by the Rebels party within, 
ſome bravadors mate by the Enemy 1n ſome ſhowers ot 
their firenvth in the day time without, threatning the ha- 
1rd of 4 theuſand men, but they wonld make a breach in 
our wals, ſome where or other, which was confirmed by 
the report of ſome Peeces of Battery, Sir Philim O Neile 
had tcot for from the North to that end, every Night they 
burnt ſome Towne or other of Corne near us, and vvere 
now in a dayly expectation of fome conditions to be offe- 
red by us for a furrender , which as we were informed, by 
ſome that came from them, they had famed already by ſome 
lying counterfeite Letters, pretended to be wrot as from my 
Lord Aoore, and the Governour, to animate their ſouldicrs 
inthe afſurance of it,

Our expe&ation of relicte by Sea (till failed ns, fs that 
we were compelled to man out a little Friggot our ſelves 
to Dnblm, with tome Commillioners to relate our miſc- 
ry, which we feared they were not ſenſible of, and after 
much inconſtancy of windes in driving her often in and 
out , at length, February the 7**, (he went to Sca, paſſing 
the Barr without any prejudice by the Enemies, only they 
honoured us fo farre as to beſtow two Pceces of Ordnancs 
upon her for a farwell, but touched her not, and yet in 
two ſevcrall places they were planted fo near the chars 
ncll (as we now finde their works) that one would thinke 


it were a wondcrerver to mille, 


The fame day we made a fally out in the face of the Re- 
bels North- ward, burnt two or three of their lodgings, and 
fetched in forrage and other proviſion for a ſutficient baite 
of three or toure dayes, the envy of which cauſed thoſe 


near hand to gather into a body of foure or five hundred, 
H 2 which 
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which were ſoone affronted by a3 many of ours readily 
drawinz oat, or rather running , fo glad were our ſouldiers 
of the treth aire, and the ſight of ſuch whom they had on- 
ly heard of before 1n their darke Alarams, fſcou's on each 
ide diſcharged, and ſome ambuſcadoes which lay in dirch- 
es zave fre, and thus a skirmi h paifl:d in our (ighe from 
tho wals, but for the body of th:ia, no provocation could 
draw th:m to a furth:r meeting us, then their uſuall Rand 
at a long ditch calt up breaſt high for that purpoſe ; The 
ifſie was, foine of theirs were ſlaine, but of ours not one, 
on:ly by the breaking of a little Braſſz-peccs, a Gunner 
was hart, which yet gave them ſuch a ruzged ſalute, that 
very abruptly they tooks leave of us ; and fo drawing to» 
wards Night, with ſhoots on both fides we parted. 


That Nizht qur Governour thought fit to make a darke 
inquiry of their. (trift Diſcipline 0:1 the other ſide the Ri- 
yer, twenty Musketecrs ſtumbled upon their Court of 
Guard, and kille4 ſome of. them, with their Centincls, the 
reſt fied, the number was uncertune_; but by the cryes of 
ſuch as eſcaped, whom they heard lamenting the Mlaine, 
it appeared to be fome competent number, which ours 
taking their words for, vvithoaut further ſearch retyr» 
ncd, | 


This good ſacceſſ: encouraged ns to my others , Fe- 
bruary th: 11'5, ia the afternoons, upon ſome notice gi- 
ven us by our ſcoutes of that fide being cleare, and good 
Corne ſtill ſtanding in ſtackes , there ifſzed out forty Mus- 
zeteers, under the command of Licatenant Greenchaw, and 
twenty Horſe unier th: comman4 of Corner Conſtable to 
gurrd the reſt appointed for bringing it in, unexpectedly 
there apprared fore hunir:d of the En*my which were 
newly came ou: of ths North, not above an houre before, 
ani 2y>roachzJ without dou"t of making a prey of ſuch a 
haa\tall, oacs jatantly drew vp boldly , and were v_ 
halfe 
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halfe Musket-ſhot before they gare fire, as if out of cour- 
telie thcy would give them the onſer, but finding them 
ſtill dumbe , charged them , which fo tooke with them, 
thas they inſtantly ſhogged, and with the comming in of 
the Horſe were routed threeſcore, with a Lieutenant, 
and an Enſigne were killed, nine taken prifoners , with 
another Entigne, and feverall Serj:ants, two Colours 
brought home in triumph alſo, the one taken by Corzert 
Conſtable, the other by Licutencnt Greymes, 


With the Priſoners were found abundance of chained. 
Bullets, Slugges, Hookes , and other chained ſmall ſhot, 
of purpoſe to make every wound incurable 3 one who 
tooke himſclfe to be a great Gentleman amongſt them, 
having quarter given him, dyed upon his examination af- 
ter he vvas come hither, who upon his ſtripping, was 
found begirt vvith a Saint Frarcy Girdle, by which Be- 
nediction of the Acers, the Fryers aff:Fions were cvi- 
dently diſcovered to be the cauſe, what vortue it might 
have for the ſaving of his ſoule, I vvot not ; but for the 
body it had fo little, that it ceuld not preſerve it ſclfe, 
for hee was ſhot juſt through it , the three devoted 
Knots becing dyed from gray to red with his 
bleud, 


The next day they allied out further with the like 
ſucceſſe, in getting, ſome graine, burning tyyvo of their 
Tovvnes, and taking ſome Priſoners. The poore ſoul» 
dicers feaſted themſelves with their Milke and Becre 
( which for haſte in ſome places they had abandoned } 
loaded their backs vvith ſome more laſting proviſions and 
clad them vvith ſuch Cloathes, as had bin taken from theis 
tc)loxvcs at Mellifone,

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By theſe Sallies hoviſoever the Horſe vrere vvell re. 
frelhed for a ſeaſon ; yer the Foot fell novy into a far. 
ther extremity, the Tovvnz being fitted , and that pillage 
vwich cold be gotten ( yvithout too moch hazard) bes 
ing viallcd, Hort, Dogegs ani Cats bcgan to be 
good mcit amonrit them + viinch beiovg faddenly made 
kaovyne to me, vic appointed the veiy next day. ( though 
Sunday ) to be kept in,a more folemne manner then or- 
dinary, to beg our bread of God foine vvay or other, to 
proclatne a lait, vvas but to enjoyne that vvhich ne- 
ccllity had inforced , and properly for a religious one, 
it ſhould be a voluntary at : Falts are called Sabbaths, 
but vvith us novy every Sabbath vvas becom?2 a tHaſt, to 
that that diltin&ion according to the ancient Canons could 
not binde us ; bur Rtill {ze the accepting of our very in» 
tentions, that very Sunday , February the 14 *, was there 
a booty offered to us of above fourclcore Covves, and 
tvvo hundred Sheep, which ſ-me Horſe and Toot in- 
ſtantly iſſuing out, returned with the ſpoyle of, by that 
time vve vvere going to Church, vyhereby my ſubje& 
vvas turned to thanksziving, That as David, we might 
acknovviedge , 1 aid but fay 1 would confe (je , and thok 
forgaveſt, &&c, T hou preventedft me with thy loving kind- 
neſle, &c, And ſtill this vvas vvith the loſſes of feme of 
our Enemics, but of ours (netvvithitanding the ſhot as 
thicke as Haile from the other fide of the River) not one 
man ſo much as hurt, a Horſe yvas onely ſhot through 
the care, The popilh Tovvneſ-men could not diſſm- 
ble their ſadneſſe at the ſight of this relicfe ; but it ap- 

ed in their faces, and ſpeeches, and caſually a Horſe 
at the Gate (lipping out of his Riders hand, and run- 
ning through .the Tovvne, ſome of them could net but 
exprefle their joy 1n hope one Hurſeman had beene 
flaine, 


Another 
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Another Sally vyas made tvro dayes sfter, on the © 
ther ſide, vvith a Eundred Foot, and a troop cf Hoiſe, 
to ſecure the bringing 1n of ſome Corne, a mile and a 
halfe «ft ; tut by ſome ſecret notice given to the Re- 
bels by thuſe ef their ovvne party within, fifteene 
hundred from divers parts fuddeply beſet them, our 
men ran not avyay ; but having called backe their For- 
ragers, made a faire orderly retreate through them to 
the killing of nive of the Rebels (as hath been ſince: 
confeſſed by themſclves) and of ours none fo much as 
hurt, onely ſome ftraglers of poore unarmed men and 
women, vvho ( agmnlt command) to get ſome Corne ) 
ſtayed too long behinde, they barbarouſly and baſely 
butchered, vvithout giving them any quarter, te the 
number of tvyventy or thirty , whica wzs revenged nos 
long afterwards, 


1 Ovy Sir Philim O Nee being returned out cf the 
North, came very ſhort of thoſe. braggs he made 
'vhen he vvent, vihich vvcre nothing but of great Pcc- 
ces of Battery, and ſo many thouſinds of men wh ch 
ſhould be able tv cat us up inſtantly ; bur 1a fear <f 
that ſtately march, he inviſbly ſtole hither, lying at 
Zeanty, a mile and a halfe from us, three or foure dayes 
unknovwne, and brought but forty Horſe vwith hm, 
and halfe of thoſe unarmed, by vvhich vve fuſp<ced 
the Scotch had not uſcd him very kindcly in thefe 
parts ; yet as foone as he yvas diſcorered, he f-nt a 
mcſhge to my Lord MooRE, That he had taken all 
the Townes in the North but t\vo , Which Were a/ſo at. hi 


pleaſure, That the whole Kingdome was ws the litg cate,

and ſtill Wendred DnoOGHE DA Pould be fo fingular 
4s to thinks to hold out, avid to bee delivered ont of bu * 
hand (ſee a little RABSHECAH) yet againe pro- 
teſting his Love to him, and renevving that offer of 
their former honoms, vvith aſſurance of being payed 
to a penny all his dammages : But if not, gave him 
warning before fuch a day to prepare himſclfe for 
his laſt ; for he vvould then take the Towne what- 
ſocver it colt him, and that his Lordihip muſt looke 
for no quarter from him. 


But hovvſacver , vvee yyere ready againſt his day 
pretixed , yet that feared us not ſo much as the cx- 
tremitie of Famine, vvhich preſſed, and grew eve- 
ry day upon us, more and more : Infomuch, that 
novy nothing but deſperate courſes could 1 heare 
thought of, and rcfolved upon by ſuch as uſed to 
be molt hearty, in the feare of the loſſe of all ; at bſt, 
if they vvere not relieved by ſuch a day, and that very 
neare at hand, vvhich though the onely poſſible 
meanes mult be by Sea from Dvs11mn; yet 
the continuance of ſugh a centrary winde daſhed our 
hopes that way alſo.

This #tmoſt extremity ſeernes to me, to be Gods onely time , when mot 
probably he worfld be ſcene , even when all ſenſe failed, and, me- 
thought, beſpoke a preſent extraordinary ſpendinga day in his houſe 
of Prayer, (which we knew nor but might be our laſt) as a ſpeciall tri» 
all of the fruit of thoſe exerciſes, (as ſometimes the Lord of Hoaſis hath 
bidden his to prove him, in ſome caſes of want, if be did poryre thens out @ 
bleſſing, Mal. 3. 20. and aan evidence to our very Enemies (who had 
made the cauſe Religim) that we were his Church, and choſen by his 
ſpeciall providence in relieving us, and ſo by a common conſent, though 
a privatewarning the next day, being Friday, and the eighteenth of 
February was it thus ſet apart, for the begging vw bread of God , which 
accordingly, for the ſubje&, I rooke the fowrrb Petition of the Lords 
Prayer, This day we continued in the houſe of God from morning to 
evening, which was bleſt with much affcfion and many teares , we = 
ged pardon of our former abuſe of bjs benefits, renued our vowes of 
Chedienceke,rherein , howſoever ſome confident paſſages of aſſurance 
of having preſently an anſwer of our delires , might well ſeeme to be 
without warrant, yet ſee the event , that evening the wind inclined, 
and the very nextmorning, from the worlt of winds, a North-Weſt, it 
inſtant]y turned to the belt, a Sowrh-Eft, and with ſuch weather as we 
could have wiſhed, and fo continued. Nay, it went not unobſerved by 
the very Papiſts, as a wonder, that that very evening there were a world 
of Roadkes, and other Fiſh taken with os! toy by the Souldiers, never 
knowne to be found there in the River bfore which they drew up for 
many houres as faſt as they conld caſt in, The continuance of 
gave a preſent reliefe to moſt, and if a Sparrow fall notrothe carrh with 
out a providence , why ſhould not we judge it afperiall pr 
when it is for fupplying the wants of his children thas. cry unto bim who 
IG ?

at S atwerday in the evening, having ſome notice © a

of our rdlefe, we met on the Sunday morning earlier then we 
triving to have doneby the Tide) and in the continuance of theſame 


former ſubje&, and Petition , bleſſed with che ſame affeftions, praying 
that it might now paſſe through the envic and oppoſition of all our 
Enemies. Now it i fell out, that as I was upon the very conclutzon 
of the Sermon, a Mefſenger came into the Church with that joyful! v4- 
dings, that fome of the Velſels were come within the Bar , which an- 
'werof curpeayereregthing pon Gedoanue day, in his ene bouſe, and 
in

in the cotinuance of his oxne ordin.cnce , we took as from God hige * 
* falſe, and ſfoconcludingwith all poſſible thankes and praiſe to him, 
from whom every good gift deſcendetl, we went out and ſaw the ſalvation 
of God. When two Pinaces, ſixe G2lbcrd:, th ec Friggets, with 2 Shallep, 
came all ſafely ro us, & all but the ewo Pinaces that very T yde came up 
withinour Key, laden with a plentitull reliefe for two or three months 
ravigon ; to which ſomewhat was added by the way too, in the ta» 
xingot a large Fiſberb»ate of the Rebels, loaden with Herrings, going 
to lome of their contederates cliewhere. ; 
By a contrary wind they were cor pelled to put in by the way at 
Skervies,where not affecting idleneſſe,they landed ſome forces, and burne 
ſome townes, and left foure Rebels hanging tor land-markes , in re- 
venge of one Engliſh man, whom malitiouſly they had hanged in di- 
ſpight of them, the day before. In this relieving us , there was ſome- 
what the very Papiits tooke notice of, as a ſpeciall providence, (viz.) 
Their comming the ſecond time from the Skerries hither at once,with- 
out caſting Anchoratthe Barre; nay, notwithſtanding a F was 
compelled to itay awhile in the reare, tor the taking in a Captaine and 
ſome ofhicers oue of one of the Pinaces, yet inſtantly oy Anchor, 
and came up that very Tyde alſo : which though it were 0 farre pom 
that a good way ſhe was compelled to came againtt ic, yet _— fely. 
Againe, as in the former relieſe, Jn. 11, a Barque which. they had 
ſunke in the Channell, was driven out to _—_ the wind, and tyde, 
to operitheir paſſage ; ſo now having ſtrongly chained together a great 
many Ship-maſts, wich other timber, (which now we ſee calt upon the 
houre } bound with a great Cable, and ſepportcd by ſevenor cight 
great Boaty croffe the Channell, the very day betore the approach of 
eur relictc, of it (cife burit afunder ; {5 chat though a Sballop was 
ſent in thefront with Inſtruments to cut it, yet they found the worke 
done for thetn, and ſo was mo rubbe at all. And laiily, that the wind 
(hould then turne jult to fit the Spring-tyde, without which it could 
have done us bus little ſervice, and to be at that jnitant, when the very 
hit of our ſtore was jult ſpent: we muſt acknowledge it-to be the Lords 
doing indeed, The conlideration of which topped the mornbes of all 
our adverſaries with admiration (taggerec many i their Religions and 
hath beene a meanes 40 incline aboundance of this) to us, who bave 
even ſtollen into Gur Communion wit! out our knowfedge, till» we bave 
found them there, as plaindy and cvidentiyſecing Gods ——_— 
. t i 
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White our liccle Fleet was-thas ander Gale; inthe Channel! the Re- 
bels ſpared not their (hot on both fxtes,which was returned them wick 
intereſt; ſome of ours were hurt, one: man killed, but of the Rebels 
not afew. In one of the Gabbards a bagge of Puwder, by the accident 
of a Match, tooke fire as (hee was acare the Key, but did no other hug 
then ſcorch the faces of halfea dozen of them, who: were: fopne- well 


againe; with theſe, belides our proviſion, | we had a; ſupply of foure 
Companies more, which , with ſome ether independant” foote/here 
before, made up a fall Regiment for my Lord are, and fo: we were 
now reſtored againe (havin@ by the famine beene-mach lelſened} ty 


imctcene hundred fooec, and one hundretl and fifty horſes andby this 
refreſhment we were with ſomecontidenee the more 'able to looke a» 
bout us. | 

And yet muſt notforget our great and early deliverance that Sum- 
day morning al(s, LEES Wis 

Sir Phi', O'Neile marching filently with alf bis-ftrength hee couldl 
make, madeſarbold an attempt, that about foure of the clocke he ap- 
plyed his ſealing Ladders to rhe Wals,and in fpeciall at one place ncert 
Saint L) 2wrence gate at a low private corner (where fomerimes a' Senti- 
nel! had detne omitred) they! brought abanidance-of chem 5 1awo of 
Thich they had preſently fixed, and on cactr onemdumed; tho Senci- 
nell there mi ſing tire, they preſumed highergill howis faineto knock 
them downe with the butt-end of his Muſquert 5 and ery 'oatto the 
Guard, who inanrly ſo plyed the reſt, with their fill of hor, thar 
they left thirt-eneof their ,and bf rhar bodies behinde 


them. Their Commanders urged theni,bit tb car the Seritinels thrage, 
and the Towne was theirs ; but they would not be to Tocke 
that way again,nay the rzmembrance of ch:ir former repulics did fo dj- 
fhearten thoſe in the very rear,that their Capt. were«lue to drive them 
o7 like Sheepe, fand to delude them with the affarance rhat thate in che 
Front had taken the Town already and che gate The like 6n-ſer 
was gfyen or ate-mpred at other Porcs alſos, ſcconded with many thor 
from the other fide the River; All onr Regiment of horſe and foot were 

adg Jn 4 rrice, and: fone fo quickned that they were ſcene upon the 
Walswho hid nacbeen out of their beds a fortnightbefore;ſs zealous 
was every ore to keepe the Towne one daylonger : The number of 
their ſlajns was tmiknawne by their continuall dragging the dead bo- 
dies awy But by an Engliſh __ relation (who was "IS

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Phelemy, who in his making haſte to us, ſturabled over two or thitve of 
them lying togetherina ditch.) may be Ns a there were ſonje 
confiderable fore, but of ours none had the leaſt hurt ; fo that forthe 
bleſſings of that one day, we may praiſe God with the Zſalmiſt (Pſat, 
+36. 24,25.) O givethankes wito the Lord who bajh delivered 4 from wag 
Enemies, and giveth food to all fleſh , fer bis mercie endures for ever; fox 
which, as thou mayeſt well imagine, we did not omit our thankes tg 
God that day ; ſo weconceived it-worthy of a folemne day of thankf- , 


ving ſet apart of purpoſe in the weeke alſo, which we obſerved the 
on y following. > 7 

With this reliefe came a Proclamation from the State againſt theſe 
Rebels, which that afrernvone was - publiſhed at the Market-Croſe 
with Drcumme and T rumpet, wherein the priſes ſet upon each of their 
heads, were farre beyond their worth , - Sir Phelemy O Nes/Ps valued at 
1000, li. Rely and others at Soo. Ii, and the reſt of themat 400. 
This fer the Souldicrsa longing for the next skirmiſhgevery one hoping 
iemighe be his fortune to hit right, two of thoſe of 400. li, weighs, 
(as Iam enformed )had beene diſpatched by us before,one at the Green 
hils, December the third, another at Prumullin , Jannary the ſeventh, 
who was by my Lord Heres Troope bat into the. water j and-ſo 
drowned ; whoſe body was now calt up by the River ſide; bur his hegs 
no thought worthy the cutting of. 

Abeut this time we had ſome intercourſe by meſſages of a milder 
naturefrom other Rebels in parts more remote : A Pacquet of Letters 
were ſent © ny Lord Afoore Qur of the North, tranſcribed indeed by 
his Liſter the Lady Blary, but it was evident all-was of their inditing or 
correting; The ſumme was an offer either of all their priſoners in Ut- 
fter for my Lord Maguire, orelſe my Lady Blury with her Children and * 
Siſters, and other Gentletuen in and nearc the Caſtle of -/ for 
twoother of their priſoners in the Caſtle of Dxbliz, for the ſallicking 
of which, the Lady Blany had a forme of a Petition, framed: ta the 
Lords, Jultices and Councell, and other private Letters, both. to my 
Lord Moore, and divers of her friends, for their carneſt motion and ' 
proſecution of it for ber ſafety, which according to the direRions, af- 
ter my Lord Moores viewing them, was to beſeut back te thoſe Rebels 
from whence ir came tobe proſecuted by ſome of their own approved 
Agents. Though the perſon mentianed to be this charitable mover,was 
clapt up before it cam: z@ his hand, And hereinT cannot let un- 
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obſerved, how their malice and barbarous cruelty to ſome other of 
their priſoners did ſo blind their reaſon, that it hath now much wron- 
ved themſelves; The baſe treacherous butchery of my Lord Calfield, 
at Sir Pbelemy O Nes/'s owne houſe, whether out of a pretence of favour 
being removed, was no ſooner entred, but as hewas walking, a fellow 
came behind him, and with a brace of bullers ſhot him quite 

the back : The perfidious ſudden hanging of Maſter Rich, Blany, becaule 
he would not go to Maſſe: Their unpatrern'd falſhood to another Gen» 
tleman, who by the promile of his lite,had beene drawne to 

received the Sacratnent ; preſently Maguire told him he would never 
be ſo fit for God againe, 'and(o giving him choyce of a rope, ora 
with, inſtantly hanged him, according to which we heare they 

uſed many more , Theirdrowning of foure or five hundred Engliſh at 
Ports Dewnrbridge (which for the ſiench of the multitude of dead bo» 
dies there, they call now in derilion Powne-ſincke) And other places 
in the North, by three or foureſcore in companies , women, 
and children, whom after their promiſe of alers threw 
over into the rivers : At the Newry they put ohe hundred into a 
Gabbard with promiſe to ſend them hither, but afſoone as the tyde 
ſerved they tooke away their Sayles, and Oares, and left them to the 
mercy of the winds and waves, and ſo were caſt away : it was a com- 
mon thing to ſer ſome of the Engliſh aworke with Pickaxes to breake 
downe the wals of fome Caſtles after the roofe was burnt, and fortheir 
wages, to cut their throats prays to lay wagers whe ſhould. ftrike 
the deepeſt gaſh with their ſwords in their thighs or arms,& many ſach 
like horrid murthers in coole bloud, meerely for recreation ſake; of 
which nature, and worſe, thouſands more might be related, even fach 
as no Heathen or Turkiſh Story can patterne tor crucky, which I leave. 
to the relation of othe (a»thou haſt heard of abundance already ina 
book of remarkable rallies) it being not my purpoſe torange any fue- 
ther then theliberties of this Towne, who(thankes be to God) have, 
beene delivered from them, to which I ſhall returne againe. 

And here I am remembred of another deliverance which fell ouc 
now alſo, as (ſometimes bleſſings like croſſes, when they doe come, are 
obſerved to come together) (viz. )the emptying the Towne of the Po-. 

ih Townſmen (according to acommand from the State) who had 
ne found tampering with the Rebels; An — was taken bf 


all their goods, and pus in ſakecuſtody, till hey could approMthen- 
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ſe1ves better then they were ſaſpefted, many of them ar the offe 
red to goe to Church,whom I was willing to have enf , butbe 
ing judged heartleſſe, or rather double-hearted, and ſo the more dan- 
gerous, it was notaccepted of, till they had done a little nce in 
the Cotmtrev, which being AſÞ-wedn-ſ4zy, was the fitteſt ſeaſon, + 
ſome of the ſobereſt ſort ( and who are nor moletted) by thoſe 
deliverances, they have ſcene wrought for us, of themtelves have de. 
fired fatisfaftion; In which I ſhould be glad to be employed all day, 
and every day, a 

No ſooner had onr. Pinaces and the other Veliels imtoaded them» 
ſelves of thdr welcome burthcrs, bur a North-welt wind ſerved them 
with ſuch weather as they could have wiſhed for their retnrne; when 
the ſame day Februzry 26, our Governour ifſued out with 220, Foote, 
& 120. Horſe, Southwards, to'a viilage called Beabechke, to fecnre the 
carrying in of fome Corne and Hay from thenee, which zs foone at 
it was fu illaged and burnt, he advanced ſomewhar further to- 
wards $ "of where being intormed by his Scoms bf five Corr« 
panies there ready to withitand him, he had the greater mimide tv p:y- 
ceel, his men needing little incouragement, and ſo drew up tp ern, 
who tw ſooner fele the ſmart of our thor, and the troopers of Horſe 
(which of all is moſt terribleto them) ready to profecute, bijt th 
inſtaarly broke, every man contented to loſe his Armes to ſave hislife 
nay, ſome rid themſelves of their cloathes for the farther ſpeed, a 
fo there were (laine about 300. of them, two colours raken by Sergeant 
Major Forreſese, and Captaine Brya!, a Drumme, and an Enfigne ta- 
ken Priſoners, of Cowes about ecightſcore, with all other farts of 
pillage of good value, ſo many were ſhot in the river of Giffingrt-wne, 
that the water was all red with their blood : The light of thoſe rwenty 
orthirty unarmed men and women murthered by them a weeke before, 
(whom they left there in the ditches unburycd ) enraged our men 
the more to a revenge, whom thePyoners in the meane time ins 
terred, a 

Mthis particular, ic was obterved as a part of Divine Juſtice, that 
the {latighter of them (; »u14 be in the ſame £4, where they had defca- 
red gurs, in which as we gave them an even repay, ſo it fell outallo, 
that ſome of the ſame Captaines had a hand in it, who had b:ene then 
ronteds,whom Sic Patricke We mes (having the Command of the Earle 
of Ormmd; rravpe) in remembrance of that dyFafter, ſhewed them the 
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leaſt mercy ; Colondl Prefiun was bard put to it, whoſfor baſe left.a 
_ of his beſt cloathes with his Fe milicacy belt behind re 
which fell tobe the booty of a Horſe-boy, in the pocket of whoſe 
hreeches was found three Letters of more warth then himſchte, where» 
by evidently the Lord Gormanſtone, T rimleſlone and divers others were 
tirtt proved T raytors 
T he next morning, it was thought necelary to proſecute this vnex- 
peCted vitory as a probabilicy of railing the Siege, {o they were taken 
before they could gather to any head againe, which howſoever being 
Sunday, our Religious Governour was very (low to it, as defirous ra» 
ther to have ſpentthatas a day of thankeſgiving to God, for the good 
lucceſſe of this day, yet being for the necelſary preſervation ot. the 
Corne, and other things, which they had reaſon to fulpeft would 
el(c be inſtantly fired by them, he conlemtel to it, and fo very cargly 
by breake of day 600. foote, and 120, Horſe, under my Lord Adoores 
Command (after we had by Prayer commended them co Gods Progte+ 
ion, (which in the like expedition was ſeldome omitted } warched 
out with carriages, and two field pieces. But the firit Caltlebring 
within halfe a mile of us called S:.orime, where there was a great hag+ 
gard of Corne, (which beyond their firit reſolutions they thought fs 
to viſit by the way,and where they {uppoſed there had aot a-Man ) 
they found fo ietrenched, and forzfied, that it proved more difhcelr 
then was expeRed, yet our men drew up bd/dly to them,withia piltgll 
[tot, and though it was notthe intent of that dayes worke, yer bei 
provoked, beltowed thouſands of bullets amongit then, ca-the 
vf many of the Rebels in their Trenches, but by the ill ſhow: of aur 
Gunners (who (tH} miſſed che honſe ) with che tall and' contin@ance 
of abundance of raine, whereby theirmatches were walked out, they 
were compelled to retreate ; and ſo came dropping wet home, - yet by 
Church-time,to give God thankes for their great preſervationy whe 
though continuing fo long in that imminent: danger ( which'they 
dreamed not of, at their going out ) yet was there not a mani loitin 
the place, onely ſome of flight wounds by poyloned buillets,and ware 
of pood medicines, miſcarryed a long time atte; wards, and in the 
meane time, ſome were ſent to the n-xt village oft Colpeg where they 
loaded themſelves with their Corne, and reeurned, without any oppet 
tion : And not many dayes after upon the hearing of | our pttpars+ 
tion for a reply, the Rebels in the aforefGid Cattle of Sramime paper 
n* 
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doned it of themſelves, an4 (© it fell into our hands without beſtowing 
one ſhot more, 

And here it hath beene reckoned as a thing very obſervable, that in 
all theſe onſets, invalions, and Sallies ont, C howſoever multicndes 
have dyed of the famine, divers unarmed pillagers' met with abroad; 
have beene taken and butchered, ſome dyed of wounds by the unskil- 
fulnefſe of the Chirurgion, and the like) there hath not hitherto beene 
Killed ofarmed men upon the place in fight (as I have beene enformed) 
above twelve of ours, and not one Ofhcer; and of thoſe, there was 
but one man that was not fetcht off from them, and that is accounted 
the due of his too much preſumption, who at the affault of a houſe 
charged, and diſcharged his musker twice or thrice againſt they 
doore, where there were many playing at him from within, and (6 
ſtood as a marke for them, without fo much as ſtirring a foote of his 

round, but of the Rebels how many hundreds, if not thouſands, 

avebeene killed,may cafily be ſummed np inthe readings This won- 
derfull preſervation was I beleeve the occalion of that falſe rumour rai» 
ſed by them, as if ſome of ours had fold their Soules to the Devill to 
be ſhot-free, and yet at other times to encourage their Souldiers {who 
were continually upon their flight) they would upon mot allies per- 
{wade them of hundreds of ours flaine with many Commanders ( of 
whom tome had dyed often in their reports) when there was not one, 
. nay ſcarce would they ſuffer them to beleeve their owne ſenſes, that 
any were killed of theirs : Howloever, thoſe of the ſoberer ſort were 
much convinced of the cauſe, by the event, apparently ſeeing that God 
was with us. 

Aﬀer onedayes reſt, March the firſt, my Lord Afoore, and the Go» 
vernour went out againe the ſame way, with a competent number of 
Hotſe and Foote, when ( after the ſecuring in of at leaſt two hundred 
pounds worth of Corne, by foure Companyes under the command of 
Sir Jobn Borlace, and theburning of ſuch of their lodgings, as had re- 
mained of the former dayes work at { o/pe,)they advanced further, their 
firit refiſtance was two Companies of the Rebels, ſtealing along the 
fideot a Ditch, who being diſcovered Captaine Billinſley was ſent with 
$0. Muskerteers, and comming as unexpeRtedly upon them, as they 
Had entended upon us,were ſoone routed, A Lieutenant with thirtecne 
Souldiert were ſlaine, and a Captaine of the O Neales taken priſoner ; 
the reſt eſcaped into the Caltle of Stanime by the helpe of a _ 
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'which Nopped the horſe in their chaſe:the Caftle of Colpe, after nmuch 
hazard of ftich as firlt entred it, by the Pikes and ſtonesthrowne of 
thoſe within, whereby they were three or foure times beaten downe the 
narro1v ſtaires, at length was taken, where they killed them every one, 
ro the number of twenty ſixe perlons ; and yet neither then, nor all 
that day was one of ours loſt, With the Captain taken priſoner , wee 
tound many Petitions, two Letters ſuperſcribed to Sir Phelemy O Neile, 
with the title of Earle of Tyrone, and Generall of Ireland : But yee the 
foundation upon which thoſe airy honours were built, was the condi 
tion of his taking this Towne, but that day his Excellency was much 
humbled (who unknowne to us) had ſtole over the river, onely with 
hive men, and by our unexpefted approach (being cut off from ſecuring 
himſelfe where he intended) crept into a furbuſh, and fo lay like a 
trembling Harein bis Forme,ti!l the evening,(where being ſo neare us) 
he had good lucke he was not ſtarted up by ſo many hunters, which 
needs mult have beene the belt ſport r day; Some rough abuſive 
greetings palt and repaſt from each fide the river , (which parted them 
trom any other then ſuch a tongue combate) ours giving them lawfull 
warning of a vilit ſhortly, and that not by a cowardly creeping in the 
darke (according to their cultome) underour wals, but at noone day, 
when we might be vilible, asked for their drunken Generall, in derifion 
of whom, ſome of our Trumpeters gave ſome ſcornefull mulicke , and 
for one Piltoll of theirs, diſcharged in defiance, we returned them ten, 
and for one Muſquet, twenty, and thus our Souldiers in their retreat, 
trecching their throats to be heard with ſuch kinde of language, they 
made up a merry end of thatdayes $kirmith. 

Some Englith now, as at other times, tooke the opportunity to get 
from under their thraldome, and entfurmed us of ſome adva 
whom commonly they put in Trowlſes to be taken for Iriſh, and in the 
front to be firit killed, yet they uſually —_— from theſe weunderitood 
by what lying praiſes they had kept their Souldiers from running 
away lately. . 

Alarchthethird , ſome other forces marched out under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonell W iineman,geacly in the morning,who ad- 
vanced as farre as arlington about three miles from us,where by the 
tormer frighes they found the Towne abandoned,}ſo that their whole 
worke thatday was to reape what was lefr , for which all ſorts were 


permitted to goe forth for pillage, the ny were lo thickned _ all 
orts 
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ſorts of graine, that the Spring ſeemed to be Harvett, and the Vernal 
equinoTiall wo be miltaken for the Anutzmnall, ſuch loads of Corne were 
mounted upon horles, that upon the hils, they looked like moving 
haggards, by which our great extremity was turned preſently into 
plenty, and whereas our chiefelt want was Malt, the whole Towne(ha- 
vingdrunke nothing but water for a weeke)) were now let a brewing a- 
gaine, and for expreſſion ot joy there wanted no Bonehres ot three or 
foure Townes together , whereby a cleare day grew. dusky by the 
ſmoake : A faire houſe of one Draicots, (who by the Rebels was newly 
created Viſcount 1Marlington for his merit in the cauſe) made the clearelt 
light, which was done the rather in a jult revenge of his fraudulent 
diſarming many of our Souldiers as they were making hither trom 
the bridge of Gilling ſtone, his Library (with what could be preſerved 
from the fire ) was brought in hither, and ſold us at very eahie rates, a 
very fairelarge Parchment Manuſcript of an old Mifſall, conſecrated to 
that Church of Afarlington, cam to my hands, the lofle of which 
preſume they have valued more then their houſes, 

By the light of this good ſucceſſe our Enemies grew licke of envy, 
and ina diſcontent left their houſes, yet in the midit of this cheare, 
we had the teare of a rubbe, by the running aground of a Friggot cony 
ming up from the Pinace with Powder, but by being Matters of the 
held on that ide , we were not much troubled ; the Rebels got into 
ſome Boats, and played thick upon her, whom ours replyed to as fait, 
many ſhot they made with a great braſſe picce, but (till mifſed her, at 
length the Pinace gave ſo fortunate a one, that it diſmounted theirs 
of its carriage, and at lalt when they tound little fruit by their gunnes, 
they aſſaulted us with their tongues, a company of them approaching 
neare the River lide, called eurs Rogucs and Traytors, their anſwer 
given them, was by a few Maſquetcers, who under the covert of ſome 
twes diſcharginz,put ſumeofrhemto a non-p/ur , and the reſt to their 
heeles ; And {o our men being then abroad, continued there for the 
ſecuring her till the next tyde at tenne aclocke at night, when they lett 
her afloate againe; And yet alſo tc divert their thoughts that way, our 
Governonr cauled 1 ome Mulſquetcers abuut midnight to ſally out on 
the other lide, and gave two or three vollics of ſhot, which raiſed them 
through their quarters to ſtand upon their owne defence, and ſo the 
next tyde that danger was over. 

And now the Beliegers twoke themſelves to be the Befieged , many 
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privie Counſels of darkneſſe were ha 1 ſeyerall nights, at divers places _ 
they met, and knocked cheir wilelt heads together, but they ſtruck out 
nothing bur folly, Their multiplyed barrels of Powder made at Daw- 
ginn, would not take fire, yet ſtill rhey ſet braſen faces (their ſtrongeſt 
defence) upon the bulinefſe, in threatning each day to take the Towne, 
by ai. invitible hoaſt ſomewhere approacking, great itate they tooke 
now upon them, expe&ing we thould give them the vihes, and when we 
did, they daigned us not ſo much courtelie as to meete us out of doores. 
ButT belecve thou longelt to ſee the conclulion, from which [ will not 
aow long detaine thee. 

March the fifth, there ifſued out toure hundred foote and fonre- 
ſcore horſe under my Lord 1oores command, on the other ade North» 
ward amongſt his owne trayterous Tenants, to T alagb allen, where 
Collo maze Bryan, with his complices had beene billered , and whither 
(unknowne to us,or elle we had doubled our (trength) had beene the 
night before crept {ecretly, the whole traternity of Rebels to lay eheir 
heads together upon ſome torlorne countels, wanting not Sir Phelemy @ 
Nei! hinelte for their Prendent ; They appeared inftantly eight Co 
lours in view, three for one of ours, many had intrenched themſelves 
in a ſquare body within the Towne, and fo played —_ 
but our men(Lieutenant Colonel Byron commanding the faot)declinad 
them not, but with as much alacrity as their Commanders could liave 
wiſht drew up boldly,and gave fire(o thick and fure, that after the Re+ 
b*1s had replied to three or four: rankes, they were weary of it, and is 
finding many dropping among them, betooke themſelves to the laft ro- 
fuge of their heeles ; neare foure hundred, with ſeven Captaines were 
ſlaine, and ene taken priſoner, viz, Rory, Mr. Are, Mr. Rofſe, Mr: Bays 
bh», and one Colours ; which had beene but the carneit o y more, 
had they not (as ſome were ſcene) (lipped them off cheir Raiks, and 
put them into their breeches, one Are Roe, Mr. P atricke, Mr, Are AMoyle, 
mac Maghon, of great repute among them, (lately created by them 
Lord Baron of Momagbain, and whoſe head is valued beyond ies worth 
in the Proclamation) was taken Priſoner, who being ſore wounded ©s 
the loſſe of one of his eyes, and perceiving by the other his inevitable 
end approaching, politickly ſtripped himſctte ſtark naked , and @ lay 
asdead among the ſlaine, till atterwards upon a view by Lieutenant 
Colonell Byr-z, who caſually finding him with a Saint Francy girdle 


(which for good luck be (ill Kept a” him and deeming — 
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that tob2a man of ſome ys commanded one of his Souldiers to 
cut off his head;upon the affright of which, the Varlet ronz'd himſelfe, 
and was ſoone recovered of his ſpeech, who inſtantly declaring him- 
ſelfe, and aſſuring that theſaving of his lite ſhould be the redemption 
of my Lady Blany and her children,he was preſerved,and accordingly, 
hath wroteeffeAually for that welcome exchange, but as yet we finde 
him not ſo valued by them, who (having thus long fatted our expeRta- 
tion)he is every day in the way of preterment to be hanged ;- And thus 
Saint Francis his Cord proved farre trom being aGirdle of verity,which 
being given him for his preſervation, proved very falſely the fole occa- 
fion of his deitruftion. A hundred Muſquets were taken, and Pikes co0« 
vered the ground every where, which the purſued were willing to be 
eaſed of,tor the quicker ſpeed;others ſecured themſelves by a Bogge near 
hand, who upon their gathering thicke were ſo roughly admonithed by 
a Drake from us, that they ſoone removed their ſtandings farther off, 
And in all this hot skirmith in {1ght of our very wals wherein they 
made their moſt deſperate reliltance ({ach was ſtill Gods goodnefle to 
us)not aman of ours was ſo much as hurt by them, one of our Offi- 
cers was ſhot in the foote, but it was by a Souldier of our owne, and 
the Bullet firit paſſed through the head of one of the Rebels, And here 
I muſt rot let paſſe one merry paſſage, they had brought with them our 
of the North, an old woodden Image, called Mac Kill Murragh, (i.e. 
the Sonne of Mary ) by which it is very common amongſt the Iriſh to 
ſixcare, this venerable block did they repoſe much confidence in, for 
the taking of this Towne, and when it came firit amongſt them, it was 
received with acclamations of joy, likethe Arke in the Camp of Iſrael, to 
ſave them from the Pbiliſtims,& for good Iuck, was this time at T aBagh- * 
ballong But as ſoone as this hot worke beganne, his Guardian tooke 
care with the firit to poſt him away on horſe-backe, and in leaping 'a 
ditch, the horſe threw the fellow and Mar Kill Murragh in the r- ap. So 
two others were faine to take himup upon their ſhoulders, and to trot 
with him —_ the loſſe of [ime of his limncs Jrowards Dundatheas I 
havebcen (ince told by one of their own proteſſion;ourGovernor in the 
meane time with {ome horle and foote iflucd out toward Beauly to pro- 
yoke their Generall Sir Fhelemy O Neile, (as ſuppoling he had not yet: 
left that lodging) burnt Newtowne under his note, and beate ewo Co- 
lours (which was all that appeared) into the Caſtle, and returned the 
{qoner upon hearing that hot worke, with an intention (if neede 
were) 
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were) to have relieved my Lord Adoore, but by that time he had mar- 
ched halfe way, the bright firing of three or foure T ownes thereabouts 

ave ſufficient aſſurance of the viRory, and ſo made a ſtand; At the 
firlt bluſh, comming that way he was miſapprehended to have beene 
Sir Phe'emy himſelfe (whom as yet ours knew not had beene amongſt 
themſelves) and the wumber by their open March appeared to have been 
athouſand, 

The Souldiers had got their fill of all forts of pillage, and howſo- 
ever (in that hot proſecution a mile or two abvut) they might be 
thought to have enough of that mornings worke, yet were they ſo ca- 
ger to have beene at it againe, that they ſued to their Captaines to let 
them meet him preſently, offering to tkrow all their ſpoyle downe to 
make an end with him at once, but upon a fecond inquiry they were 
found to be their friends, In this my Lord Moore,by the acclamations 
of all men,behaved himſelfe very valiantly to the greater hazard of his 
2-6 then his Captaines were pleaſed with, was cut through the 

ote with the ſword of one whom (having newly diſcharged his Pt- 
ſtolsJhe had ſtruck under his horſe with a halfe Pike, the fore-part of 
his Saddle runne through by another , his horſe hurt, all ſpattered 
with the dirt, which the thick flying of theBullets raiſed, but had no 
her hurt ; In this deſperate fight, being once diſcerned, two handred 
of the Rebels gathered, and made up towards him, onely crying out, 
Thisis my Lord Moore, when(the reit of the horſe in ſeverall Divitions, 
being upon a profecution_) he had but ſeven in his Company, yet he 
retreated not,but charged them, many were killed,the relt ſcattered and 
were (tj]] leſſened by their purſuers. 

This famous Generaliſſimo, Sir Phe/emy C Neil:, with —_—_ Com» 
manders, fled away very obſcurely, and meanely attended, unleſle ic 
werewith the tollowing curſes of the whole Countrey , with which 
he is (till greeted by all ſorts ; many of our Gentlemen whon he had 
with ſuch vaine hopes deluded, hathrhe here left lamenting theic miſe- 
rable condition which they forelee delervedly yomny hing. 

And thus as our worthy Governour on the Saturday before had 
the honour inthe beginning of the railing of our Siege on the South 
ſide by a retaliating (Jaughter of fo many of chem at the fatall Bridge,ſo 
were weall pleaſed that this next Saturday on the North-{ide; my Lord 
Moore (to whom we werebeholding) as our firſt ſuccour at the riſmg 
of thele Commotions, and our chie - continued ſu porter in his large 
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and liberall expenſes upon all occations, to the great encouragement 
of the Captaines and Commanders, by ſupplying them in their ex- 
treame great neceſſities) ſhould have the honour ot giving then their 
lait in their dilpering, 

The fruic of which beganne that very evening to _ , When 
ſome of the Englith now eſcaping trom then, came in and gave us no» 
tice that the Caitles of Beaxly and Stanime on each {ide the river were 
deſerted by the holders, and Sir Phelemy with the rett of that nelt being 
fledge, were flowne away with ſome field-picces rowardsDundalke, into 
each of which our Governour inttantly ſent ſome Companies, who 
accordingly entered without the leait reliſtance, rounded the Coun- 
trey the next morning,two or three miles as tarre as T ermonfecken, but 
found not a man,onely a world of Corne,which in that haite they had 
not time to hre. 

By this our Towne was filled with provilian, Ports beganne to open, 
our neighbours making lute tobe adaiitted to our Market,Caltles neere 
hand voluntarily furrendred, the owners (ubmitting, and all good 
mens hearts rejoycing by this tudden change, begunne and tiaiſhed in 
the compaſle of a weeke ; every itrect ringing with prailes to God the 
Donor, to whom we failed not {vlemnly and publikely to acknow« 
I :dge it often. 

After the Rebels (that had io long belieged us) were thus routed, 
and ſome of the chictelt of their Caitles neare, potſelſed by us, Letters, 
as well from Lords, as other ot the Gentry, came thick in to us, of 
which, ſome receiving no anſwer, came and preſented themſelves to 
our mercy, in ſpeciall, one Buth, who about the middle of December 
had came in with his Irith Dart accompanied with the Sheriffe of the 
County of Lu«h, (both Commiſſioners from the Rebels) and very 
confidently and arrogantly demanded the ſurrender of this Towne, 
who at firit was aſhamed to owne the knowledge of me by reaſon of 
ſome ſpeeches that had then paſſed beryeene us, . event of which had 
oo beyond his belicke or expeRation. The Letters of the Lord 

etherfie'd and the Lord of Slane., with divers others of the chiefe of 
the Countrey have I ſcene under their owne hands in a moſt humble 
ſute to my Lord Moore, to itand their friend, ſome proteſting their in- 
nocency,others pretending themſelves deluded by the Northerne Irith, 
and heavily curing the hrit plotters of this buſineſſe, and yet we knew 
they curſed themlelves, and had enough under their ownehands , they 
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little dreampt of, to ſiftare us right enough in our Jadgement of they, 
From others we had faigned Letters of the approach of rwothou- 
{and of O Relje: men, one way, and oftcighteene hundred of Sir Phe- 
lemy 0 Neiler, another way, and each within fivemiles of us: | Butthe 
uſe they had given us of their Iyes, and the contradiftion which the 
ſubmithon of their Chiete gave to it, made the newes of no value with 
us, yet it produced that etfe&, that to prevent their dry lodgings, 
there iſſued out ſome competent force to S/ane, burnt the Towne and 
the Country neare it, tooke the Caltle and pillaged it, with which the 
Souldiers came loaden home. And not long after my Lord XMfoore, and 
the Governour made a Salley out another way, ſpent the greater part 
of the day in burning forty or fifty Villages, tooke one rad of 
Raihacker, who was a Colonel] among the Rebels, and a great Par- 
leyer trom them hither, and had beene many yearcs uty, Cuſtos 
Rotwlorum of that County ( as dangerous a fellowv by his naturall 
parts, and other education as any they bad,)- His Caſtle (atter a few 
ſhoe, and ſeeing our men appearing in a tull body ) he yeelded, where 
was found ſo much of bread and _—_ vieuals, ready baked, that no 
doubr, he expeRed the returne of his former Guelts, be{ides foure 
, hundred barrels cf Malt, and abundance of all forts of Graine, his 
Cellers full of Wine and Beere, which the Souldiers Fealted thamfelves 
with, for a while; he with his two Prieſts, taken with himgwere(with 
ſeven or eight Fryers more) cloyltered in one prilon here, bur lince 
he is promoted to the Caſtle of Dublin,

Companies of our belt men, fitteſt for that ſervice, and 'my Lordof 
Ormond dceligned the like number of lefle experienced Souldiers for 
our guard in their roome, my Lord Moore, (as the belt guide it thoſe 
parts) and Lieutenant Colonell Veymemm choſen by the ſaid Councell 
of Warre to be Commanders of them, All were ready for theitmarch, 
and appointed to meete his Lordſhip at $S/ane, five miles off, | 

But the Lords Juſtices proving ſtil! conſtantto their former injan- 
on, and renewing a ſtrifter command for his preſent retreate to Dublin, 
that defigne (fo deſired by our Governour adan affured meanes of an 
initant reducing the whole County of Loxth) was put tO a tand, and 
thereupon our ſcattered rebellious route, who before were in a trem- 
bling tit, now tooke heart againe, and gathered at Atherdee and Don 
dalke, whither ( as we heard ) daily poſted thouſands out of Meath 
and Loxth, as to their ſafelt receptacles, and preſumed, not long after, 
to threaten us with another viſit. 

The Earle of Ormund ſubmitting in this to the wiſdome of the State, 
(as preſuming ſome other important affaires were in hand, which 


might juſtly neceſſitate that —_ ) retreated accordingly, onely 
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in anſwer to our Governoursrequelt, wnt him backe foure companicy 
of Foote, and two troopes of Horle, with two pieces of Batrery.U 
on the receipt of which, my Lord Moore, and our Governour, (who 
in all things have proceeded very unanimouſly ) for the prevention 
of a further multiplication of Rebels, which a longer delay might 
have produced, relolved to adventure upon the ſame Detigne then) 
felves, which they were willing others might bay? beene honoured 
with; and ſo upon the one and twentieth of 2ſarch, with one thou- 
ſand Foote, andtwo hundred horſe, they marched that way ward, 
firſt finiſbed what they bad left undone at Slane in burning the Towne, 
and ſome villages in the way: In the Caltle there was returned againe 
aGarriſon of twelve men, who by the preſumption of the ſtrength of 
it had a good minde to hold © ur, but alſoone as rhey ſaw our pieces of 
battery, yeelded, and had quarter, onely one of our Souldiers former- 
ly ranne away from us, there taken, was hanged: about three niifes 
off, ſome bodies of the Rebels appearing,a party of Horſe was ſent out, 
killed forty of them, and fo purlued them, till the rett were employed 
in burning the Country aiter them; and ſo cuntinued that day and 
the next. 

The three and twentieth day of March, they marched wich fire and 
ſmoke towards Arherdee, about a mile from the Towne, in a fal\/ow 
Geld; our Scoutes deſcryed the Enemy in two Diviſions, the number js 
diverſely reported, ſome lay 1100, ſome 2500. our Governour (ac- 
cording to his woneed cheeretulnelſe, upon any ſuch ſervice) drew all 
jato a 'Bartalir, the Souldiers being of thenulelves as readily diſpoſed, 
and longing to greete them, a party of the Horſe was ſent to get be- 
eweent them and the Towne, and another party to ſtand between them 
and a Bogge ; a forlorne hope of a hundred men marched before to 
fcowre ſome ditches, who ſtumbling upon an Ambuſeadoof their Mul 
Ketteers, beate them out, and in purtuing them fell ug on the body 
ef rhe reſt, who upon the {ight of one of our Divitions drawing up 
ſo nimbly after chem, betooke themſelves to their heeles, whom our 
Horſe proſecuted with ſuch ſpeed, as there were about fonre bundred 
(hine.in a miles compalie, bei:des ſome others in the Dirches that the 
very Pyoners knocked downe with their Spades, and not a few pe- 
ryhed in the bogge, which was the beſt reſuge of the moſt. 

Ac the toote of the Bridge ours tound ſome refiltance, by fome Mus- 
ketteeis, placed there ina Tower, but our Governour ( difdaining 
£ lo 
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ſo mach as a rub in this afſuced victary ) found a pailage aver the ri- 
yer, aud galled chem (© on the other lide, that they ſaone abandoned 
ic, The paſſage being thus opened, the Horleentred, and with a full 
Carreere chaſed them through the Towne, yet by that little (toppe, 
many of thea1 were gotten too farre to be overtaken. One Lieutenanc 
Colonell, and five Captaines were laine, many fell dy my Lord 
Aoorer owne hands; And (which is {till Gods great cooduells ) nat 
one man of ours loit, onely a horleman ſhot in the heele, and a hork 
in the hoofe. 

Here the Souldiers finding good pillage, and vituals ready dreſſed, 
tooke up their lodgings that night: T he next morning the Governoar 
with a Party of Horſe, went out and burnt the Country two mile a- 
bout, bur ſuifered no pillage to be brought into the Towne, and (6 
proceeded towards Daun1alke, whither all the Country next day polted 
with their Cactle, and whatel(c was portable, many fore-ſcring their 
ruines, cam-in and {ubmitted, and retigned their Calties. 


Upon the ſix and twentieth of Iſ:rcb being Saturday (when agtheir 
bloody defigne upon us was decreed on that day,ſo hath many of our 
vicories over them falne out on that day alſo, as that a the 
February the rwenty (ixth, at T allazh-belland March the. fitth, and this 
they aſſaulted Dund ilke, which the Rebels had ro their utternwlt fore 
tifyed, and by reaſon of thedouble wals, and double dicch, macidh 
ground on the one fide, and the Sea on the other,the greater difficulty 
was expeſted. After the former defcate at Atherdee, the (treeres of 
Dandalke were well trodden with at leaſt a thouſand Gowes, and two 


orthree thouſand ſheepe, continually paſling through ic the aighabgs 

fore, attended wich the lamentable cryes, and the wringing 

of the Owners, mixed with as bitter curſes of the firſt movers, - - 
That morning all the poore Englilh Proectane Priſoners, (ſome: of 


which before were icted to begge up and downe Cy 
clapped up with I to have hanged them ( for which they had 
provided them ropes ) afſoone as the Towne ſhould prove to bein any 
hazzard, who yet already had becne almoſt Rarved. - We a hed 
the Towne, about nine of the clocke in the yorning, planted our Or- 
dinance upon a lictle hill not farre fromebe gate, which 500 at thews 
within defended; A forlornt we, of an hundred of ours drew up, 


and pave fire at ſuch as were inthe Gatc-houſe, and for a while thaſt- 
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was very hot worke, on both fides. At length they within, findi 
ſome of them to drop, runne away, whom ours perceiving, cre 
their feares by ſhouting, but their Commanders beate them backe to 
their guards, ando the ſame peale was rung againe by each. Atlength 
a Diviſion under the Command of Lieutenant Colonell Waineman, of 
about three hundred, reſolutely approached the Gate alſo, and ſome 
with pickaxcs beganne to beate downe the walls, while the reſt reply. 
ed to the Tower with their ſhot. Abundance of great ſtones were pow- 
red downe trom a Caſtle, yet by Gods goodnefle no great hurt toany, 
By the ſight of our mens continued undauntednefſe, with one conſeng 
they ranne all away, __ which that Divilionentred, and the Horſe 
purſied them a full gallop to the killing of many of them. Putupon 
the turning towards the next Gate, fecing two or three Braſlle yonn 
planted, and five hundred more ready to receive them, they fairely 
retreated, But a Caltle placed at the head of that out-ſtreete, manned 
with thcir belt Mulqueteers, which ours minded not, and for feareof 
endangering their owne men ( at whoſe heeles ours were ) had yet 
ſtood dumbe, now in our returne played very hor upon as, whereby 
ten of ours were flaine, An Eniigne, one Sargeant, and one that car» 

ed the Colours for another, a Horſeman with anothers Horſe was 
Killed alſo, Lieutenant Francis Afvore, was ſhot upon the ſhoulders 

iece of his Armour, which from thence rebounded upon his head, 
hols theskinne, and ſo (incke within his haire, without doing him 
any further hart, which it it had beene deadly, ſurely he that made 
#he ſhot muſt have mericed ſome extraordinary reward, for as we heard 
from themſelves,” and by all others our priſoners comming from what 
Quarter ſoeyer, no mans name was fo odieus with them, and ſo deep- 
ty maliced, and threatned,if-be could have beene taken. 

The lofle of theſemen ( which we were not uſed to) andeſpecially 
of Enligne Forteſwe, which was the firlt Officer we had ever yet loſt in 
fight, enraged my Lord More, and the Governour the rather upon a 
reſolution of a preſent revenge, who elſe had contented themſelves with 
the taking the ont-Towne tor that night, and to have lodged them- 
ſe]ves there till the morning. This Caltle fauding ſo advantagiouſly, 
and finding it to be ſo well provided with good ſhot, was the onely 
Kemora t0 their proceedings;for the gaining of this, they ſer the Hou- 
ſes@n fireneare it, which howſoever befofe the wind was not very fa- 
18wrablc to their deſigne, yet no ſooner lighted, bur it ſeemed ſudden-

ſy to turne, as they would wiſhir, and carryed the ſmoake both into 
the Towne and Caſtle, choaking them within both ; Ours alſo havin 
gathered ſome dry Feane ſtalkes, made them into bundles, and fill 
them with Towe, and good ſtore of Gunpowder; . the Souldiers im- 

loyed in that ſervice, tooke them bpon their heades, as a thelter a- 
eainſt the ſtones trembling downe upon them, and under that (moaky 
cloud, got undeſcryed to the very Caſtle doore, againſt which they 
laid downe their bundles, and giving fire to them by a Traine; blew 
up the doore; and ſome other x by which thoſe within being 
choaked, and frighted, leapt outat a Window for the —_— of 
which, a Sergeant of Captaine Owens, with five men, uponthe conditi- 
on they might have the pillage of it, entered it, and by the fignall of 
the flouriſhing their naked (words on the topof the Caſtle, gave notice 
of being their owne. Upon the poſſeſſion of this, all were revived, and 
tooke themſelves Maſters of the Towne already; we quenched the fires 
that had annoyed the former Tenants,and manned it with thirty good 
Maſquetreeres, who being within halfe Musket ſhot, played fo thicke 
into the Towne, that not a man could ſtirre in the ſtreetes, we drew 
up our pieces of Ordnance __ the inward Gate, and with ſome 
ten Wooll packes (found in the Caltle very opportunely) made a kind 
of a Bullwarke for our Muſqueteers,both to ſave them from their Can- 
non, and that they might play over them without danger of any 0- 
ther ſhot, though afſoone as they perceived this ſecure approach, they 
troubled us with neither,buc letttheir pieces there loaden. 

Our men for diſtin&tion ſakes againſt the entry of the Towne, pur 
every one a white paper npon his hat; The Governour tooke one Divi- 
lion with a party Horſe, and drew by the backe part of the Towne 
towards the North-gate, ( out of which they upon the Caltle had dif 
cerned the fiight of multitudes of them }) killed forty io his way. 

Sir Phelemy O Neile, who not long before had made ſuch bragges, 
confidently affured his men of the death of ſo many of our Comman« 
ders, and as an evidence of it, brought forth his owne cloathes into 
the Marker glace all bloodyed, as it they had beene onrs ſtripped by 
him, now ſeeing us thus encompaſſing the Towne, and himlelfe like 
to be taken inthe net alſo, ſtale away over the River (in which,divers 
in that haſte were drowned) accompanycd with divers others, whoas 
they were going, were heard'to lament their deſtiny, and curſe rhar 
Fatall day,ſcarſe knowing whither - retreate with any welcome. p 
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At a by Gate the Governour entered, feſt, ſbortned ſome of their 
journey, whom he met thers polting qut, and inſtantly ſent a Serge- 
ant to my Lord Moore, to (ignifie to him, the Towne was deſerted,and 
that he might ſecurely move forwards, which as ſoone as by the ſe- 
cond meſſage of a Captaine, with ſome Muſqueteers, he received a con- 
firmation of, he marched on, and accordingly found the cvent,heating 
open the Gates, tooke poſſeſion of two Brafle pieces, ang-another 
with the Market place, and {ov about (even a clocke at nigbt;they took 
the Towne, without any further reliſtance. 

The night thus drawing on, and the full tyde, ſecured Sir Pheleny 
in his flight, from our proſecution of him. T he number of the ſlaine 
is uncertaine, but about a hundred of them were killed, at and after the 
taking of it, and of ours about fourcteenc, which were loſt upon that 
unlucky Caltle onely. 

Sir Phelemy, after he had gone two miles off, in a ſhew of what re- 
venge he could make, burnt ſome part of a faire Caſtle of my Lond 
Moores, called Ballymarkomlin, ſentencing him all the while tobe a 
Traytour to God and the King. 

T he poore Engliſh Prote'tants, to the number of ixx-ſcore (who bad 
received the ſeatence ot death, within themſelves ) by this ſuddey eg- 
try of their friends, being ſet at liberty, were almoſt belide themſelves 
forjoy ; Pillage of all ſorts was bere tound in abundance, .as being of 
late the Treaſury of the County of Laugh, for the ſhare of which, cach 
Captaine tooke the fortune of his Quarter. 

The Souldiers fealted themſelves with all forts of proviſion, which 
they found dreſſed to their hands, Turkies and Hens were of novalue, 
with them, that ( as I have beenetold) within foure dayes, there were 
about 40290. eaten, it was ordinary at one Table to ſee ten, or twenty 
couple of them,in Ranke andFile cut off in an inſtant, 

Sir Henry T ichburne our Governour bchaved himte!fe throughout the 
whole, very — in the hazard of his perſon, with the meaneſt 
Souldier, my Lord Moore is accordingly by all applauded, as nceding 
rather abridle then a ſparre, in thoſe attempts, each Captaine hath 
gained himſelte much honour, and every Souldicr deſerves encourage- 
ment, who ſhrunke not an inch from what they were commanded, 
The glad newes of which we were here ſaluted with in the (treetes, the 
next day,being Sunday, jult as we were comming from Church, in the 
afternoanc, where ex, v7 beene praying for that bleſling upon them, 
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This viRtory, thoblonhanen re een North-ward ( and 
with which I may conc » ac ing our Sicgedcliyery) is b 
all attributed unco Gods owne kinda rhch rete Gyrd 
our thoughts or expeRatign. , I he number of our men{by the ſo ma- 
ny faying dehindat Arbirdte, and el ing Gacke hicher with their 
plage ) n Maſterthar 11ng;werefoond to be bur ſeven hun- 
dred and fitty Foote, ' and two hundred Horſe, and there were then 
neere three thouſand of the Rebels within the Towne, able to have 


beate us out, being entered: For brafle pieces, and other ſuch Artil- 
lery they exceeded us allo, belided the detence which nature had given

Now that this tkrong Towne af Dundalke, every way fo well provi- 
d:d, with men, Arimunition, and Viftuals, thas d he taktenhuwidk ſuch 
a (mall number ane in {6 hott a wime 45 ane day, who gan but acknow- 
ledge it to be Gods ſpeciall worke indeed, purting an cvideat*diftinRi- 
ns them thac ſecke him arighr, and fuch as ſeeke after ſuper. 
ſtitious vanities? Thag fecing they have boaſted Religion to be the 
cauſe, God hath declared by theevent with which he is pleaſed,in ſup- 
porting ours, fo fraudnlently undermined by theirs, 3n giving us ſo 
many wonderfull, ifnot miraculous preſervations ; for which, to him 
onely be raifed a monument of everlaſting praile, and thankeſgiving, 
from ns, and ours, from one Generation $0 another ; Not antow, but to 
the K ing eternall, immortal, inviſth e,and onely wiſc Godgbe ull bonunr and glo-

eg Pon this quick and ſcaſonable ining of Dur

ſuch an encreaſe of ſtrength as was n:ceſſary, 
and commitred the preſent Government of this 
UG Towne tothe Lord Viſcount Moore of Drogheda, 


IL, / SS Landslicabout it, by which double intereſt, none 
canbe imagined to be more carefull of our preſervation. ; 

About this time we received ſome Priſoners late Inhabitants of this 
Towne, very luckily eſcaped from the Rebels, taken arthe Shieric 2 
liee 
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lictle before Chriſtmas laſt, upon their ceturne out of Eng/ard, one of 
which being my Pariſhioner, and examined upon oath , I rhought ic 
not unht to give thee a ſumme of it ; As ſoone as their Letters were ta- 
ken from them, & viewed, themſelves robbed of all,and (tripped, and 
come aſhore, they were entertained by one of the Iciſh Lords with this 
falutation, Te are welcome out of England to be hanged, as all of your pro. 
feſfſion neſt expe? ſbortly. And not long afterin cold and ſnowy wea- 
ther were turned out of doores without any ſuſtenance , often forced 
for want of waterit ſelfe, to quench their thirſt with Snow. 

At Balruthery, about eight miles from us (where a Convent of our 
Friars fate daily in Councell again!t us) This party heard one Friar 
Malone (who was Vicar Generall to the Catholique Army) afluring 
one of their Captaines , that they would not Faile to have Maſſe on 
Chriſtmas day in Saint Peters Church in that ſtarved Towne of Drog- 
beda, and at Chriſt-Church at Dublin by Newycareſday, not doubting as 
ſoon as they ſhould take the former, the other would follow with eaſ 
That they would make a Bonefire of my Lord Primates Library, rejoy- 
cing to thinke how they fhould warme their hands by it, taking what 
revenge they could on it,ſeeing he was too farre out of their reach hink 
ſelte ; one Friar Ialſb adding this for a cauſe, in regard thoſe bookes 
had beene an in{trunent, whereby by his writing and doQtrine he had 
damned more ſoules then now wereliving : And tor my lelte, in liew of 
my Crſtodi:rm ot it, my ſentence was to have beene * hanged upby ie, 
and atterwards to have beene beaten to powder. One of our Captaines 
who was an Inhabitant, and of whoſediſlike of th:m, they had had 
ſome former experience, his torment was the ſame time decreed alſo, 
(2iz,) to have put him into a Caskedriven full of ſpikes , - and fo to 
haverowled him up and d@wne till he had beene dead, with divers the 
like, forged out of that holy (but bloudy) Iriſh Inquihtion. 

This foreſaid Vicar Generall (who bragged he had had his oare in 
many Confpiracies before now) This party heard him often declaring 


* The like was not onely threarned, but done ro Marlorare (that worthy and ave

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the Decree of the Army, to be this, that ſecing Drogbeda had beene offe- 
red Quarter, and refuſed ic, they would kill man, woman and children 
of all the Engliſh Proteſtants, that by -Eaiter day they hoped England 
ſhould be theirs as well as this Kingdome; T hat they had a great party 
already , and were afſured of ſome forraigne aſſiſtance, whereby they 
would plague the Puritans in London, and have the education of the 
young Prince themſelves, &c. Many treacheries were by this party re- 
vealed, which had beene hatched by the like, within our owne bowels; 
Many horrid Aﬀts committed upon ſome of the Clergy , and other 
Proteſtants,whom after they had butchered, denied them buriall , and 
ſuffered the ſwine to feed on them, making a mocke of the greateſt mj- 
ſery, and tearming the molt unpatterned cruelty the tineltſport , in 
which none had their hands deeper then thoſe of the very Pale, deri- 
ved of the ancient Engliſh, onely degenerated in matter of Re- 
ligion. 

: The lives of theſe Friers, not onely in dicing, gaming, and curſmg, 
whole nights, but alſo in drunkennefſe, whoring, committing of ra 
and ſuch other laſciviouſneſle, were fo lewd, as is not ht for any chai 
eareto bedefiled with, and yet all their delignes forſouoth pretended un- 
der thecloake of holinefſe and Religion. 

Same other Priſoners (upon exchange of the like number of theirs) 
we received alſo out of the County oft Cavan, by whom we were in- 
formed how the ſame evill (pirit that reigned here, had poſſefled them 
there alſo, in theirteacherous betraying ſuch who had deſerved ſo wet 
of them, robbing, and utter undoing them, who had formerly ſaved 
their lives, which is too long to be crowded into this corner, onely I 
ciAot let paſle their barbarous ingratitude to Biſhop Bedel/,the Biſhop of 
Kilinore, who was fo addifted to the Itith in favouring them , and pre- 
ferring them above any others, that he incurced a cenſurefrom the 
belt of his fricnds for it ; yet this learned venerable Prelate of fixty 
eight yeares of age, whoſe gravity might have turned the edge of ma- 
lice it ſelfe, did they put cut of his houſe in the depth of winter, and 
incloſed him ina cold Caſtle in the midſt of a Lough, manacled his 
ſonnes before his tace (which himſelfe begged to have beene fo much 
honoured allo) and having rob'd him ot all ke had, Cthe Titular Po- 
piſk Biſhop taking poſletiion of his bookes, and Manuſcripts,which hee 
priſed molt ) at length he was removed to a poore houſe , within ſighe 
of his owne, (where divers others of the poore Engliſh Proteſtants 
were 
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were by an honeſt charitable Miniſter of the Triſh birth relieved) and 
there with griefe and former miſerable uſage dyed , whom they could 
ſcarce be drawne toallow Chtiſtian buriall (dying , faith the Popith 
Biſhop,a Heretique)and ſo was laid in the outmolt part of che Church- 
yard, as himſelfe had deiired. Such conhdence yet had ſome of thereli- 
gious perſons of that County, of ___ ſuccelle,that an Abbat was 
heard to ſay in theſe tearmes, That he would not aske it of God in 
mercy, butin jultice, that now if the Catholike cauſe did not thrive 
for his part, let the Devill take them, and their Religion everafter, 
But t9 returne = to our ſelves, witt whom, by Cods blefſings, 
a!l things ſtill proſpereth in fall ying out trom one Quarter to another, 
to the death a of ſome of the Rebels, and without the loſſe of 
one of ours, ſometimes twenty of our Muſquetteers have adventured 
to take a drove of a hundred or levenſcore Cowes from as many ſcore 
of the Rebels, lying in ditches _ advantages, and yet have 
cut them off by tenne or twenty, put the relt ro flight without the loſſe 
of any men orcattell; Nay, ſome of our Garriſons _ not aboye 
kxxſcore horſe and foote, when they have been cnformed of a thouſand 
of chem gathering and attempting to burne a bog « neare them, 
have made a party out, killed many , the ret flying, like the wicked, 
when no man purſted, Somethreeſcore horſe, and Dragoneers upon 
intelligence of ſome nelſts'of Rebels lurking in divers bodies to the 
number of five hundred, have marched out ſeven or cight miles, killed 
one hundred of them, returned with a good drove of Cattell, fired 
thirty or forty of their lodgings, and all without the hurt of oneman,, 
As at Dxndalke, (to whom we till beare an affeCtionate relation) the 
like we heare of daily, very uſually, thus giving notice one to another, 
by ſuch kinde of fires, like Beacons, on the tops of hils, againſta 
common enemy. Much of the like good ſervice is daily done by our 
Garriſons, eſpecially by my Lord Moores foote company at Mellifont, 
under the command of Captaine Conſtable, and at Bewly by ſome of 
Captaine Gibſons company, under the command of Lieutenant Greene- 
ham : who let few dayes paſſe without reaping ſome of the Rebels 
heads. Many who were taken Priſoners, were ſo deſperate, that being 
threatned to b: hanged, made ſuch haſte, that they took ropes & hung 
themſelves ; or being upon the Ladder, threw themſelves off, Not long 
agone Sir Henry T ichburne went with a party about foure miles from 


thence, encompaſſeda Wood, —_—_ was told Coll. Mac hy _- 
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lodged with ſome hundreds of his men, the night before killed aboue 
one hundred and fifty, burnt the Countrey ncere, and without any 
darawmage. 

Marchthe 25, aiy Lord Moore being certified of 1300. gathered to 
tne Ny i under che Lord G rmanſt ownes command, and theic fortify= 
ing the Towne, tenne miles ftromus, marched very early with two hun- 
dred horle, and ſome Dragoneers, and Mulquetteers (mounted on 
Garrons, tor the quicker march Jonely to take a view of their ſtreagth, 
tooke a Scoute with the Lord Gormanſtownes owne ſaddle-horſe, drew 
up tothe Gates within halte Piſtol! ſhot, killed ewenty of them, fired 
the Countrey under their noſes, and all the way hitherwards, returned 
with abundance of Cowes, and |.xe hundred Sheepe, and yet tholewho 
boalt ſo nauch of the cauſe of God and Religion, and take themſelves 
to dic in the happielteitate of Martyrdome, had not ſo much faith or 
courage to make out upon us, and for many that had adventuredour 
elſewhere,were found byſome Charmes * thruſt-free, (as they call it) who 
being knockt downe , the point of a ſword put upon their naked 
brealts, it could not be made to enter, or draw the lealt bloud, which 
howſoever I was alwayes flow ot beleeving ſuch fables, yet hearing ic 
fo often proteited unto me by fomc Ofhicers upon their owne experi- 
ence, I could nor but liiten co ir. 

And for paper Charmes, their Religion yeelds plenty of that fruit, 
and commends the confidence in them, as great evidences of devotion, 
ſome of which have come to my hands, one being lately caken , wieh 
ſome of thoſe Rebels at Dundalke, and given me, I have here inſerted 
the true Copie of, though, I belerve, it deceived him who put his truſt 
in it, and by the lookes it ſeemed to have beene mach worne in the 
carriage, 


* It iscertaine, thar at the raking of the Newry, a Rebe ll being appointed to be ſhot 
npon the Bridge, and ſtript Nark naked, notwithſtanding the Muſquerreer ftood with- 
in wo yards of him, and ſhot him in the middle of the backe, yer che Bullet enced nor, 
not did him any more hurt then leave a lict'e blacke ſporbehinde it, This many hug- 
dreds were ©CYEC -witnefics of, onc of which of good muſt hath rclared it ro me.

This ſacred graine, ye ſec, is aCatholicon, good for all diſcaſes, pre- 
ſerves from all mannerof evill, incident to ſoule as body, eſpecially 
from the temptation of the devill and herelte, but yet not their feete 
from being ſo ſwift to ſhed innocent blood, their hands from theft, 
their tongues from lying, and ſuch like, which are neere enough a kin 
to the Devill. This graine being ſteeped one quarter of an houre, in 
a hotch-potch of Ave-mzries, Crofle prayers,and ſuch like ingredients, 
the ve rtue deſcends as low as purgatory, the next doore to hell, ab- 
ſolves you from perjury, and if you have any part or parcell of theſe 
graines about you, you cannot miſcarry. Theſe medicines if they were 
common, would ſurely undoe all our Phyſtians, and Chirurgians,and 
(as one would thinke) prove a great hinderanceto their very Prieſts, 
wholecraft (like Demetrius the Silver Smich ) would be in danger to 
be ſet at naught. 

Some formall conveyances of all the ſpiritual! goods of the Fryar 
minors, and the Nunnes of Saint Clare, to ſome Gent. Our neighbors 
at a meanes of preſerving them here, and ſaving them hereafter, 3. e. a 
conferring unto them the merits of their Maſſes,Prayers, Falts,Preach- 
ings, Readings, Meditations, Devotions, &c. in ſome wwe of 
rheir Almes to them, drawneup under the hand and Seale of the Pro- 
vinciall, Anno 1640. withdivers others ſuch delufions ( which to us 
they would not be knowne )) the Originals have come to my hands, 
but I will not glut thee with any more of them, 

Theſe fond ſcroules the filly people prize as pearles, but if they 
found a Bible of ours in Engliſh, how baſely woald they uſe it, bur- 
ning was the beſt end, that came to all they laid hands on, as thelike 
was thedeſtiny of all other Bookes of that nature, with which ſome 
of the owners were more grieved then for the loſſe of their goods. 

Nay, ſome Libraries of the Clergy made i prey of; they were _— 
ent, 
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lent, that as Herod, to have beene the ſurer of thedeath of our Saviouy 
killed his owne Childe among thoſe Innocents at Berbeleem, ' fo they 
burnt abundance of their owne Authours alſo, without  diltinRion, 
where at firlt ſearch,they found bat any of ours, 

By the death of ſo many m2naboutus, having their honſes, and aN 
their provition either burnt or drawne hither, the dogged onely far- 
viving, are found very uſaally( like thatjudgement upon eſabell, for 
the murther of N2both> ) feeding upon their Maſters, which talte of 
Mans fleſh, made it very dangerous tor the Paſſengers in the rodes,who 
have beene often ſet upon by thoſe Maltives, ti} we were a$-Carctull to 
kill them alto. | 

Not long after this, my Lord Conway with the Scot. b Forces, to the 
number of about three theuland advanced from Knock frame, as farre 
as the Newry, eight miles beyond Dxnds ke, tooke the Towne upon 
Compoition of giving them their lives that were in the Caltle, which 
was the rather yeelded to , for Sir Edward T revors fake, an ancient 
grave Privy Counſellour of this Kingdom?, then Priſoner within ir, 
whoelſe by a battery,or the baſenelle ot thoſe variets might have beens 
endangered, : 

This newes put the Rebels about Armagh, ſome i'xteene miles from 
thence, into (uch a frightas they preſently hred the Countrey, killed 
molt of the Engliſh remaining, burnt all the houſes and the Corne,and 
fled to Dunzanom, in the County of T yroxe, For the Towne of Armagh 
(Sir Phe'emy O Neite being there himſelfe ) they burnt downe every 
bouſeand Creete in it, burnt the faire Cathedrall ( which they had 
made their Maſſe-houle hitherto ) and the Steeple, 1o that the Bells 

dropped downe, the crucl! murders they committed were it in any 6- 
ther Country won'd be incredible, about a dozen of the Engliſhclape 
op in the lower Goale, they tooke ont of the Towne and butchered 
them; in the upper roome, where the better ſort were, and ſome of the 
Clergy, they ſet tire to it, intending to have burne them in it, but th 


broke open the doore, two of which eſcaped, the reſt were followed, 
and murthered, An old grave man, one Maſter Starkey, of above foure- 


ſcore yeares of age, Maiter of the Free-Schoole of Armagh, whoml 
knew to be an innocent harmeleſſe man, and had bcene Sewer to 
O'12ene Elizabeth, they tooke him with his two Daughters, and at 
Blake-water, not farre fromthence, ſtripped them and drowned them, 


ſome few eſcaping from thence hither, have filled our cares _ _ 
1orrid, 
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horrid , and barbarous as, as I am loath to conclude with them, 
and indeed they are ſo 'many,that they would make a booke of then» 
ſelves, Yet one particular I cannot omit, as a juſt j ent of God 
upon him who was the Authour and prime AQor in the burning the 
Church of Armagh, who three or foure dayes after runne ſtarke mad, 
and fo dyed within the weeke. 

Nor long aftertheſe, came other priſoners to us, eſcaped out of the 
County of {avan ( Fane thefirſt) with their mouthes tull of the like 
ſtories, where abundance of our neighbours here, have beene compel- 
led to take Sanftuary, who ( though of the ancient Engliſh, yet) are 
reported to be more ſet upon cruelty then the meere Triſh. There, up- 
on the hearing of that newes of the Scotch, having the Command of 
the Caſtle of Knockefergus, the Newry and others, they began againe 
to revive among the common Souldiers, their former imaginary hopes, 
that the Scorch were (ent to take their parts, which they were fo cre- 
dulous of, that upon that ground they freely diſmiſſed Captaine Bay 
ly with his wife, his Lieutenant and ſome others of that Nation, con- 
veying them to the Newry, ( a long journey,and fo they came hither) 
onely raking this Oath of them: that T bey ſhould but die as the reſt of 
the Scotch there did, which, howſoever the Rebels macaning was an Al- 
filtance of them, yet they there found they mult be per jured,unlefſe (ac- 
cording to the praftile of their Country men thereabouts } they killed 
men, women, and children. The ſame Treaty they were about with 
the reſt of the Scotch in the County ot Calan, which it ettefted ACCOT- 
dingly, the Rebels ſhall very charitably binde them in a flrifer obliga+ 
tion to cut their throates then elle of themielves they mighe be prone 
unto. |

In Ergl-nd(as in Sco:lord) out prievances ate of two kinds; either ſuch as 
concern the innovagon of our Rdioibe,,or ſuch avebhptrnd our Laws and Li- 
bertics as hath becn often declaged bath by Peritions and Declarations. The 
fountiin from whence theſe our evils have ſprung hath (by too much experts 
ence) been found to ariſe from the before namce Incendiaries of miſchiety the 
Papiſts and Popiſh affezted Clergy, with other of that malignant party. The 
Papiſts who arexnever, waiting to uſe their urmolt power and beſt kill to 
tir up Wars and diſſentions berwcene Kingdomes joyned themſelves in their 
plotting and contriving with the Archbiſhop, as finding him a fit Inflrument 
to work upon, being the dazling. of the time , as Aſounford was in the time of 
Hen.z. the Clergy were gotten to that height that they commanded both per- 
fons and c1ulcs, rhar a: thority was. advanced to that Supremacy ahd Great» 
noſe, that none might fo much as queſtion their doings. No doubr, but theſe 
men now though thetnſclves as great as Anſelme A rchbiſhop of (anterbur), 
did in the time of Edw.r.who rook op him to be cquall, with the King, lay- 
ng in one of his Epifiles tothe Pope. that the Plough of the holy Charch 1s 
drawn by rwo Oren. of equall ftreng;h and beruty, the King and hunſclfe; 
Now they inten” ed :o make their Cannons and Decrces of that force, that 
none ſhould dare preſure to $iſpure on the lawfulneſſe of them , like that 
lear» 
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karned Synod inthe Reigne of Reb Ohen Thomas jrundel was Arc li» 
biſhop of { amer#-o7, where they decreed, that none ſhould dilpute upon 
the Articles, determined inthe Church,nor doubt of the authority of thoſt 
Decrees: the offenders to the contrary ſhould be pronounced Herericks, 
Such was the miſery that began to overtake us by the porent grenneſfſe 

of theſe alpring ſpirits , thatthey incroached remporall Juriſdiction, and 

would have had the whole ſway in their own hands : but as Sauder faith, 

for Priefis to be remporall Judge; 15 ro knit, that which will never be ewi- 

ſted, and for a Divine to meddle 'jn Secular affaires is as if a bird in the 

Ayre ſhould with the Mouldwarp worke in the earth. 

To ſeaſon this lump of matter every Kingdome hath many diſtinct and 
particular Laws or Cuſtomes after a government once ſetled,nor before:as 
a batch of bread confifts of many diſtin&tloafs after the diftinRion which 
before is contained undiftinguiſhed under one lump. A' man conſiſts of 
many diſtinct members, which at the firſt conception was not diſtin&. 

In the next place I will give a wuch of the effeRs rhar have hapned by 
the plots, countels, and endeavours of theſe croaking Frogs;'or rather Spi- 
ders of the Commonwealth. whe by iſſuing forth their deadly poyſon; 
haveccackt the Venice glaſſe of our peace and tranquillity. 

When Scor/rd perceived their Religion betrayed, and their libectics 
nthralled, and by the power and policie of theſe Inſtruments, their Sovc« 
erignes exre (topped from their jult complaints,they openly declared their

counſelsto adviſe his Majetty.that they Declarations were lib?Hous.their 
Petitions, and behaviour rebe'l'ous. And {> began to inforce by the th&r= 
10 ir of »n Army, that which policy could rot atcompliſh. And bke Ge:- 
& Godfrey and others in the Reign of Hen.z.beg>n ro a& the part of their 
lawleflc rage by ſeeking utterly ro deſtroy all thoſe, that withood their 
malicious and wicked e xerprites.and oy Project $, and many heavy t2xcs$ 
oppreſſing the people at home , hoping” by force to overthrow and cut off 
one Nation ata blow,” art fo to drexne the purſes, and poll the eftares of 
the other. that there ſhould be no ability to grin-ſfay them. And alchovgh 
at this inſtant there was no preſent Levies of Arms againlt the SubjeRt Nt * 
England, yet the dabpger and ſuccaſſe 'borly 'of an offenſive or a detenfive 
war dooftentimes p. ove to be of equall hazard , from which I conclude, 
that the deſigne againſt Exg/ontatthar trme was che ſane, and as great if 
not greater, then againſt Scor/oud, A 3 I wal :

Parliament begins ro move in its proper Orbe. Bur here me thinks) my 
diſcourſe wants one of the rinee dimenfions- Ic is long and broad enough, 
yetit wants depth to (hew the occafion or reaſon ofthis ſudden change. 

Great things we know are ſeldom effettet without much difficultic (e- 
ſpecially when chey m.cer with rong oppoſition.) The maligtfant fation 
begin agune to muſter theip frees , they perceive thac if the Pazltamene 
ſhould Þ: Goffered to got on prof] perouſly, theic preſent plots and enterpri- 
ſes would not only be made fruftrare and void, bur the knot ſo broken and 
their wings fo clipt, that theyſhould never be able to pur in practice any 
more notorious Acts ſurable co their deſires.

Now they renew the former pernicious- counſels , and conſider that

of Rowry mac Guyre in the next County, whathreitned (as they 
gave out) to break itt upon then, they promiſing to put a Guargl un 
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tothe Town for their ſecurity, without the leaſt prejudice to any of 
the Inhabitants, either in perſon or goods ; the Town alſo ſ:nding 
out ſome totreat with theRebels, whom they found to intend more 
then was pretended ; but deubting their own (trength tor oppoſi- 
tion, the place being not defencible, the Church being all the guard 
it had, and hearing the Rebels ts be about 4000 ſtrong : Hereupon 
Captain Ryver conceiving it tifne for him to provide for his ſecu- 
rity with thoſe few men hecould on the ſudden get togcther,poſted 
towards Cavan, the Country and time of the yeer being not for /cr- 
vice of horſe , and knowing the aig of the enemy to be chiefly for 
ſurpriling him and his ar». From (aver after tome little ſtay, he

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and by his pr. ſcace amohg them, I might further ugderſtand of their 
con {es 1 ob:aine! thertore thus muchof kim, That he would deli»

Juſtic:'s & >uld be diſpatched upon fighe, being of the greateſt con« 
c:rnment, Theſe Lerters being peruſcd by the Lord, they (ent their 
Commauds to Captain Ryves toretire , which he did, therein pre 
venting the enemy, who the nighe following cook up his quarters, I 
did alſo certific their ! ordſhips of che whole conccirs of th: enzmics, 
leaving to their Wiizdoms to provide both for Drogbeds and Dablin ; 
for as they were eaſily drawn of from Dub/i,to think of Drogbeds, 
fo might they as readily, alter that reſolution again : wherein their 
Lordihips were not wanting;lor while the enemy was ſpending tim: 
about Kell:,T rim, Atbboy & Navan,we gained rhe opportunity of or- 

dering matters to the beſt advantage, both for Dublin and Drogbeds, 

yet fo as by ſame miſcarriage(T cannor yer {iy by whoſe) the enemy 
met wich 600 of our mn, ſent for a turcher ſupply ro Drogbeda, 
whom they defeated, an1 afrer much miſcl1ief thereabouts, ferled then 
ſel ves to the Sizge of that Town ; where, by the Wikdom and Va- 
lour of the Governour, that place had found them work, to the pre- 
ſcrvarien (ia all probability) of D#bliz , and therein , of thewhule 


Ki zdom, 


As for mine own Particular, Having many weeks after continued 
inthe how of my Bondage, I conceived it high timero ſtudy my 
coming off, by all means ; which by Gods affiſtance was ftrangely

degrce, weicl diicovered, And it was by many conceived ſtrange, 
that in a'l that time I was not fuund out by their means : but as I do 
in the firſt place make the work to be C008, So do I next attributeir 
to the havivg thcic hancs in the work wich me, fo as they couldnot 
buc {utler with me, 


Hith. rto hath been dec!arcd the ſtate of matters in that Connery, 
from i!;e 23 ur Otober, rntorthel of December ; a'l being reduced 
into the hanc's 0; the Rebels, exce; ting the two Caſtles of Kylegh 
and Crohan, meinrained againſt them by Sir Fraucs Hammilton, 
tniglc and Baronet, and Sir Fames Craig Knight, 


Thcſe rwo Noble Knights, upon th. hiſt noiſe of the Rebellion 
cid both awak.n the iecurity of orhiers atour them, and provided 
ſor their own deterice, Their Caftles were ſtrong and d:fcnfible, 
which they taruiſhed with men and viualls, Sir Francs Himmilton 
had armed two hundred and fitty Foot, and thirty fix Horſe, moſt of 
his own Tenants ; be was torcd with three Barrelis of Powder, and 
Jaid in Proviſion for {1x months, which yer fell ſhort of that time, 
by receiving into his Caſtle of about Seven hundred other unſer- 
viceabie perſons, men, women, and children almoſt liripped naked, 
and flyinz rhither from the fury of the Rebells, In Sir Jemer 
Cr+igs Caltic at Croban, there were One hundred 2nd twenty, Eefider 


uuſerviceable perſons , who in like manner were fled thither for #& 
juge, to a g:cat number. 


T have before fer forth the honourable quarter given unto Cptain 
Bayly , up. n the lurrender of ( what he could n«t keep) his weak 
old «t th Cavan, it being conditioned that be ſhould have in his 
VP kceping the Arms for bis Company of 50 men with which they 
luft:red

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ſifFered hin to paſſe, and coudiagly he paſſed chem without mole- 
tation, But it being conſidered that he was limited t a place of 
laying th::in-up, an ! that onely ir7his own houſe, being cor e-e.1 with 
thatch, and {.» calily commanded at their pleaſure ; he alſo waiting 
men for guarding of them, for molt of his Company were revo'red, 
we have reaſon to conceive that all this in them was rather 2 9! ye 
breaking, rather then 4 kerping of quarter ; that under a ſh:w of tair 
dealing ,th:y might draw otters who held our, with greater confie 
dence co pur themleives into their hands, 


This was apparant in their proparation made for their marching 
towards Drogvedib ; at which t.m- they concluded che taking into 
their hands thoſe Arms, waich at their pleaturethey might cafily do, 
and which till chen chey ha. forbern to do, 


Hereof Sir Francis Hummilton rec: iving advertiſcry-ne, the nighe 
def re this ſhould have been pur ia execurion, he ſent our 30 Horde, 
and 20 Foor, under the leading of M, A7:/co/me H milton,M.D wid 
Cre /ghron, and James Samervile, (G :nelemen approved for many fr« 
rice; then and aft-r) at the Bridge of Ballibilian ( ca'lel the blick 
Bridye) they Ieft their Foot toma'e good their Retreat, the Horle 
piling tor ward tothe Captains hauſe, whom having mounted, cl:cp 
brought him away together with his Exfrgne, S:rgeant, Colors, and 
what of the Arms they could poſſibly carry with them ; a Service as 
confiderable, as ir was to the undertaters dangerous : For had the 
Alarm, being given t:me enough to the enemy, being 2000, andly- 
i g within icfle chen two miles, and the paſſage of the Blackbridee 
caken from them,they could nor have eſcaped; and a miracle it was 
alm»{t, that in cheriding of 6 miles ((c:rce any by place wanting an 
Ir'th Cotrege) yet they ſhould {> palle undiſcovered, untiil th-z were 
out of all - 4.aq the enemy ai cr wards hotly purſuing, bur in valn, 
Some Pikes the enemy had at:er found in the Captains houſe, which 
could nor in haſte by our men be <cicher carried away, or made unſcre 
viceable; and ſome Plcc.s of Armour wer? ta.en up here and there 
fcarr. red in the way, beingtailen from chem ; fo char now the Rebels

This, and other incn71ion8 out of theſe two Caſtles made upon the 
Rebels r2mainingin thay C ounty,while treir fellows wereat the 
of Drogbed al, eccaltoned ttc ſending back trom the Siege, Edmund 
6 Reyly, facher to the Sheri;/, with command wich what forces he could 
raile, to fakein theſe places; thit 6 chey mlg'1t wichout any diftra 
on int.nd their great deligne a0: 04% 


For eff ing hereof, To thoſe railed in that County were joyned, 
others called in from the neig'h1>»n7 County of Le:rim, both making 
ur 1byv- 2002, wainm Elms their Comman ler conceived more 
th: ſuffici-nc tor that ſe-yice, parpoling ro beliege both Caltles ar 
ones, which he might cafily and conveniently have done, For they 
were w'thin little more then a mile»of each other, being on the ane 
fic: ſhuc in wich water, over which at that time there could b: for 
the veſ1og4d, mo pattige; other parts being compaſſed with Woods, 
Se f-xtheenemies purpoſe, wherein they might ia have placed them 
Clves, as their could be no getting off thar way, Inthe midſt be- 
tworn bach Cattles, did Rand the Town of K:l;handra, belonging 
to Sir Francis Himmilton , convenient for the enemies quarters, 
auſwering to both places, and ſufficient with all conveniency of 
good houſes to lodge the whole Army ; fo that ehcre waned nothing 
ro advantage the befieges, or to dittreffe the belicged, 


L[pon Intelligence received of their approaching (for the Scouts 
were the only Incelligencers. ) Sir Francs Hammilton lene oura 
arty of Horſe and Foor, burning all places abvur , beginning with 
ny own Town of Kifiſpan1rs, by hirgſelf buile and planred, that 
it-mig4t nor ſtand the enemy in ſtced ; (alſo did Sir Fames Craig, 
about him ; whereby the Febell was diſappointe1 of his quarters; 
without which he could mot ſubfiſt in that col4 ſeaſon of t roſt and 
Snow z finding it more then he was well able ro doy to (tay there, 
onl; cwo nights,

That time of his being there, was ſpent in drawing up towards 
Sir Lames Craig: Caltle of Crohany, whence they wete beaten backe 
wich their loſle of 14 men, and the taking priſoners of Laghlyn 0 
Rewrke,and Brian O Rewrke, emigent perſons among them,and prime 
leadersof the Letrim rebels, theſe were aſter exchanged by Sir Fames 
Craig for Dr. Bedell Biſhop of Kilmore and ſome others yet contrary 
$0 this agreement didthey againe lay hold on that Reverend Perſon, 
only affording him a being, where they might at their pleaſare com- 
mand him, where he after died : being one of the brighteſt lighes of 
that Charch, both for learning and a ſhining converſation, and in 
his conſtant diligence in the worke of che miaiitry a patterne to 0- 
thers, 

The Enemy ſoone weary of his bad lodging, and worſe cater- 
tainment, though his lofle were not great, His offers of faire quarter 
being reieed, prepared to be gone: yet not without doing ſomething 
anſwerable to the greatnefle of his preparations and the expeRation 
every where had of thera : which was,the ſtealing away of ſome few 
ſtragling cattle about the Caſtles ; I fay ſtealing them away, for he 
durſt not advance within fight or command of musket (hot of either, 
and with thele great ſpoyles did he r-turne in triumph, ſupplying 
_—_— wanted of doing, with menaccs and promiles, of what he 
wou:d doe. 

About a fortnight after, it being given out that they meant to re- 
turnc; Sir Francu Hamilton (cnt abroad 13 horſes to burne all with- 
in three or foure miles about him : in doing whereof,they diſcoyered 
the Enemy drawing towards them, being about three bundred, of 
which having ſens ſpeedy notice to Sir Francs (which allo be coun» 
manded they hould doe) who toanſwer any ſuch occafion, had in 
readinefſe other twelv: horſes and fixty foot, with whom he march» 
ed, calily direting his courſe by the fices his men before ſent forth 
had made,for they according to their direions ſo avoyded the Ene, 
mygthar yet they (til kept them in play ,coafting from place to place 
necre about,and firing what they came neez,expeRing the comming 
up of their ſeconds : Sir Franc had in a convenient place for hiy 

owne retreit, and for lng the Enemy fhouldthey tollow him, 
kid forty five of his foot : a wich fifteene of the ableſt of them 
drew up, with whom and hl m_ foure horſes, he ſet RON 
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Rebels, at the firſt volly killing fx of them, of whom Fr.0 roark; a 
Fryar was one, whoin the Habit of his Order did lead the Cog 
pany,nt the next there fell nine, he: Enemy Randing to it while moſt 
of our Bandileeres were ſpent, but being broken by the Horſe they 
fled and were purſued about two miles : chirty feaven of them were 
flaine, the comming on of the night, and the diſadvantage of the 
wayes for horſe, in reſpe& of their foot, ſaving the reſt. There were 
taken priſoners, Owea O owrke their Commander, one of great & 
ſteemezznd Philip 0 reply Vnkle toPhilip Mac Hagh O reyly,Colonel 
(as they call him) of thit whole County. 

All meanes were uſe.1,by Treaties, and threatningyfor getting off 
theſe priſoners z concerning whom Sir Francs was ſolicited by fre 
quent Letters from Edmund 0 rey {y,but in vaine: theſe being relerved 
(13perſons of the beſt reſpeR+) to aniwer any the like occaſion that 
might befall the beſt of ours. | 

In ſuch Services tood matters in thoſe parts, untill the firſt of F 
bruary, at which time there was great expeRation of what ſhould be 
done agatnſt rheſe two Caftles by Mulmore © reyly the Sheriffe; for fo 
I muſt (till call him, he calling himſelfe ſo, notwithitanding he had 
been already diſcharged, but chiefly to diſtinguiſh him from othen 
of the ſame oangen | of lefſe note, he being in their e{teem the ſecond 
in that County. "t 

As the ſeverall Ioffes the country received from theſe few Britiſh, 
had before drawne Edmwnd 9 reply with ſome of his men from before 
Droghedah, {o their proceeding in the ſame courſe notwitbitanding, 
& principally the ſaid Fdmmwnady late repulſe,with all choſe forcet,and 
the taking and keeping of their late priſoners, called home from 
that ſiege Mrlmore © reyly, for doing what his father Edmwndcould 
nots 

Whereinwe may finde of what conſequence theſe ſeeming ſleight 
ſervices have been to hinder the proceedings of the Enemy abroad. for 
befides the reſerving a conſider1ble number at'the firſt at home'ſo a8 
they could not goe forth with their f1ll powerzit did dayly diminith 
their Army before Droghedah:firſt,in the comming away of F dmwnd, 
then of this Mulmore O r-1/y,who though they returned without any 
pear nombers, yet forme they had; and thoſe under their command 

bchind foone after followed them notwithſtanding any _ 
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mand eo the contrary, weighing the greatneſſe of the ſervice in the 
Couaty ol Cavan, by the eminency ot the perſons ſent about its 
and judging, theirlabouur beer ſpent in mainiziiting at home what 
was their own, then loling that and themfſclvcs inJooking atier 
that they never had and never were likely to have: fo that of 3099 
men that went out of that County tothe liege of Drogbedah there rc 
mmained not 70S with Philip mac Hugh 0 Keyly their Chicte Con 
mander : and the moſt deiperate attempts that have been made ej- 
ther againſt chat Towne, or tor hin 'ring che ſupplies ſent to it by 
ſea, were done by thoſe of this Cuunty. Hereby alſo.mighc appeare, 
could any Forces at that time haye been ſpared about Dxblir 
and ſent in this _——— ſervice they might have done for 
railing the ſiege of Drog 3; forthe Town was blocked up on 
that part that lay towards Dublin it not onely yet chicfly by the 
Cavan Forces, whom we ſce drawn home by an bandtull of men. 
Hereby laſtly we may ſee of what conſequence it had been to have 
fince the fiege of Droghedah,lent ſome Forces into that part for re- 
lieving cheſs ewo Caltles, whereby the enemy mighe (til! have been 
kept on worke, other places in the ſarve County turniſhed with the 
like gariſons,and by buraing the reſt, not ſuffering it to be(as now, 
it is) the harbour of thoſe, who, if not prevented , may make the 
latter end with us worſe than the beginning. 
But leaving this neceſſary dig 100, for which I doe intend the 
whole diſcourſe,I return where left. 

Mulmore 0 Reyly being returned from before Droghedab, where 
he left Philip mac Hugh o Reyly, he began to gather up kis men noc 
doubting to make but one , and that no long worke of what he 
came about : therein alſo ambitious of the of doing that 
wherein others had failed. Of fach as came along with him, chat 
followed after him, that he found in the Country, and whom he 
called in out of the Countrey of Lerrim, he framed the body of an 
army of 2700, and that it might not be ſhort in number of that 
with which be hoped at his fart ſetting out co take Deblin it (elte, 
he ſent for Robert Nugent of C erleuften in the County of Wrftmearh, 
a Gentleman of 15001. per ammems,who u ſe of the Armes 
in both Caftles(the queſtion not being of taking the places, but for 
dividing the ſpoyles) came io _ with 300 choice wa n 
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With this Army of three thouſand men, befides a ravltitade of 
others who followed to behold the ſport ( for no otherwiſe diy 
they conceive of it) Aſulmwre did quarter about five miles over 
oight inthe places next the Caltles which had not been barnt,pur- 
po'ing to begin thenext day & with the Gay to take all beforehim, 

The newes hereot did no way diſinay thoſe who were toreceive 
them, they being (o farre from immuring themſelves up in their 
Forts, there tocxpet them, that Sir Francis Hammilion Crewn 
his fna!! mmber into the held, placing in the jane being the high 
way lerding trom Killihandra to his Caltle of Kylrgh 150 men, 
ſome few Miquetecres being here and there left ing laces of great- 
eſt advantave. And that the enemy might not by making a neerer 
way tg this Caſtle (which he might do) tinde him worke in many 
places at once, he commanded thirty horſeto guard the Wind- 
mill-Hill j »yning to the highway towards Kithhardra by which 
theenemy muſt march, being alſo { neere to his Caltle,that they 
might heare and nnde1ftand ore another tpeakivg aloud. Behind 
the horle, he caſt up a (mall ſconce of Earth guarded with (ixtcen 
Muzsketeeres, to whom the horſe might retire, an 1 both of them to 
make good that paſſage. It was alſo ſo ordered, that thoſe fcat- 
rered Musketeeres that were furtheit off having given fire an1 done 
theic parts there, ſhould recire ts the next, an | they united doing 
their duty, to fall together back to the next, doing in like manner, 
untill being forced to give ground they might make a taire and or- 
derly retreat for detence of the Caſtle, 

The enemy now 1n {ight, put forth ſome horſe to skirmiſh with 
ourz on the Windmill-hill. Of theirs three fel),and the ret fell off, 
natill by che comming on of the whole body, our horſe fell backe 
under #he command of the Muzketerres ; who giving fire, the 
enemy was forced to keepe himſelfe ro the high-way leading 
to Kilihandra, making in the ſtreet a ftand te confider of his 
courſe. 

His intent was not now, as theirs before, to beſiege, Thedull 
proceedings of his father ſuited not with the waies of this heady 
yorg man : he is wholly for the afſa»/r. Neither will be begin with 
Crohan as did the other, but reſolveth to fall upon that which 
of the two was the [trongeſt and the bed proyided place, _m to 
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keepe his firſt man , Sir Francs Hammilton by whom he was moſt 
injured. For at that inſtant one of the Musketeers placed in the lane 
tooke aime, and , though at very great diſtance, knockt downe a= 
mong the company one Fxz-Stmonds an Enfigne-bearer, at whole 
fall there was a great CTY» 

Whereupon a hundred commanded Musketeeres of the enemy 
ſe!l in within the ditches on both fades the lane, to beate upon ours 
within the lane, while theic maine body came direQly torward. 
Both one and the other of. thera were (uthciently galled by our 
ſhot; who performed well, and obſerved their commands. For the 
firſt looſe ſhot having diſcharged their parts retired, and with thoſe 
unto whom they put themſelves made good their ground , till by 
degrees retreating, they did altogether bet.k: themlelves to thoſe 
places and datjes appointed them for the defence of the Caſtle. 
Some onely charging of muskets, others diſcharging them from the 
Hankers, windows,aod batlements. 

For now was the enemy approiched ; having firſt preſented 
the defendants wich a great Peece upon cartizges,planted on Wind- 
mll-hill, after our men had forſaken 1t, with which a battery was 
thre:tned, if they yeelded not. Bur as it cquld, not ſpeake tor ic 
ſelte, being but counterfeic, and made of wood ; fo did it worke 
nothing upon them in the Caſtle , who were wholly intent upon 
thoſe who were now ſoneer that they were under the command of 
their Muskers. 1646 | | 

Theenemy finding many of their men to fall,retiredunder a rifin 
of ground where we could not burt them. Thence they ſent and Fo 
red a ſtable, barne, other out-houſes,and ſome ſtacks of Corne,that 
they might march unſeen under a cloud of ſmoake which the wind 

did torheir great advantage driveupon the Caſtle, Some of them 

with eaves of Oats, ftraw burninggoo the cops of their pikes 
ran tothe Flankers, thruſting them into choſe places whence the 

musketeers plaied uponthem. by the fire and ſmoake to force them 

Out ; one of them adventurouſly laid bold of a musket in one of the 
ſpike-holes ready to be diſcharged- Thus came they on in a moſt 

deſperate manner, being before made, rothatend, morethen halfe 

drunke with their Aquavire, continuing in that headlong courſe 
about three quarters of an houre without gaining any thing upon 
us 
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as ( wanting ſcaling ladders) but lofing themſelves, theit bodies 
beeing laid open to our ſhot trom all parts, asthe breakivg upof 
the ſmoke gave way to diſcover them. Neither did their thot a« 
gainſt our walls, windowes, or batlements, of which they were not 
ſparing out of ſuch places of advantage whence we could rot com: 
mand them, do us any hurt, Thus having wearicd themfelye 
out in vaine, and being at length ſencible of their deſperate ua- 
dertakings, they now cake care how to get off with leaſt prejudice, 
they being no more to be gotten on by all that could be taid or 
don by their Commanders, Icannot ſay their Leaders , for none of 
their Officers would come up in all this ſervice : which being ob+ 
xRed to them while they urged a ſecond affaulr , ene of the Cap» 
taines to ſhew his forwardneſſe above ethers would goon, and 
turning about to his Souldters he was met with a bullet which 

fed through both his cheekes , which was co him, and all bis 
—_ , and followers a ſufhcient ſtop, from proceeding any 
urther, 

Whereupon they altogether retreated z now applying them- 
ſelves to what they aremore skilfull in, the gathering together and 
taking away all » © cattell that were without the Caſtle, which 
they did , doing the like through all the way they went back, 
for ſix miles together, left any ſhould fall in the power of our men 
for their ſupply. | 

The ſhot in this hight was heard in the (ſte Clrghontty two 
miles off by water, and the Priſoners therein; ſeeing the fire and 
ſmoke,conceived Sir Fraxcis his Caſtle trad been burnt. 

Ia all this it could not be but very many of the enemy muſt have 
beene killed , yet could we underſtand of no more then 167, few 
of thoſe that were hurt ever recoveting. Oe of ours was ſhot 
through a ſpikehole,another had His Artnor and tibletſbot chrough, 
withont torther harme , who ſeeing the paſlage it had. made, hee 
told vis fe)low that it could not be but that he wasaddead man, 
thoogh he felt no hurt, neither could be perſwaded till anbrace 
ing himfſelfethebullerwas found between his doublet and zhirt.Þr is 
obſerved that m the whole ſervice from the 29. of Oftober ti Ithe 
15 of June, (crting aſide och as were cut off in Rragling , "there 
were loſt in fight , no more then five tnen belonging to this Cattle, 
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one of them being Robert Mac Lalen a Sergrant,, who being 
taken at an advantage , was barbaroully mangled having thirty fix 
wounds 

Thus have we ſcene the end of this great undertaking, neither 
durſt the Enamy make another like approch for three monethy 
after; conceiving himlſelie ro have donne ſufficiently in placing 
g'itards upon Bridges,and palles,many miles off,not thereby to make 
his way upon us, but to hinder our incurfions ( which he feard ) 
upon his G 

"Yet could not this be any ſtop to Sir Francs Hammilton, who 
within twodayes after , breaking into the parts of the County of 
L:trim to him adjoyring, with 20 Horſe and 100 Focer-heving kid 
led ſome ſtragglers (tor others he met none Yeturned with 49 Cowes 
and 200 Sheeps 

Defirous alſo to ery the countenance of bis Neighbours pla- 
ced by him ( the Enemies guards about Fredies Bridge , and the 
bridge of Ballihillian ;) and thence to;bring in ſore Corne for 
his fapply, he fent oat 60 mugketeeres. with ſome woman and 
youths,to carry away the Corae being burnt out ofthe eare(az the 
falkion there is, when they want time to.thraſh ). theſe being dey

with a moſt terrible cry, as if we fied. Whereupon Sir Francs 
makinga ſtand, he mounted forty Musketecres behin41 his Horſe- 
men and galloped after them , ng to gaine a place of 
firengeh which lay berweene them and the Bridge, and-{o toen- 
pigethem betweene bis men» Bat they landing his incent, made 


trom him thitherwacd , and baving poſſeſſed themſelves aw 
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of made themſelyes for reſiſtance, of which we having killed ong 
man, retired without being any further purſued, in the returne, bur 
ning all before us, 

About this time, the bloody Sheriffe thus diſappointed of his 
cruelty, and for revenging on ſome what he ſuffered trom others, 
commanded thoſe poore Brictifh that were left in the Townect 
Beltwrbet and not able to follow thereſt, to be tcrced from off che 
Bridge into the deep river,where they were all roche number of 69, 
iwallowed up and periſhed. 

This being reported to them at Kylagh and Crohan, Sir Fraxcy 
Hammilton,and Sic James Craig reſolved on revenge,they going forth 
in ſeverall parties. 

Sir Pranci« with 30 Horſe and 100 Foote, drew to a placecalled 
Derewily borderjng on the County ot Letrim , having intelligence 
of 60 rebels. lying in a wood. To the place he came without diſco- 
very about the dawning of theday, ſurprifing them in their cabbing 
and beds; of whom 27 he ſlew, taking 14 priſoners, the Souldiers

families (as I doubt nor bur upon enquiry it would ap- 
are) withour rhe writings of the Prophers and'Apo- 
les, A Chniſtian ſou/dier without his word; a Chriſtian 
builder without his r#le and ſquare, 2 Chriſtian calling 
withour rhe inſtruments and ballances of rhe SanQury

this rich and precious armour, that is more precious then gold 
(as is faid particularly of faith) doe for want of a right uſe of 
4t, live uncomfortably, and carry themſclves unevenly in cvill 
times, are well nigh overwhelmed ſometimes ; theretore Lbe- 
eech yoube carefull to getand ul= theſe graces and pecces of fpi- 
rituall armour, that you may be able to ſtand, and with comtort 
to hold up your heads in evill dayes. That is the ſecond ule we 
ſhould make of this point, to prepare tor the Mount for evill and 
bard times. 

Thirdly, This point ſhould teach us not to marvell,mach l:|: 
murmure, it great att1F1ons and troubles doc come, whether per- 
{onall or Nationall, Thinke it nat ſtrange (farth the Ap I 
concerning the fiery tryall, which ut to try you, 45 though [ome ſtrangt 
whing h:ippened unto you, Though a nun ſhould be brought to 
this exigent, That eth:c he mat part with his liberty, goods, 
reput? in the world, life and all, or deny the truth, and d:ſobey 
God ; yet he ſhould not thinke it ſtrange, much ifs maranre, 
vat checrtully undergoe it, It is no ſtrange thing to be brought 
mo [traits and troubles, to be aftlited, yea ſometimes to be 
brouzhc into great extremity : It is ordinary,it-hath often been 
to with the Churchof God, in all ages, as well as with parts 
evlar pertvas, as all thoſe gaſtances above mcationed, and this 
Nation 
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Nation can witneſlſe by often experience, by reaſon of the many 
malicious delignes of malignant and bloud-thirſty Papiſts, who 
of all enemics the Chriſtian Church hath, are the molt cruel, 
bloudy, inhumane and barbarous, as bad or worſe then the Hea» 
thens and Pagans ever were to the FeWes under the old, or Chri- 
ſtians under the New Teſtament, 

Therctore let not us or any wonder at it, 2s if aſtrangething 
happened to us, ſuch as never or rarely fals out to any, much lcfl: 
faint under it, and murmure or repine, but with cheerfulnefl:, 
courage and conſtancy undergoe jt.

Firſt, inre{pet of our condition, both prefent and future in 
Heaven, : 

1. In reſpe& of our preſent condition, The faithtall, the 
godly are Souldiers, Labourers, Sowers, cc. Now conlider all 
theſe, and ſee if there be not a kind of neceſlity, in reſpect of 
their condition of mecting with troubles. 

1, Thetruc Chriſtian is a Sow/dier, and a Souldier mult meet 
with traits, hard ſervices ſometimes, fight hard betorehe gets 


the vitory, endure blowesand dangerous wounds fometimes, 
F 2 un 
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runne through the pikes (as we ſay) before he gets the vitory, 
ſo muſt a Chriſtian, A Chriſtians life is a warfare, and you 
know, it is no new thing for Soaldizrs, to heare the Drum 
beat, Trumpets found, the Cannons roare and Bulicts fly about 
their Ears and Heads, and ſomtimes dangercully pierce their bo- 
dics ; ſo it is not to be wondred at, much Icfſz murmurd 
at : If Satan and evill men let fiy at us ; if afflictions and 
troubles come : Therefore it we be Chrilts Souldiers, Ict us 
looke for ſach things, make a ſure account of them, yea, 
and ſometimes to haye them thick and three-fold like Jobs 
Mcſſengers- 

2. Atrne Chriſtian is a Labowrer, A Labourer muſt work 
early and late, labour hard, undergoe much paine and travell; 
So the husband-man mult not onely worke hard, but cndure 
many a cold blaſt, many a ſtorme beforc he gets the crop in» 
to the Barne ; ſo the godly muſt looke to undergoe many 
a hard ſervice, indure many a ſtorme of aftiition , before he 
comes tothe harveſt, totriumph in Heaven. This in reſpeR of 
our preſent condition. 

2. In reſpe&t of our futare condition, Heaven is a time 
of reſt, of triumph, and reaping a harveſt : Now reſt is at- 
ter motion, and there can be no triumph before viRory, and 
no victory with litting ſtil, without blowes, Before a man 
can reape he muſt endure a great deale of labour, wet and 
dry, heat and cold, hunger and thirſt : a husbandmans lite 
is a laborious and paintfull life ; and ſo it muſt be with the 
trac Chriſtian before he comes to tryumph and reape the fruits 
of a ſound profeſſion, and a wel-led life in Heaven, Thus in re» 
{pc of our condition both preſcnt and future, 

_, in reſp2& of our enemies, it cannot bee other» 
wile, 

1. The Dive a moſt implacible enemy, who continually 
goeth about like 4 roaring Lyon, ſeckhing whom he may devoure, 
by all wayes and mcancs, aud at all times, ſ:cking to 
marre our pzace, 1moitter our lives, yea, to deſtroy our 
loules, 

2, Wicked men have a moſt invenomed nature ( all of 
chm) azaint godlincle and an inveterate camity againſt the 
11ghtcous 
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rightcous, though they dee not al wayes equally ſhew it ; God 
reltraines them a!l more or lefſz, for the goud of his p:ople, 
th.rc (hould other x1fs be no living for the righteous upon 
the carthame:1g evil men ; and of all Secs ard Religions, 
rone are more crucll and blood-thirſty then the Papilts are, 
eſ>ecially the Prieſts and }cſuites, and therefore it cannot be 
expeRed,but that the godly theuld meet with troubles in this 
world, in reſpec of our malignant enemies, even 3/l the troubles 
they can procure, 

1hirdly, In reſpe& of the place where wee live, likened 
toa Wildernefir, to a Seca, As it was with //reel when 
they went out of efgypr to Canaan, they went through 
the Wilderr.efle : So muſt the faithfull //rael of God doe 
row, to goe to Heaven, pafle through the Wildernefſe of 
this world. Now in a Wildernefſe there are Bryars and 
Thornes, Wolves, Beares, Lyons, Serpents, &c. and it is not 
ſtrange for the honeſt Traveller to meet with fuch creatures 
there ; even ſo the gedly meet with ſuch kind of men in this 
world, who are ever and anon ready to vex, trouble and de- 
youre them, David faith, My ſoule dwelleth among Lyons, Wic® 
ked men are in the facred Scriptures, likened to, and called 
Lyons, Doggs, Wolves, Vipers, Serpents and almoſt all man- 
ner of ſavage beaſts, becauſe they have the like evill diſpoſt- 
tions, and dec hike aRtons, and the godly are compared to 
Lambes, Doves, Sheepe, and other ſuch like harmleſle, proti- 
table creatures, no marvell then, if the godly be aſſaulted and 
put hard to it many times by evill men, 

The world is alſo likened to a Sea, and we fayle (15 it were) 
in the barke of our fraile bodies, now what is more utuall 
then to have windes and ſtormes at Seca ? to be toll:dtoand 
fro, to meet with foule weather ? 10 heare the waves roare and 
rage and daſh into the ſhip, alſo ſometimes to light on the rocks, 
yea, to fatter ſhipwrackon the rocks and dangerous fands ? So 
if (as we ſayle in the barke of our fraile bodic towards Heaven) 
the windes blow, and ſtormes ariſe, ready to finke our (ſhip 
or ſplit heron the reckes, is it any new or ſtrange thing 
that wee ſhould be much moved at it 2 It is therefore a point 


of wiſcdome to prepare for, ard patiently undergo what 
F 3 can= 
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cannot be avoiled ; rmny Heathens Fave on this conſderaricn 
under2-9532 much, and why thould nut Chrutiaas much mac 
mMax2 4 vertue of nec they ? 

4. Con'1der the nature of theſe troucl:s, they are light and

and have others honcur them. Receive him therefore in the Lord 
with all gladneſſe ({aith the Apoſtle) and have ſuch in reputation,

Se God will honour them hereafter, If we ſuffer With him, 
we ſhall alſo be glorified with him, They ſhall walke with me

3- The Lord fomntimes delivers his people by diſcovering the 
enemics plots and deſignes againſt them, betore they take ct- 
tet, though never ſo cloſcly contrived, and ſecretly carried, 
and a plot timely diſcovered 1s prevented, and fals to nothing, 
but tothe hurt of the plotters. T hus Goa ſaved Iſracl,not once or 
mice, by diſcovering the counſcls and delignes of the King of 
$114 againit them : The ] -wes, by diſcovering the bloudy 
plut of Haman againſt them : The Jewes plot againſt Sal, to 
kill him in the way :# So God hath faved this Kingdome, not 
once nor twice, but many times, from eminent dangers, eſpe- 
cially from the Spaniſh Navy in 88, the Gun-powder Treafon 
in ' 605, a few houres befure it ſhould have taken cf#<R, and 
trom many del{truQive counſcls and defignes within theſe few 
yeares laſt palt, which are freſh in every mans memory, mercics 
never to be forgotten,or thought of, without a thankfull remem- 
brance of them : Yea, as one well obſerveth, God hath promi- 
ſed, that rather then the rage of men ſhall take place to his di- 
honour, 4 bird of the ayre ſhall carry the voyce, and that which bath 
Wings ſhall tell the matter, 

4. Sometimes God delivers his people by diverting the ene- 
mics power another way,So when Sav/ cane againſt David,and 
had almoſt compaſled him abeut, and taken him and his menin 
the wilderneſſe of Afaon, a ſudden unexpeRted invalion of the 
Philitiner, inforced Saul to retire, and turn his forces againſt 
the Plaliſtines, So when Senacherib intended in a mighty rage 
to fall upon Hezeksah and Judah, he was conitrained to bend his 
forces again't Tirhakah. And thus God turnes the power evenof 
the greateſt enemics, whitherſocver he will as a man may turne 
a (hip at his pleaſure by the rudder, a very ſmall thing, and fo he 
doth other creatures alſo, reſtraining not only their voluntary, 
but even their naturall ations at his pleaſure, as the fire from 
burning the 3.children, and the Lyons from devouring Da- 
mel.

$cir, When he faved Hez:hiah, he dettroyed 185 co0 of Send- 
cheribs numerous army, When he ſaved the Zewes, he deſtroyed 
Hamas the ] ewes enemy, and his ſoanes, and all thoſe that rote 
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upagainſt them. Likewiſe often when he delivered 1-ae/under 
the Judges, and in the time ct the Kings, he deſtroyed or gric- 
yoully puniſhed the proud enemics of his people. For Cod uſeth 
wicked mcn but as rods to corre his children, and when they 
arc correQed and bettered, that he will uſe that rod no more, 
then he throwes the rod into the fire, The facred Scripturesare 
clearc and full to this purpoſe, and abundant in examples of this 
kind, 

Ard aſſuredly, he is ſtill the ame God, as powerfull,as wiſe, 
as loving and good as eycr to his people, as faitbfull jn his pro- 
miſes, and as jult, and full of indignation againſt his and their 
enemies, as eycr he was, and therefore will full ſhew himſclfe 
for his people, and againſt their enemies as much as eycr here» 
tofore, So that the Turke, the great enemy of the Chriſtians, and 
Antichriſt, the grand enemy of the true Church of Chriſt, muſt 
downz,and tall,and periſh. It is prophclicd long agoc, in Saiat 
Johns time, and by him, Bahylon the great (viz, myſticall Ba 
bylon, Rome) u fallen, i fallen, and in truth allo, in part alrca- 
dy, and 1s declining in number, wealth, mncnct, power, 
glory, and credit every day more and more, It remarkeably be- 
gan to fall, when Zathey that renowned tervantot God, did fo 
publickcly ſet up the ſtandard of the Goſpell, and ſo many thous» 
ſands did reſort unto it,and many thouſands fell oft from the Pope 
to Chriſt,in Germany, France,the LoW-Connries, in Encland and 
Scetland : And it was no {mall wound to the Antichriſtian beaſt, 
that that Nation gave to it the other yeare, Ad ſur. y (ovlovet) 
the downefall of Antichrif, the Pope, that Man of franc 4 his 
Adherents, the Papacy, and Romane Hierarchy Caiinci {1 cons 
ccive) be far cf, if not very near at hand, 

Thirdly, this may be of good uſe to ſupport and comfe rt us 
for the preſent, and in fature times, againit all extremities and 
troubles whatſoever, God will be 25 good [till to his fervants, all 
that walke in the ſteps of the faith and obedience of Abral am, 
as to the faithfull in former ages. For our greater comfort, let 
us inſtance in 5 .caſes, namely, in caſe of extremity, of want or 
danger, of loſſe, of violent temptations, of Gods ſeeming not 
to heare prayer, and of ſpirituall deſertion. 

I. In caſe of extreame want or danger, we (hould ſecke = 
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God, and depend upon him, the al-ſatficicnt, and faithfull God,

God will not deliroy his people, he will not deliver them up

1. All the former examples, and many more upon record, 
both in divine and hamane Hiſtories (which might be menti- 
oned) of Gods goodnefle towards his peeple in their ſtraits, are 
encouragcments to us : For what/oever was written afore rime wild 
Written for our inſtruttion, that We through patience and comfort of 
the Scriprure might have hope ; And therefore wh y thould we 
be diſcouraged > humbled for our owne and others finnes, 2nd 
Gods diihonour, indeed we ſhould bs, but not difcouraged, ning 
dewne the head as men without hope. Therefore

1. God ſpared England when it was at the worlt, when Re- 
ligion, Lawes, and all went downe the wit nde, and fcir\2a man 
durſt p wblickcly fhz2w his face for God, when prophanenefis, 
fuperſtition, and idolatry increaſed greatly wrt thout controute, 
and no thoughts of R-formation ; 2nd th —_ much more 
will he ſpare it now,Reformation is becun, If God ſhould now

ther it wow. we to hs great diihonour, the cnz;nics of the

1. A notable inſtance to this purpoſe in 7e-o/aphars dayes, he 
ſzcing things greatly amiſſe in the Church, and Civill State, ſet 
upon the worke of Reformation, purged the houſe of God, and 
reformed much inthe Church and Common- wealth, preſently 
upon that came the /Moabites, the Ammonites, and the inhabi- 
tants of Mount Ser againlt him, with fo great an army, that he 
prot-fl:d, there was no might in him and h:s people to withſtand them, 
and that they knew not What to ave ; yet the enemics of Ju4ah hid 
a mighty overthrow,and why ? becauſc Fe/»/aphat had put him- 
{cite and his people 1nto a good poſture of defence, inreſpeRt of 
their ſpirituall ſtate towards God, by their humiliation and re- 
formation, they were returned againe to the Lord, and ſought 
him; and therefore God would not now leave them, when they 
had molt need of his help : Yea, when Pagan Nznizeh did begin 
torefurme and turn? away from their evill wayes, God did not 
deltroy them as he had threatened, and otherwiſe had undoub=-

2. From the equity of the duty 2,Wayes. 

Firlt, becauſe Gods mercies to the fathers are mercies to their 
poſterity, future generations are the better for them ; Here the 
mercy {h:zwea to Abraham in faving {/aac was a mercy to all 
ages ; He wasto be the ſ{ced of the Church, 7» him, 5.e, in the 
Mefliih that was to be berne of him, all Nations ſhould be bleſs 
fed, So we this day reape the frmt of thoſe great d-liverances 
in 88. and from the Gun-powder treaſon, and others lince ; if 
either of thoſz,or theſe had taken c#:R, either we had nut now 
been at all; or been miſcrable ves to Antichriſt, both im our 
ſoules, b--dies, ar:d cltates, without the wonderfull and ex- 
traordinary mercy of God ; and therefore great reaſon ſuch great 
mercics and dcliverances 'hould be recorded,and the memory of 
th:m perpetunted, that the generations to come after us, who 
have the bene'it of them, ſhuuld know them, and blcſſe (0d for 
them. This ſhall be written ſoy the generation to come and the peo« 
ple n hich fall be created hill praiſe the Lord, 

Secondly, It is equall alfo, that there ſhould be ſome propor» 
tion bet wecn cu reccits and our returncs ; our mercics arc great, 
extraordinary, laſing, ſtanding mercies for future times, and 
therefore vrcat reaſon vur rcturncs of praiſe ſhould be more then 
ordinary,latting,and continucd in our poſicrity. 

3- Such mercizs and d-hvcronces ſhould be ſpecially noted, 
and the remembrance of th:m perpetriatcd 19 reſtifie owr love to 

Goa, aeſire of bu glory, and hrarty thanke)ulneſſe toi his gouonele, 
care and providence over is, which appeares 1n that we would 
have his goodnefſ: to be remembred, and his praiſe to live when 
we arc dead.So men doc with bencfacors,record their pans 
an 
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#4 bounty, ſet up a Monument with wfcriptions, that after 
times may rcade their kindnefſe and bounty towards us, wkom 
we love and deſire to honour for their benchicence towards us,c{» 
pectally it publicke, and much more thould we labour to per= 
petuate the mercies and praiſes of our good and bountifull God 
and Saviour, to teſtihe our love te him, and defire of his glory, 
Inthis caſc a gracious heart inay uſe the words of Paxl, who 
ſaid, The love of Chriſt conflraineth ws, 1f we truly love God, 
and dcfire to honour him, we thall endeavour to perpetuate his 
prailcs. 

4. We ſhould take ſpeciall notice of, and labour to continue 
the remembrance of {pec1all dcliverances and mercies, for the 
benefit of future ages, for the ſtrengthening their faith comtort and 
ſupport in evill tunes, For thi cauſe (laith David) fball every 
ene that 14 godly pray unto thee. We have heard with our eares,0 God, 
(tay the faithfull im evill times) Onur fathers have told 1s what 
Work, thou did(t in their dayes, in the time of old, and marke what 
uſe the Church makes of Gods former mercics and deliverances 
to his people, T bow art my King, O God, command deliyerances 
for Jacob, through thee We will puſh downe our enemies, through 
thy name we will tread them wnder that ri/e wp again #, There- 
membrance of tormer mercies to his people, though long be- 
fre, doth firengthen their faith, and put courage into them in 
their ſtraites, makes them conhident in evill times, and to reſt 
on God in their greateſt exigents, and this uſe wee ould 
ever make of tormer deliverances,as did allo David, Par! and 
others, 

T his being 4 anty /o apperent and neceſſury, it may ſerve to re- 
prove and condemne the great ingratitude and vile practulz of inoſt 
men,and of our ſelves in particular, who arc fo far from perpetu- 
ating the remembrance of Gods mercics and dcliveranices to our 
{clves and the Land, That , 

1. Many doe not retwrne thanks to God for them, no, ſcarce 
while they are freth and new, betore our eyes, e{pccrally for 
ſmaller, more ordin:ry and common mercies and dcliveran- 
Ccs. 

We cannot looke any way beſide mercies : ]1f we looke into 
our ſelves, we have our being,our ſoules and bodics,all our _ 
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bers, facultics and abil:ti:s from God wich the continuance of 


them : It welooke withonr us, on the Heaven, the Eatth and 
Seas, m-at, drinke, clothing, houſes, the fre, water, ayre we 
breathe in, every creature-is ainercy, There are allo ſpiritual 
mercies, G01 gaveus his Sore, a wonderfull mercy and dclive- 
rancce wrouzin by him for ms, the Gofcll, the Word and 
Sacraments, great mercies, and th:ie with many others we 
doc enj3y hitherto, with peace, pleaty and libzrty, no {mall 
bleſlings, God hith comvaſl-d us about with mercics, and de» 
livers ns every day fro many knowne,and more tWknown dantee 
gers that might veb.ll us, 
1f we looke upon mercies inthe Mount, in time of extremity, 
we may {iy much buth of publicke and private, of privative 1nd 
politi.c mercics, It God had not put in and holpen us (may 
tary of us {zy) I had certainly dycd 1n fuch a lickneſſe, 10 fuch 
a danger, I had bzen ntterly undone in fuch alcfſls, I had been 
fooylcd at ſuch a time,&c, So tor pubizcke meErcies ; and delives 
rances,in which every one hath a ſhare for the publicke good, is 
every mans private beneht. Was not Em9land brought 1ato the 
Mount, toa very gr-at exigent ? and was not God ſecne for 
England; good in 88. 1n icattering and deſtroying that invin- 
ble Navy, as the Adverlarics themſclves (tiled it ? In Novem- 
ber 5, 1605. when there wanted but a very little time to be ad-

the publicke enemies of the Church) when in the eye of ear- 
nall reaſon there was little or no hopes of enjoying either. 
Againe, for eur ſelves at home, did not the Lord ſtrangely and 
wondertully preſerve this Nation from the Spaniſh Navy the 
other yeares, and trom 1mbruing our hands in onr neighbours 
bloud, who fought our welfare, and deſtroying one another till 
nove remaine, or if we were conquered by them we muſt needs 
loſe all, and if we did conquer them, we were fore that both 
the viRory and our ſelves (honld be a prey te the makgnant par» 
ty for whom we fought, We have had many great mercies and 
deliverances from many great and deſpcrate defignes, fo that 
we doe enjoy peace, liderty and the Goſpell to this very day, 
notwithſtanding all our feares and jealovlies grounded upon 
melt evident and imminent cauſes, threatening deſtruetion and 
loſſ: of all, broken our yoaks, caſed our ſhoulders md our confſci- 
ences alſo in a great put-off of many grievous burdens, The time 
would faile me to tell of all the great things that God hath done 
for us within theſe few yeares by-palt, and utter his mercics and 
our deliverances by: while, Thero is cauſe enongh why we

But beloved, what thankfulnefſe hath been returned to God 
for all theſe great mercics and Ccliverances? Surcly httle, and by 
too many in a manner none at all, eſpecially for common ard or- 
dinary mcrcies ; Many arelike the ungratefull Tenant, that en- 
joyes the Lands and Houſes of a good Land-lord, but will pay 
no Rent. Like the Husbandman in the Goſpell that did recerve 
the fruits of the Vineyard, but returne nothing : The truth is 
many are like the Swine that doe grouſe up the Acorns, that 
fall from the Tree, but never looke up to the Tree whence they 
come : ſo many daily taſte of Gods bleſſings, recerve his mer- 
cies and dcliverances , and yet ſ{clome - or never lift up the 
heart in thankfulneſſe ts God the Authour and duner of _ 
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bs ——_ They were wont 11 the hrit Ages of the world , to thinke they

red before their eyes ; ſome their wives or danghters or both 
defloured, ſhametull ly abuſed, and afterward butchered by rade 
Souldiers ; fome women ( as 1 rem:mber) ript up alive ; 
ſome have their fruit dr rop trom them as they hang on the 
gallowes ; fa.ne grizvouily mangled, and many other muſc- 
ries W hich they onely can bett know that feels thean, os are 
eye and ear-witnefl:s of theny, 

But it 1s much worſe where a foule lyes under an accu- 
ſinz, condemning, tormenting confcience, wants and feeles 
the want of pardon of finne and Gods favour, this is the grea- 
tcſt miſery, Thinke then what a pitcous caſe you ſhould be 
nn, were it thus with us, as undcubtedly it h ad: bin betore 
this, if our proud en:mies had prevailed as they hoped and 
b-lieved they hoald doe, and are ” conhdent, yea if you 
want but outward mcrcics, as hberty, meat, dr1 IKC,CHC, but 
a tzw daves, and much more, if ye ; want pardon cf fin, for 
which a confczous finnzr w: uid rive all the world, and Iye 
under a fore veoanded confcience, and let the conſideration 
of the want of mercics make us trucly thankfull tor what we 
dot enjoy,

Unthanktulneſle, 2s it were,dries up the ehannell of Gods 
Eciicts.7, mercy andbounty, as the Ealt winde did the R:d Sea, All Ri 
vers arc from the Sea, and d:d they not pay their tribute backe 
againe to the Sea, very likely they would in time bedryed up, 
but they returne to the Sea azaine, and ſoare continually fed by 
it. The way for us to bave a continuance of Gods benefits, is to 
returne continuall praitz and thanksgiving tor the mercies we

haſt it ? This is juſt the caſc of the g. Leapers, they cryed alond 
for help, but when they were cured, they returned not to give 
thanks ; and the 1/raelires that cryed to God intheir diltreſſe, 
but were unthanktull for his benetits when they had them. A 
great (ſhame 1t 18 we ſhould be fo earneſt tor a mercy or delive- 
rance in our necellity, fo open handed to receive, and fo cleſfe 
mou:hed and (trat'-hearted, when we have them, to returne ſom- 
thing in way of thanktulrcfe. 


8. This (namely Gods ylory and praiſe) is the end of all his 


mercics, benetits and delivcrances, and ſhould be the eng of all 
our 2tons and ſervices. Goa made all thing (ind doth all things to ) 
for kimſelfe, All Agents v orke io foine end, and theretore God 
much morc. New hz is the beemmning,trom whi<h,and the utme (t 
end to which all things rend, and thall ©0d miſc of his end, leſs 
his praiſe ? afluredly if he doche will be glorified, if not by us 
as active inftruments of his glory 3 yet im an: upon us, as patt- 
ents of his juſtice, for all cur ingratitude, and the more and grea- 
ter mercies we enjoy the greater will be our condemnaticn it uns 
thankfull. 

Laſtly( by way of motive, and which is ſpecially applicable 
to publike mercics) Remember that public ke mercies are every mans 
private mercies,cvcry oncs private good 1s wrapt up in the publik: 
If it goe well with the publicke, all fare the berter for it,if evill, 
all hare in it; as 10 the body naturall, if the whole body be out 
of order,all the members 1 c with it, if found and well,all the 
members hmpathize with it ; and fo it is in the body myſticall 
and politick,the Church & © ommorn» wealth; therfore be thank- 
u!l for publicke mercics,as well,yea rather,and more then for pri- 
vate ; becauſe they doe concerne both our owne particular, and 
others 200d, whoſc welfare we ought heartily to deſire, pray for 
and rejoyce in, as fellow members of the body p.liticke and my* 
fticall.

Anſw. To the firit, to be kinaly affeited With mercies art delives

I. Take notice of all, more cſp<cially of gaore remarceable, 
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ſpeciall and extraordinary mercics, ſupportment in, and delis 
verance out of troubles ; tor mercics that paſſe unobſerved can» 
not be thankfully acknowledged, much lefſ: the remembrance 
of them perpetuated, And doe not onely obſcrve them, but take 
a fall view of them, how great, free,undeſerved and ſutable they 
ar= to our condition: for theſe conhderations help much to atk& 
the hcart with them, 

2. Often m-ditate on them,wyell weigh and ponder them, as the 
Faithfull did, P/al 48, We have thought on thy loving kindne([e, O 
God, The word ſignihcth (as ſome have obſerved) as much as 
aſſimulavimus, we have made an Image of it 1n our minds, by (crious 
pondering 1t hath made a deep 1umprethion in our minds, The 
more a man doth meditate and roule any thing in his mind, the 
deeper impreſſion it makes, and the longer it continues; there- 
f.re labour to worke and imprint it on the heart by meditation. 

But looke not too much on thy afti&ions and wants, or what 

ethers bave which theu haſt not, but on ods benefits and mer- 
cics rcccived and prem:{:d,and on what thou haſt more then ma. 
ny ethers: For if a man be much poring on his wants and others 
fulncſſc, or the greater mercies that ſome others hare, this will 
indiſpolc a man to duty, dead the heart, beget diſcontent, and 
imbitter the ſfoule ; but the eften remembrance of mercics re 
ceived and promilcd, and ſpocially of what himfclfe hath, 
which ſuch and ſuch a man, and many others (far better) have 
not, will {weeten the ſpirit, rejoyce the heart, quicken a man 
and put life into him, make him more apt and active teclingly to 
praiſe Gol for them,and pertorme any good duty; it is as 99/eto 
all holy ations, 

3. Labonr the heart to have a ſenſe ani feeling of the worth of 
them and to have an high eſteem and holy admiration of his mere 
CicS,as Davis had, Hew great 15 thy gooaneſſe ? by conſidering the 
greatneſſe,vumbcr,vari*ty, the freenefl? of his mercies, and con- 
LINUAnce Of them, allo how happy we ate with them, and how 
mifcravie without them ; for it 1s not the haviag, but the vr1z1ng
